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MAY HAVE TO LIVE IN TENT 


FAMILY FALLS 
THROUGH WELFARE 


SYSTEM CRACKS

Gloria is a mother of two who has somehow fallen 
through the cracks in Quinte’s social assistance 
system and it has at the worst of times put her and 
her family at great risk. 

Gloria (whose last name will remain unknown) 
was, as of Monday, hoping against hope that she 
ould come up with last month’s rent for a house in 
lrenton. 
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Her social worker said welfare 
could provide her with the first 
month’s rent for the accom- 
modation which she found but 
no money is available for the se- 
cond payment. Facing a 
deadline of noon on Monday to 
get out of her home in Belleville, 
Gloria was desperate. 

In fact, her pleas for 
assistance were directed to not 
only places like The Salvation 
Army but to her church and 
finally to Quinte Weekly News, 
in the hope that her story might 
bring about an awareness of 
how the system can fail those 
for whom it is intended. 

“T am getting to the point 
where life doesn’t matter 
anymore,’ she said, admitting 
to attempting suicide in the 
past. 

‘They tell you to get up in the 
morning, look in the mirror and 
say you'll be okay - but I’m 
not.” 

The landlord of the John 
Street house was adamant 
about receiving the last month’s 
rent before giving her the okay 
to move in. With only $669 a 
month in mother’s allowance 
coming in, $63 for family 
allowance payments, and $150 
support payments from her ex 
husband, Gloria doesn’t have an 
awful lot of money left once she 
has paid rent, heat, hydro, and 
bought some food for her two 
boys, ages 11 and 13. 

Gloria is unable to work 
because she is an epileptic, has 
arthritis, is a borderline 
diabetic, has chronic lymphitis 
leukemia, and has suffered three 
nervous breakdowns. She is 
under doctor’s care. Her two 
boys also have medical pro- 
blems that require care. 

She has no-one to turn to ex- 
cept her mother, Irene Towns, 
who lives in Frankford and lives 
on a disability pension. Gloria 
can’t move in with her mother 
because this would affect the 
disability pension she receives - 
so Gloria and her two children 
were faced with pitching a tent 
in her mother’s back yard and 
living there until...whenever she 
can find another home. 

Coming from a family of 11 
Gloria knows what it is like to 
stretch the dollar. None of her 
family can help her financially, 
she says, which doesn’t matter

‘FISCALLY IRRESPONSIBLE’

Progressive Conservative can- 
didate for Quinte, Doug Brewer, 
is knocking on door and inform- 
ing people of the issues of this 
election and he has noticed, 
“There's a real vaccuum about 
what's happening at Queen’s 
Park.” 

At age 23, Brewer moved to 
Belleville about six months ago. 

He immediately joined the 
Quinte Riding Association (as a 
director) and then more recently 
joined the Belleville Progressive 
Conservative Association, 

He had been active in Tory 
politics in Kingston where he 
was born and where he com- 
pleted a degree at Queen's 
University in politics and 
economics. 

He doesn’t feel his youth is a 
drawback. “The party needs 
youth. The party has been in 
power perhaps too long and 
needs regenerating as the older 
guard retires,” said Brewer. 


He says it would be “‘fiscally 
irresponsible’’ for the Liberals 
to push official bilingualism, 
noting that less than one-third 
of one percent of the population 
is French speaking."’ He sees 
the need for French in certain 
service areas such as in the 
courts and in areas where there

is a majority of French speaking 
people. 

Brewer said he is in favor of 
free trade, cautioning, however, 
that there must be ‘‘some pro- 
tection for the farming com- 
munity and perhaps the auto in- 
dustry as well.”’ 

He would like to see an im- 
provement in the quality of 
drinking water in Quinte and 
the environment in general, 
noting that waste management 
is a big issue for Sidney 


Township, Trenton and 
elsewhere. ‘‘We need a com- 
prehensive strategy on recycl- 
ing to extend the life of dump 
sites. It take a little bit of effort 
and it’s not that much money,” 
said Brewer. 

He noted the concern over the 
quality of water in the Bay of 
Quinte and said, “the people 
here realize you're going to be 
able to walk on it in 10 years,” if 
something isn’t done soon to 
“nip the problem in the bud 
before it gets worse."’ 

If he wins in this election 
Brewer says he would like to see 
better use of the money now 
taken in by the government 
from the sale of resident fishing 
licences. Restocking of the lakes 
is important for tourists and 
fishing buffs but money is being 
funnelled off into the general 
ministry revenue, for example, 
to pay for conservation officers, 
without any increase in staff. 


“That is something that 
would be changed if we were in 
power, right away,’’ said 
Brewer. 


Remarking on the fact there 
has been a lot of new businesses 
coming to Belleville, he would 
like to see small business given 
an incentive by implementing a 
10 per cent tax cut. 


MOROSAN: LOCAL WATER

Gene Morosan of Belleville is 
making his second attempt at 
winning Quinte Riding for the 
New Democratic Party, after 
being the NDP candidate in the 
1985 provincial election. 

Mr. Morosan sees “‘two glar- 
ing issues,”’ in this campaign. 

The first is the rising costs of 
auto insurance. ‘‘People are pay- 
ing far too much for auto in- 
surance in Ontario.

In a telephone interview from 
Vancouver where Mr. Morosan 
is attending his daughter’s wed- 
ding, he spoke of the problems 
affecting the insurance in- 
dustry, calling the government 
plan a “‘non-plan.”’

First of all, because 
there are lawn weeds that grow only in the fall, and secondly, 
because lawn weeks in general like the stimulating fall weather 
as much as lawn grasses. pan F peeps this fall 

ri It in a more weed-free lawn next spring. 

WIA this pint you havea choice between bagged weed and 
feed fertilizer or the same herbicide in liquid form. I prefer the 
latter because you have more control in providing an even 
coverage. In addition, I believe lawn fertilizer should be applied 
with a broadcast spreader and that is a no-no with weed and 
feed fertilizer. And one thing more, only spray when the day is 
calm and always follow lable directions. 

With that new surge of growth, you lawn is going to need 
food, and again you have a choice. The traditional fall fertilizer 
has a low nitrogen, (first number), and high potash, (last 
number), formulation. But there is a new school that recom- 
mends a high-nitrogen fertilizer applied late in the season. 
While I am part of the new school, the final choice is yours, as 
long as you recognize that a healthy well-fed lawn is best able 
to stand the ravages of winter. 

Fall is a good time to check for thatch, particularly in deep 
shaded or damp areas. Pull the grass stems apart and look for 
dead plant material. A half to 3/4 inch, (1.5 to 2 cm.), thatch 
layer is desireable, serving as a mat that both insulates the 
tender base of the grass plant and retains moisture for the root 
system. But a deep thatch layer not only harbours disease and 
insects but prevents water, fertilizer and air from reaching the 
root system. 

The best way to tackle a thatch problem is through aeration, 
the gentle removal of plugs of turf, thatch and soil. You can call 
in a professional lawn service or do-it-yourself by renting an 
aeration machine from a tool rental company. 

While you're checking for thatch, keep an eye open for 
crabgrass, an annual, shallow-rooted coarse bladed weed grass 
that 1S easy to spot. After the first cold snap, look for sprawl- 
ing, purple-tinged stems supporting finger-like stalks dotted 
with small seeds and mark the spot well, because early next spr- 
ing is the time to treat the area with a crab grass, pre-emergent 
control product.

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A Knight III led two lives. As 
the grandson of John Knight, retired editorial chair- 
man of the Knight-Ridder newspaper chain, he was a 
respected newspaperman. To the casual observer, the 
heir to the newspaper fortune had everything a 30- 
year-old man could desire. A graduate of both Harvard 
and Oxford, he held a responsible position with one of 
the family newspapers in Philadelphia, occupied a lux- 
urious apartment, and had all the funds and intelli- 
gence with which to enjoy a full and rewarding life. He 
was also a practicing homosexual. 

Early Sunday morning, on Dec. 7, 1975, John 
Knight’s world crumbled. The previous evening, which 
had started out pleasantly enough, was to end in death. 
John had shot pheasants in South Dakota earlier that 
fall and had sent them over to the swank La Truffe 
restaurant, where he was to host an intimate dinner 
party. 

John’s guests that night were a lady friend, Ellen 
Roche, Mr. and Mrs. Paul Janensch and Dr. and Mrs. 
John McKinnon. Paul Janensch was managing editor 
of the Philadelphia News, a paper owned by the 
Knight-Ridder chain. As such, he was John’s boss. The 
McKinnons were friends of long standing. Dr. McKin- 
non had been John’s roommate at university. The doc- 
tor and his wife had travelled to Philadelphia expressly 
to spend the week with John as house guests at his 
luxurious Rittenhouse Square apartment. 

Shortly after midnight, the party broke up. The Jan- 
ensches and Ellen Roche left for their respective 
homes directly from the restaurant. John and the 
McKinnons returned to John’s apartment. The dinner 
party had been a great success. There had been many 
toasts and much liquor had been consumed. Once at 
John’s apartment, the two men continued drinking. 
Rosemary McKinnon, tired of listening to the good old 
university days, fell asleep on a couch. 

Around 1 a.m. John received a phone call. Dr. 
McKinnon could only hear John’s end of the conversa- 
tion. He heard his host say, “I can’t see you tonight. 
I’ve got houseguests.’’ John explained that his caller 
was a pimp who supplied him with prostitutes. The 
McKinnons were rather embarrassed, but chose to 
ignore the remark. After all, their old friend was a 
single man. His sex life was his own affair. 

The phone rang again around 3 a.m. John answered, 
and then advised his guests it was time to turn in. The 
McKinnons retired to their bedroom.

An hour later, the doorbell rang. It was the man Se 


who had made the phone calls. John refused him 
entry. The man pleaded, “‘I love you, John. I must see 
you.’’ When John opened the door, Felix Melendez, Ste- 
ven Maleno and Salvatore Soli bullied their way into 
the apartment. 

John was overpowered. His hands were tied behind 
his back and his legs tied together with socks and 
ropes. The three men wound his expensive silk ties 
around his head. Then they proceeded to punch and 
kick the helpless man. One of the men, probably 
Melendez, stabbed John Knight in the chest five times. 

The three intruders ransacked the apartment. Tables 
were overturned, the contents of drawers spilled on the 
floor until the place was a shambles. In the guest 
room, Mrs. McKinnon woke with a start just as the 
three men threw open the door. They ordered the nude 
woman out of bed. Her husband, in a heavy sleep as a 
result of the alcohol he had consumed, didn’t budge. 

Salvatore Soli, waving a revolver, forced Rosemary 
McKinnon to assist in the search for valuables. Felix 
Melendez stalked through the apartment like a mad- 
man with a scuba diving knife and a harpoon gun. 
Mrs. McKinnon was led into John’s bedroom, where 
she saw her host gagged and tied hand and foot. She 
had no way of knowing if he was dead or alive. 

When the apartment building’s night attendant 
showed up at the door, Felix acted as spokesman. The 
attendant had received a complaint about the noise 
emanating from the Knight apartment. Felix apolo- 
gized. The attendant went away, but his appearance 
had frightened Sal and Steve. They tied up Mrs. 
McKinnon, placed her under a sofa and took off with 
whatever loot they had gathered. 

Now alone, Felix became even more tense and ner 
vous. Rosemary McKinnon, despite the terror she had 
endured, kept her head. She talked Felix into unty- 
ing her hands and feet. Once free, she dashed into 
the guest room, grabbed one of John’s rifles, at the 
same time shaking her husband and placing the rifle 
in his hands. Quickly and concisely, she explained the 
situation to her half-awake husband.

non grappled with Melendez, who finally broke free 
and fled from the bedroom. 

Dr. McKinnon untied his host and attempted mouth 
to mouth resuscitation, but quickly realized John 
Knight was beyond help. While her husband was thus 
engaged, Rosemary McKinnon threw on a robe, ran 
from the apartment and pressed a button for an eleva- 
tor. One can only imagine her terror when Felix, still 
wielding his knife, jumped into the elevator with her. 

Rosemary warded off Felix’s attempts to stab her 
and was partially successful. Her fingers were cut and 
she received a slight wound around~-the left breast 
before the elevator stopped at the third floor. She was 
able to run out of the elevator and make her way down 
a fire escape to the main lobby. Meanwhile, Felix dis 
appeared. 

Why was John Knight murdered? We do know that 
Felix had been a lover of Knight’s and had told his 
fellow conspirators that he had a wealthy friend who 
would be easy to rob. Felix was aptly rewarded for ini- 
tiating the robbery, which culminated in the senseless 
torture and murder of John Knight. His companions 
blamed him for going berserk in the apartment. It was 
supposed to be a simple robbery. Now they were 
marked men. 

They watched TV and heard the concise descriptions 
given to police by Rosemary McKinnon. That’s when 
Sal and Steve decided to reward Felix. Under the pre- 
tense of burying some of the loot taken from the 
Knight apartment, they enticed Felix into a wooded 
area in New Jersey. Steve Maleno shot Felix Melendez 
dead. 

Sal, accompanied by a girlfriend, fled to Miami, 
where he hocked the remaining stolen goods for $150. 
However, his girlfriend got cold feet and turned him in 
to police. Steve voluntarily gave himself up. 

Salvatore Soli was found guilty of murder in the 
first degree, guilty of robbery, guilty of burglary and 
guilty of criminal conspiracy. He was sentenced to life 
imprisonment. 

Four weeks after Sal’s conviction, Steven Maleno 
pleaded guilty to the murder of John Knight, as well 
as that of Felix Melendez. He was sentenced to two 
consecutive life sentences.

anyway because she has contact 
with only one sister who lives in 
Trenton, who is no better off 
than Gloria. 

The Salvation Army in 
Belleville did give Gloria a food 
voucher but couldn’t supply her 
with the $535 she needs for the 
last month’s rent. 

She has applied to Ontario 
Housing for a place to stay but 
as she explained, when her ex 
left to get a job in Calgary back 
in 1978 she thought her rent had 
been paid up. It turns out she 
owes them approximately $400 
and so, according to Gloria, her 


name has been taken off the list 
until this debt is paid. 

At press time on Monday 
Gloria was still hoping to come 
up with last month's rent so she 
could move into the house in 
Trenton. She was, at last 
reports, moving all her belong- 
ings out of her Belleville home, 
with the help of friends who 
have a truck. 

The last contact we had with 
Gloria was on Saturday. Her 
mother told us on Monday that 
she wasn’t sure if her daughter 
had been able to come up with 
the last month’s rent. 

More about Gloria’s case will 
be written when it is known.

Belleville’s city council 
to make his proposal for 
development of federal 
lands just north of 
Meyers Pier, he had no 
idea it would cause such 
a fuss.

BUCHANAN: CAMPAIGNING 
FOR JOBS FOR YOUTH

Stressing the need for more 
light industry to keep the young 
people of his riding of Hastings- 
Peterborough from heading to 
the cities for jobs, Elmer 
Buchanan is campaigning fast 
and furiously under the NDP 
banner. 

He’s not new to politics as 
this is his fourth campaign, one 
in which he is finding out that 
issues he thought only affected 
the young people of his riding, 
also affect the adults and elder- 
ly. 

For example, he has voiced his 
concern over the inequity in the 
auto insurance system in which 
young males under 25 pay much 
higher premiums. He found 
while talking with one lady, a 
grandmother, that she agreed 
that the auto insurance system 
needs revamping. 

“She was concerned that her 
grandson was paying so much,” 
said Mr. Buchanan. 

As vice-principal at North 
Hastings High School, he ad- 
mits to focussing a lot of his 
concerns around the youth in 
his riding. 

He would like to see industry 
such as food processing plants 
and companies like Quaker Oats 
and Northern Telecom expand 
to provide jobs for the 75 per 
cent of young adults he says 
leave his riding to find work 
elsewhere. 

“We export high school 
graduates. There are no at- 
tempts to create employment,”’ 
he said emphatically. 

Having grown up in the 
Havelock area where he lived on 
a farm and received his school- 
ing, this 40-year-old NDP can- 
didate says he would like to see

more co-operation among cities 
in the riding. 

“TI envision Eastern Ontario 
working together as a block - 
not as competing cities. Wee 
need to work together to get in- 
dustry here, to solve our 
unemployment problems,’’ he 
explained. 

And it’s the small farm and 
smaller businesses that need to 
be nurtured here as well, he said. 

“We're approaching an age 
where quality and pride in one’s 
work is important - no longer is 
it how much profit can we make 
and how quickly can we put the 
product out,’ he said. 

“As the local MPP I would 
take a more active role in 
economic planning and direc- 
tion,” he stated. 

Discussing free trade he is 
concerned that the agricultural 
industry be protected in any 
deals that are made with the 
U.S.A. which seems to believe 
that “‘big is beautiful.”

He would like to see some 
changes in auto insurance in On- 
tario, particularly where young 
people are concerned. Although 
he would like to see the industry 
remain in private hands, he 
would like to see controlling 
legislation offering an appeal 
process with the power to roll 
back premiums. 

Talking briefly about the 
health system he focussed on 
some projects given the go- 
ahead with government funding 
in his riding, such as $9.2 
million to build a new emergen- 
cy department at the Civic 
Hospital in Peterborough. 

“At the same time it was an- 
nounced there will be 60 more 
nursing home beds for Nor- 
wood, the village I live in,‘‘ he 
stated.

Guns story of last week has a happy ending. Thanks to a 
landlord who took a chance on the family and only asked for 
first month's rent, the family now has a home. The general pro- 
blem remains, though. This family was not alone in its difficult 
search for housing. 

The problem is not one of “‘wicked”’ landlords. The request 
for first and last month’s rent, though burdensome even to 
people relatively well off, is reasonable protection for someone 
who has few protections in landlord/tenant disputes. _ 

The problem lies in the system. Families on social assistance 
can't possibly save enough money for first and last month's 
rent, and unless they can call on sympathetic family members, 
are just plain out of luck if they have to move for any reason 
whatsoever. Rent controls are no help and the problem is made 
worse by a tight housing situation. 

So what's the solution? One would be to build more govern- 
ment housing, but that’s an expensive solution. The govern- 
ment can’t afford to provide housing to everyone in need. 
Measures are needed to build up housing supplies to ease the 
tight rental situation across the province. And offering last 
month's rent as well as first month’s rent to those genuinely in 
need would keep families from falling between the cracks.

Most of the rooms in your home are assigned a definite use: 
cooking, dining, entertaining, recreation, rest and relaxation. 
And since landscaping should take into account the extension 
of your indoor living style to the outdoors, it makes sense that 
you allot “rooms” to whichever of those functions you plan to 
project to the outdoors, and in addition, decide how much space 
each should receive, For example: 

If entertaining, cooking and dining are going to play a large 
role in your outdoor plan, then a large patio, deck, screened-in 
porch or any combination of those three should be considered 
and space alloted accordingly. If recreation is important to 
your family, then a large area free of beds, trees and shrubs 
should be apportioned for activities such as lawn darts, bad- 
minton or even a 9-hole mini golf course. If you have a high- 
pressure life style that demands rest and relaxation, the screen- 
ed porch should be reconsidered or the less expensive “privacy 
alcove’’, a shaded area of lawn snuggling in a U-shaped alcove 
of flowering shrubs, out of sight of your windows and the win- 
dows of your neighbours. And like indoor rooms, your outdoor 
rooms should have definition: floors, walls, ceilings, exits and 
entrances and in place of windows, view points that overlook 
the gardens’ best vistas, whether it be a rose garden, a reflec- 
ting pool or a mass-planted bed of annuals. The floors are com- 
posed of entirely different materials. But there are major dif- 
ferences. 

The walls are not designed to shut one room off from the 
other, but merely to mark their boundaries, and the ceilings, to 
shut out the wind and the rain but encourage the sky and the 
stars. 

Floors should come first in your landscape plan, with the 
carpeting for your outdoor rooms being decided before you 
start thinking of walls and ceilings. The first choice of course, is 
turf, lawn areas that are a pleasure to walk on and a joy to 
behold, the unifier that ties together all the elements of the 
landscape plan and helps make it work. 

Where the floor needs covering but will not be walked on, you 
may want to consider ground covers, low-growing plants such 
a8 periwinkle, ajuga or crown vetch that form a low dense mat. 
Or slightly higher ground covers such as cotoneaster, bergenia, 
dwarf iris, lily-of-the-valley or ground-hugging evergreens.

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In terms of natural materials, more and more use is being 
made of gravel in various sizes, water-smoothed pebbles or 
small rounded stones. These can be accented with low-growing 
evergreens or the sword-like leaves and spikes of white-belled 
flowers of the yucca filamentosa. 

if you are fortunate to know of a cedar sawmill, you will find 
cedar log rounds an inexpensive and long-wearing floor cover- 
ing. You can use larger rounds sunk in the lawn to mark out a 
pathway, or lay them closely and interplant the spaces with 
thyme, Bark chips in a wide variety of sizes and colours are fin- 
ding their way around rose shrubs and evergreens, 

If you are going to make generous use of natural materials in 
your floor coverings, take a good look at a lawn vac. Fall leaves 
are difficult to remove with a lawn rake. 

Concrete is undoubtedly the most durable of the man-made 
floor materials and should be considered wherever traffic is 
heavy. An arbored concrete slab makes an excellent room for 
cooking, dining and entertaining. Concrete paths can be 
straight, curved or angled according to the contractor's forms 
When fertilizing your lawn in the spring with a high-nitrogen 
content, brush all fertilizer off the concrete. Dissolved in water, 
it can etch the surface. 

Concrete slabs still play a big role in flooring especially in 
patios. They are relatively inexpensive and easy to lay but they 
do have a bad habit of shifting out of place, especially if chairs 
and tables are exerting pressure on a corner. Usually they have 
to be relaid every four to five years. 

In urban areas where old buildings are being demolished for 
new developments, used brick is becoming available. It is a 
floor that fits well not simply into a rustic plan, but seems to 
know no limit in its compatibility. 

The flooring phenomenon of the ‘80's has been interlocking 
stone. A number of companies have jumped into the race of pro- 
viding these durable pavers that have done so much in forcing 
us to take a new look at the use of man-made flooring materials. 
They are being used for patios, driveways, steps and walkways 
in a multitude of colours and patterns. Unilock provides 
folders, showing paving designs, do-it-yourself instructions and 
even a video to show how their materials can be used. Closer to

Cont. from Page 1 
government, which owns the 
land, everything has been put 
on hold until after a public 
meeting on Monday, Sept. 21. 

“I’m afraid the project. is 
dead,”’ Mr. Printz says sadly, 
although he still feels it has a 
chance of revival after the 
public meeting. He remains con- 
| vinced that his proposal would 

have been good for Belleville, 
and he is still feeling a little 
bewildered to find himself 
caught in the middle on what he 
thought was a straightforward 
project. “I don’t like politics 
and intrigue,”’ the civil engineer 
admits. 

According to plans submitted 
by Mr. Printz, the $30 million 
development would proceed in 
two separate phases on the 19.5 
acre site. The first stage would 
be residential, with the con-

The first phase would include 


315 parking spots for residents 
of the two towers and 255 park- 
ing spots next to the govern- 
ment marina for non-residents. 
These parking spots, Mr. Printz 
says, could be used by boaters 
and other members of the public 
using the waterfront area. 

A promenade of approximate- 
ly 80 to 100 feet wide is planned 
along the water’s edge with a 
forum for performances for the 
Waterfront Festival to accom- 
modate 200 to 300 people. 

“This is not for the residents 
of the buildings,” he says, “but 
for all the residents of 
Belleville.” 

Access to the development 
would be from a road that would 
be opened up from South Front 
to South Foster across the nor- 
thern side of the development. 
Mr. Printz is also hoping to 

create an island for recreational 
uses where fill has been dumped 
to form a small spit jutting out 
into the bay just east of Meyers 
Pier. 

The idea, Mr. Printz says, is 
to strike a balance between

access to the waterfront area. 

His own proposal for develop- 
ment of the Meyers Pier area 
strikes that balance with a pro- 
menade and Waterfront 
Festival forum. “It’s not like. 
the Anchorage,”’ he says, a 
private which prohibits public 
access to the waterfront on its 
property. 

The second phase would in- 
clude professional offices and 
services for senior citizens 
where the oil tanks are now, 


“some retail spaces including a 


restaurant or harbour 
clubhouse, a 215-unit apartment 
complex for seniors and a clinic 
specializing in_ geriatrics. 
Modelled on one in Switzerland, 
which attracts patients from 
around the world, the clinic 
would be unique to Canada. 


Mr. Printz argues that his 
plan is designed to enhance the 
waterfront area by creating 
more reasons for going there. 
He expects that the promenade, 
restaurant, recreational island 
and retail stores would ‘‘create 
new attractions for the whole 
season” rather than just during 
the summer months.

PLANNER ~ 
URGES VETO 
UNTIL STUDY 
IS DONE 






City Planner Stewart Murray will recommend to- 
day at a Belleville planning advisory committee 
meeting that the city refuse to allow development 
to go ahead on federal lands in the Meyers Pier area 
until a comprehensive waterfront study has been 
completed. The planner is supported in his recom- 
mendation by a 13-page report submitted to the 
committee by Lloyd Syer, director of the parks and 
harbour department, which also recommends ‘‘the 
city purchase waterfront land zoned for greenbelt 
purposes when land is placed on the market.”’ 


“It would be premature to 
declare the federal lands at 
Meyers pler to be surplus to 
municipal requirements,’ the 
planner concludes at the end of 
his 26-page report. ‘Prior to 
making such a major decision, it 
would be-appropriate to deter- 
mine in detail the city’s future 
long term requirements for 
recreational, social and cultural 
facilities on the waterfront and 
in particular at the Meyers Pier 
focal point.”’ 

The planner notes in his 
report that the demand for 
water-oriented recreational, 
social and cultural facilities has 
“exceeded all expectations”’. 
More marina facilities will pro- 
bably be needed, the planner 
says, and Parks and Harbour 
Director Lloyd Syer agrees, 
estimating that at least 400 new 
slips will be required. Sport 
fishing is also growing 
dramatically, and as a result, 
parking and other facilities will 
be required, the planner states. 

He also notes the dramatic 
growth of the annual Water-

front Festival. ‘‘Given the at- 
tendance figures for the festival 
in 1987, it will be essential to 
review the land base re-

The injury occurred on Sunday night on the 
long weekend.After crawling to the bathroom 
Labour Day Monday morning, I decided it was 
time to go into the hospital and get it checked.

In his report to the city’s 
planning advisory committee, 
the city planner states that city 
studies have recognized the 
need for more open public land 
on its Moira and Bayshore 
waterfronts since the mid- 


1960s. 
“These studies recommended 
that the waterfront lands 


should be used for open space 
purposes wherever possible and 
that a system of active and 
passive recreation opportunities 
be provided along the water- 
front,’’ Mr. Stewart states in his 
report. Such open space on the 
city’s waterfront would be a uni- 
que ‘landmark’ since most 
cities along Lake Ontario had 


already “irretrievably lost much ~- 


of their waterfront lands to 
private development.”’ 

The city’s official plan in the 
mid-1970s specifically establish- 
ed the goal of expanding the 
open space system along the 
East Bayshore, as did other 
reports from the time. ‘‘The 
open space plan included the 
East Bayshore as a day use 
park and boat-oriented recrea- 
tion area, and _ specifically 
recognized the federal lands at 
the East Basin as part of the 
open space resource as it was 
designated for sub-regional 
open space in the city’s Official 
Plan,”’ the planner states. 

Other studies and reports dur- 
ing the 1970s also recognized 
the need for parkland along the 
city’s waterfront, says Mr. Syer 
of the parks and harbour depart- 
ment in his report. 

“City council made the ac- 
quisition of bayfront property 
zoned as open space a priority 
during this time period,’ Mr. 
Syer states in his report. 

In 1975, according to the city 
planner, a Moira River Con- 
servation Authority study 
recommended the creation of a 
marina where the Meyers Pier 
marina has now been built. That 
study also warned that “a major 
development in the vicinity of 
the Pier could create the danger 
that such a development could 
crowd out public, recreational 
use of this central part of the 
waterfront.” 3

! election results rolled in from across the province last 
oe Tieiae night, everyone was stunned. NG be 
expecting a Liberal sweep, no one had expected the ee 
route since Confederation as the Red Tide rolled across the pro 
vince for a total of 95 seats. The Tories, expected to be the big- 
gest losers, simply collapsed, losing even their Base 
tario stronghold and the status of official opposition with it. 
Suddenly, headily, the Liberals will now be able to form their 
first maj ority government in 50 years. ; 

Although voters gave the Liberals an overwhelming man- 
date, the Liberals should be aware that the mandate is no 
licence to do whatever they want. Paradoxically, as polls show- 
ed the Liberals headed for a sweep before the election, the same 
polls showed that most voters prefer minority government s. 
People don’t like arrogant governments. They don't like fat 
cats or complacency. They don’t like being taken for granted. 
They prefer humble governments, ones which will listen to the 
voice of the people. 

If the Liberals need a lesson in how not to handle a huge, 
landslide majority, all they need do is look to Ottawa where 
Brian Mulroney’s Tories are trailing badly in polls after winn- 
ing the biggest federal landslide ever. Let the Liberals enjoy 
their win. Let them celebrate, but let them also take heed. 

On four issues in particular — free trade, education, environ- 
ment and bilingualism — area candidates report voter con- 
cerns that will have to be dealt with during the Liberal term of 
office. 

Free Trade: Peterson can take his landslide victory to be a 
mandate to continue his stance against a free trade deal that 
gives away the store. His hand is strengthened here. 

Education: All candidates ran into concerns about Ontario's 
education system, from concerns about funding of Catholic 
schools to concerns about the viability of the public school 
system. Voters are expressing a lack of confidence in the 
school system's ability to deliver quality education and ac- 
countability to the public. Reforms are needed; fundamental 
reforms, not window dressing. 

Environment: In many ways this issue has been a sleeper 
over the years, with increased public interest cresting perhaps 
in this election. In the Quinte area, the public and candidates 
from all parties recognized the need for tough action on pollu- 
tion if only to protect tourism here. 

Bilingualism: The message to the Tories is that knee-jerk 
anti-bilingualism won't wash across Ontario anymore. But 
Liberals should also be aware of genuine concerns among the 
neeeet which generally is ill informed on the issue but fears 

We wish Ontario's majority Liberal government good luck 
-- and especially to Quinte MPP Hugh O'Neil who has served 
as a minister in the previous minority government and will no 
doubt continue his influential role. Good luck, but don’t 


become complacent. -

he crime of parricide, the killing of a parent, is 
rare but it does happen. Juries as a rule are 


reluctant to convict those offspring who take the 


basic precaution of performing the dastardly deed in 
private. 


The lady from Fall River immediately comes to 
mind but Lizzie Borden has always been in a class 
by herself. When all is said and done, she gave us a 
double header and provided those 40 whacks. Lest 
we forget, she was acquitted. 


Now to Bertie Willox and his dad, Robert. Father 
and son lived at 79 Grove St. in a working class dis- 
trict of Glasgow, Scotland. In 1929, Robert was 55. His 
one adventure in life had been his army service in 
World War I, where he was wounded at Mons. As a 
result of the wound, he received a small pension. He 
worked as a gatekeeper for a firm of shipbuilders, A. 
and J. Inglis, ‘til the day of his death. 


Robert was one of those men who shunned company. 
He was a loner in every sense of the word. Neighbors 
living in the adjoining tenements hardly knew the man. 
His wife had been dead for over three years and his 
only son, Bertie, was 20 years old when our story 
unfolds. 


Bertie left school at age 14 to become a messenger 
boy. He later became an apprentice engineer until the 
death of his mother. When that tragedy struck the Wil- 
lox family, Bertie’s father kept him home to fill the 
void left by the absence of Mrs. Willox. Robert gave 
his son a few shillings a week for his household 
duties. It must be pointed out that Bertie neither 
smoked nor drank. His one diversion from his domestic 
chores was playing billiards. 

Then it happened. 


At 9:20 on the evening of Nov. 4, 1929, Bertie ran 
from the front door of his flat, knocking on neighbors’ 
doors screaming, “‘Look, look, look!'’ as he gesticu- 
lated toward the i door of his home. Sprawled on 
the floor and readily visible from outside lay the body 
of Robert Willox. He was lying on the threshold 
between the lobby and the kitchen. A large pool of 
blood surrounded his horribly mangled head.

to an officer on duty, “‘Send an ambulance, send 
an ambulance, my father is bleeding!’’ On the way 
back to his home, he explained to the accompanying 
officers that his father must have fainted and struck 
his head against a metal couch. He added that the 
accident had happened after he and his father had 
finished supper and after he had washed the dishes 
and set the table for breakfast.

DID BERTIE REALLY BEAT HIM TO DEATH?

The officers were somewhat puzzled when they 
arrived at the Willox residence. The body was as the 
youth described but the kitchen table was set for the 
evening meal, which had not been consumed. 


Detectives were soon at the scene. When they 
attempted to question Bertie, he fainted and fell heav- 
ily to the floor. After regaining consciousness, Bertie 
gave the investigators a brief family history. He 
then homed in on the present. His father had arrived 
home at 6 p.m. Bertie had supper waiting. After his 
father consumed the meal, Bertie washed the dishes. 
His father gave him a total of six pounds to pay two 
outstanding debts. Bertie claimed he left the house 
between 6:30 p.m. and 6:45 p.m., while his father 
busied himself polishing buttons on a suitcoat. 


Bertie met a friend, James Turner, and proceeded to 
Sinclair’s Billiard Parlor, where they shot pool for half 
an hour. After the game, the friends went to the two 
residences where Robert owed money and paid them 
as Bertie’s father had instructed. The two young 
men then parted company. Turner went directly home. 

Bertie then visited another friend, Alfonso Jacovelli, 
who later walked him part way home. Near his home, 
Bertie flirted with a girl in a shop. He proceeded to 79 
Grove St., opened the door and found his father 
dead. 


When asked if there was anything in the house that 
may have been used as a murder weapon, Bertie 
immediately produced a two-pound engineer's hammer, 
which had recently been cleaned. Later, a scientific 
analysis of the hammer revealed tiny traces of blood 
between the shaft and the head.

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spattered. Certainly the perpetrator of the crime 
would have been heavily spattered with blood as 
well. Strangely, there was a bloodstain on the kitchen 
table but none on the white tablecloth which covered 
the table. 
The day after the killing, Bertie was arrested and 
charged with his father’s murder. 


K loor and walls surrounding the body were blood 


His trial began Dec. 16, 1929. It was quickly estab- 
lished that Bertie had met James Turner at 6:30 p.m. 
on the evening of his father’s death, as he had 
claimed. The billiard parlor operator actually had a 
record of the game Bertie and James had played 
that night. 


They left the billiard parlor at 7:50 p.m. The two 
outstanding debts Bertie paid that night were checked 
out. Bertie had paid the bills all right, but it was 
revealed that he had borrowed the money in his 
father’s name, and that his father had no idea of the 
loans. This weighed heavily against him, as the 
inference was that Bertie had robbed his father in 
order to repay the two creditors. 


Alfonso Jacovelli confirmed that Bertie had arrived 
at his home as he had stated. All the witnesses who 
had spent time with Bertie that night swore that he 
had not acted strangely in any way. If he had blud- 
geoned his father to death only minutes earlier, he was 
one cool cat. 


An autopsy indicated that the dead man’s stomach 
was empty. Why had Bertie given a detailed statement 
claiming that his father had consumed supper when he 
must have known that an entire meal was laid out 
untouched on the table? He couldn’t explain the food, 
which leaves one with the unbelievable alternative of 
someone killing Robert Willox, cooking a meal and 
setting the table, white tablecloth and all. 


For the defence, there was one fact which was diffi- 
cult to dispute or fathom. Like Lizzie Borden so many 
years earlier, Bertie had no appreciable blood on his 
clothing. All his clothes were confiscated and tested. 
Outside of a couple of tiny smears received when he 
fell faint on the kitchen floor, no other blood was 
found. All the experts agreed that the killer would 
have had to receive large quantities of blood on 
his person while inflicting the fatal blows to Wil- 
lox’s head. 


The Scottish jury found Bertie guilty of murder with 
a unanimous recommendation of mercy on account of 
his youth. He was sentenced to death. An appeal was 
immediately launched. The Court of Criminal Appeal 
attempted to construct an alternate case. Was it pos- 
sible for Bertie to have prepared his father’s evening 
meal and, despite his own statement, leave the house 
before his father consumed his supper? Had someone 
else then entered the house, killed Robert, washed the 
hammer and left the house unseen? They thought not 
The appeal was turned down 


However, all was not lost. Bertie’s sentence was 
eventually commuted to life imprisonment

Once you have decided on the location and material content 
of the floors in your landscape plan it’s time to start thinking 
about ‘‘walls’’, beginning with the realization that exterior 
walls have an entirely different role than those inside the home 
Unlike interior walls, (except where privacy is paramount) the 
primary function of exterior walls is to define, to mark boun- 
daries and in themselves, be part of the overall plan. And again 
we have choices between natural and man-made materials 
although natural wins hands down. 

A natural exterior wall can be as low as a 12 inch, short- 
clipped hedge of Korean Boxwood or as high as a close-planted 
row of 25 foot cedars. One is designed to simply mark a boun- 
dary, the other, to shut out the world. * 

Flowering shrubs are one of the most interesting wall 
materials as long as you are prepared to allow them the room 
they require. If you're simply looking for an attractive low- 
growing boundary shrub, take a look at the Potentilla. Masses 
of fine-leaved foliage that rarely exceeds three feet in height,

My first choice is the Variegated Weigelia. A proliferation of Sp 
blossoms in various shades of pink in June, and dense foliage aS 
that is attractive all season with variegations in light green, Ba 
gray-green and yellow. al 

The Golden Elder can soar to eight feet with an equal spread, = 


but can be held to about five feet as long as you're not afraid of 
pruning shears. Plant it in full sun and it will respond with 
bright golden foliage. Flat clusters of white flowers in mid- 
summer are followed by purple tart-sweet berries that are the 
stuff that elderberry pies and wine are made of. 

With the advent of rhododendrons and azaleas that are Ot- 
tawa hardy, these brilliant-flowering broad-leaved evergreens 
are worthy of consideration as wall material where a moderate 
height andopen-screening effect is desired. Just remember that 
they like cool, moist soil all-season and a spring and mid- 
summer feeding with an acid-type fertilizer. 

If you want to fend off wind from an outdoor room, summer 
and winter, give consideration to the fine-leaved evergreens 
such as cedar and yew. To contrast with their green foliage, 
leave room at their base for flowering plants; impatiens and 
begonias if they cast shade and annuals such as geraniums if 
their base is in full sun. 

When thinking of the walls of your landscape plan, don’t 
forget the walls of your home. If there are large, blank areas of 
brick, give consideration to Boston or Engleman’s ivy. Those 
areas will disappear under the solid mass of Boston ivy leaves, 
deep-lobed and deep green that slide through yellow into red in 
the fall. Englemen’s ivy is much more loose-limbed than the 
Boston, supporting masses of five-leaved stems and growing at 
a rate of 25 feet a year. Give it lots of room and don’t hesitate 
to use the pruning snips every spring. 

Climbing roses are used on the walls of the home as well as 
free-standing trellis walls along lot lines, or as screens to hide a 
working area or a vegetable garden. And then there are the 
flowering vines such as clematis silver lace, or firethorn. And 
where the weather will allow, grape vines trained on an open 
wooden structure can add a Bachanallian touch and the unmat- 
ched taste of grapes at the moment of picking. 

Wooden walls can be solid or open, short or high, with or 
without plant material. They can carry shelving, lighting or 
planters. Brick and stone walls have their place mainly for their

It can’t be cured but through 
therapy and proper exercise pro- 
grams, and in Leanor’s case, 
with corrective surgery, ar 
thritis can be made more 
tolerable. 

Mrs. Wilson has had arthritis 
since age 18 so she knows a lot 
about it and how to get through 
each day. 

Hers doesn’t involve a lot of 
pain but it has meant deformed 
hands and ankles and surgery 
has been necessary to replace 
the joints in both hips and both 
knees. Without the surgery “I'd 
probably be confined to 4 
wheelchair,”’ she said candidly.

Cassidy did however explain 
what governs the decisions 


made in his department. 

First, said Mr. Cassidy, an in- 
vestigation of the individual's 
circumstances is done. 

“The easiest way to get that 
started is to apply to us by 
phone,” said Mr. Cassidy, 
noting that the line-ups at the 
office can be very frustrating to 
someone who is already under a 
lot of stress because of cir- 

cumstances he cannot control. 

Having spent 15 years in the 
social services field, he knows 
that there are ‘‘chronic welfare 
people” who have little educa- 
tion, low work skills and often 
family problems.” 

But this “‘is not the majority 
of people on welfare,”’ he added. 

People on welfare these days 
are often thrown into this situa- 
tion, which is very new to them, 
either because they've been laid 
off work, have a limited amount 
of savings and oftentimes end 
up without enough money to 
make mortgage or rental 
payments. 

For whatever reason when 
they apply for welfare they can 
become eligible if employable 
and actively seeking work or 
have a job to go to. They are 
also eligible if they are medically 
not able to work. 

If welfare can’t help these peo- 
ple they are directed to other 
agencies which can help. 

“Eligibility is constantly 
reviewed and welfare is viewed 
as a temporary situation,’’ com- 
mented Mr. Cassidy. 

Having a place to live is the 
first requirement, he explained, 
and that means the individual(s) 
have to search out accommoda- 
tion on their own and report 
back to the welfare office which 
can then proceed to try to put 
that person in a room or apart- 
ment. 

There are maximum amounts 
payable for rental units and 
these are standard across the 
province. 

“I don’t think general welfare 
is the answer to our housing 
problem,”’ says Mr. Cassidy, ex- 
plaining ‘‘we can’t jack up our 
welfare payments to subsidize 
landlords.” 

Social services has, however, 
added a new segment to its ser- 
vices, providing a winter 
clothing allowance for children. 
There is already in place a heat 
allowance and OHIP coverage 
as well as a drug benefit welfare 
card. 

In mergency situations social 
services has access to funds 
within 24 hours and even more 
immediate is access to vouchers 
for food or for rental accom- 
modation. 

Social services will also keep 
paying out benefits to a person 
who is taking training to 
upgrade themselves so they can 
find work. 

“But it’s scary to see the 
number of paid professionals 
now out of work. People who 
have at one time run successful 
businesses,” commented Mr. 
Cassidy. 

“It’s a myth that welfare peo- 
ple are deadbeats,"’ he added. 
‘Most people on welfare would 
prefer to work.”

‘SPORTS 
AND DRUGS 
DON'T MIX’

‘Sports and Drugs Don’t Mix”’ is the message of 
the Belleville police force through an awareness pro- 
gram designed to help protect young people by 
educating coaches and others involved with minor 
sports. The progam is operated by the force’s com- 
munity service branch officers, Constables Bill 
Brook and Sue Stephenson-Baker. 

“TI couldn’t endorse something like it more,’’ was 
the comment of Kees Kort, president of minor 
hockey in Belleville. ‘“The kid’’ is the most impor- 
tant aspect of minor hockey — or any sport, for 
that matter, he said, and if a coach or manager 
suspects drugs are being used, “‘it is an obligation 
to help that kid.”’ 

The function of any coach or manager is to help 
the young person play well - ‘“But how can a kid per- 
form if on drugs or alcohol?” he asks. ‘‘I can’t think 
of a coach who wouldn't agree with me.”’

Const. Brook hopes _ that 
coaches and managers will read 
this article and ask for more in- 
formation. ‘“‘We'd like to get 
coaches and other sports people 
together for about an hour,” 
said Const. Brook. 

The program begins with the 
statement that drug abuse does 
exist in professional sports and 
has ‘“‘become a headline item.” 
And, as Const. Brooks points 
out, young sports enthusiasts 
“try to emulate their sports 
heroes.”’ 

“What we don’t want them to 
do is follow the poor examples 
set by a _ few professional 
athletes,’’ said Const. Brook. 

A video tape demonstrates 
how times have changed from 
the 1940s to the present, poin- 
ting out that in the 1940s there 
was no pressure for the players 
to get involved with drugs or 
alcohol, ‘‘but the players of to- 
day are under much more 
pressure.’ A first hand view is 
also provided of how alcohol and 
drugs affected hockey careers 
and lives.

Const. Brook noted that im- 
plementation of this program 
doesn’t mean there is a drug 
problem in Belleville. But if a 
drug problem is suspected, he 
recommends: “‘don’t cut the kid 
out of the program - try to deal 
with the problem.”

FIREFIGHTERS GRADUATE 


TRENTON - The first class of 
firefighters who have completed 
a fire techniques course at the 
new fire training tower complex 
in Trenton have graduated. 


Firefighters with the 
Hastings and Prince Edward 
Counties Mutual Fire Aid 
Association were selected to 
learn how to instruct their own 
departments firefighting force. 


The Association has 24 fire 
departments within the boun- 
daries of the two counties and 
18 of these had representatives 
taking the course.

Pron Monday morning, bank officials couldn't open their 
vault. An official from the security equipment company 
had to be summoned to gain entrance.

Scores of clues were left behind, none of which proved of 
any value. Bottles of Margnat Village wine were sent 
away to be analyzed. The bottles were found to contain 
urine, which had originated from several individuals. That

nee gendarmes who had followed up the lead given to 
them by the jealous wife wondered if the four men in the 
villa at Castagniers could have anything to do with the 
big bank job. A search of the villa uncovered spare bur- 
glary equipment and a case of Margnat Village wine. 
The four men, whose identity had been originally obtained 
by police, were now rounded up. At the same time, one 
gang member stupidly attempted to sell gold ingots legiti- 
mately. Stamped on each ingot -was an identity num- 
ber. He was readily apprehended. 

Two members of the gang, Francis Pellegrin and Alain 
Bournat, confessed and named Albert as their ringleader. 
Albert was picked up and detained for questioning. The 
questioning lasted for months, right up until the day 
Albert jumped out of an open window of the Palais 
de Justice, landing on a ledge a few feet below. From the 
ledge he leaped onto the roof of a Renault 6. Albert hol- 
lered, ‘‘Au revoir!’’ as he rolled to the ground and made 
good his escape on a waiting motorcyle. _ 

Later, when it became known that Albert had damaged 
the Renault to the tune of $625, the owner received an 
apology note and $625 by mail from our Albert. 

The sum of $215,000 was recovered from the robbery 
loot. The gold bars one of the gang attempted to sell 
made up most of this amount. Only four members of the 
gang were convicted of taking part in the bank heist. 
None of these four spent more than six months in prison. 

Claims totalling over $8 million were issued against the 
bank, making the robbery the largest in history. Many 
believe the true figure of the loot to be closer to $20 
million.

Tim Cole comes by his love of 
beef quite honestly.

After working in Vancouver 
for a while in the early part of 
this decade, Tim has returned to 
Prince Edward County and with 
partner Ted Van Dusen has in- 
augurated a meat-plan business 
like those he saw operating on 
the West coast. 


Not to be confused with the 
Cole’s meat market which 
recently was destroyed by fire in 
Picton, Cole’s Prime Beef has 
located in Bloomfield, occupy- 
ing what was Cory’s Tavern in

Although Cole and Van Dusen 
had intended that the storefront 
operation would be for the pur- 
pose of cutting meat for their 
meat-plan business, it has evolv- 
ed into a part-retail operation. 


“We cut only A-1 Limousin 
beef, and age it 18 to 21 days 
before cutting” said Cole. ‘‘Peo- 
ple come from a good distance 
because they like the better 
cuts, and we custom-cut right in 
front of them”’ he added. 


In addition to the meat plan 
and retail trade, the partners 


have made a name for 
themselves in the bar-b-que 
catering business this past 
season.

number of functions including 
the Gold Cup races and Picton’s 
Birthday Bash. “In about one 
week”’ said Tim, ‘‘we bar-b-qued 
more than 17 hips of beef, 
feeding over 6,000 people.

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BELLEVILLE A bustling 
summer has led to a record 
number of tourists in the 
Belleville area, according to 
Chamber of Commerce 
statistics for 1987. 

Partly due to aggressive 
brochure distribution and the 
attraction of events such as the 
Waterfront Festival and 
Canada Day, 3,595 tourists 
visited the information centre at 
the Log Cabin this summer. 
This is an increase of 48 per cent 
from last year’s total of 2,431, 
and 90 per cent from 1985, when 
1,892 tourists were noted.

O'NEIL ANNOUNCES 
HELP FOR E. ONT. 
SMALL BUSINESS 


Eastern Ontario hasn't gotten 
its share of help in attracting 
new business and industry, said 
MPP Hugh O'Neil at a recent 
press conference in Trenton. 
But three new initiatives an- 
nounced -by Mr. O'Neil at the 
press conference may help 
change that. 

Mr. O’Neil announced that 
five self-help centres will be 
opened in Eastern Ontario, in- 
cluding one in Trenton. The of- 
fices will offer a library of 
business literature, computer 
support and a trained counseller 
to help people in the vital pre- 
start up phase of going into 
business. The offices are part of 
the Eastern Ontario Small 
Business Network announced in 
the Liberal throne speech last 
spring. According to Mr. O'Neil, 
a pilot program in Ottawa has 
proven very successful, handl- 
ing what.he called a ‘fantastic 
volume”’ of requests for infor- 
mation or help. 

The office in Trenton will be 
located near the A and P store. 
The city is providing the office 
space and the province is pro- 


viding the rest, Trenton Mayor 
Neil Robertson said. 


Mr. O'Neil also announced the 
appointment of Bruce Wilson as 
an Eastern Ontario Investment 
Commissioner to represent 
Eastern Ontario in much the 
same way that a municipal 
economic development commis- 
sioner represents his municipali- 
ty. Mr. Wilson, most recently 
the ministry of industry, trade 
and technology's representative 
in Boston, will be expected to 
promote the region in an effort 
to attract both Canadian and 
foreign investment. 


Finally, Mr. O'Neil also an- 
nounced the formation of an 
Eastern Ontario Business Ad- 
visory Committee. Twenty peo- 
ple will be named from across 
the region to advise the govern- 
ment on ways of attracting new 
development. 


“Rather than having the 
government dictate where the 
money should be spent, we want 
to get the advice of businesses 
and municipalities,’’ Mr. O'Neil 
said.

His first season in the pro 
ranks has been tough for former 
amateur national champion 
motorcycle driver Brian Mc 
Cluney, but August may have 
been the turning point for the 
talented local motorcycle racer. 

Ten spots behind the leader 
by the end of the first lap in his 
first race on the weekend of 
Aug. 15 and 16, Brian decided 
to ride his bike and himself to 
the limit. “I finally got comfor- 
table and finished second,” he 
says. He went on to collect two 
more first and a second. 

A national champion amateur 
last year, Brian decided to try 
and crack the pro ranks this 
season. He found the change a 
big one from the previous 
season in which he had seldom 
been tested and seldom needed 
to dig a little deeper to win. 

“Last year, I only rode 
enough to win,’ the Belleville 
racer said in an interview. ‘I 
pushed myself a few times but 


didn't need too. I wasnt 
challenged to my peak.” 
This season he has been 


challengéd to his peak. In pro- 
duction racing, there is very lit- 
tle edge in equipment and driv- 
ing counts for much more. The 
pros are faster, more com- 
petitive and more intense, Brian 
Says. 

“You've gotta be on the ball 
or someone's going to take that 
advantage,’ he says. 

Earlier in the season, though, 
he wasn’t on the ball. Plagued 
with an ankle injury that 
sidelined him for several races, 
he was worried about money 
and a lack of sponsorship. Brian

“T've still got to prove myself,” 
he says. 

The lack of major sponsors 
means that he can’t always keep 
his motorcycles running the 
way he'd like to. He doesn't 
have the resources to fall back 
on that established drivers 
have.

MARK 
200TH OF 
GUNSHOT 
TREATY 


Seventh Town Historical 
Society is planning a celebration 
to mark the 200th anniversary 
of the signing of the Gunshot 
Treaty for Sept. 23. 

When Loyalist settlers were 
fleeing to Canada after the 
American Revolution, land had 
to be obtained for them. Sir 
John Johnson was Superinten- 
dent General of Indian Affairs 
(appointed 1782) and he was 
responsible for negotiations 
with the Mississauga Indians 
who lived in all this area north 
of Lake Ontario at that time. 
One of the most important 
treaties made with the 
Mississaugas was transacted at 
Carrying Place in 1787. 

Carrying Place is located in. 
the northwest corner of Prince 
Edward County where a narrow 
isthmus connects it with the 
mainland. E 

On Sept. 23, 1787, Sir John 
Johnson and other government 
representatives for the Crown, 
along with 600 chiefs and In- 
dians met at the Carrying Place 
and the Gunshot Treaty was 
signed, by which the Indians 
released all their territory along 
the lakefront and northerly, 
supposedly as far as a firing gun 
could be heard. Another ex- 
planation of the treaty name 
was the fact that gunshot was 
among the gifts exchanged. 

In 1934 the Historic Sites and 
Monuments Board of Canada 
erected a cairn to commemorate 
the signing of the Gunshot Trea- 
ty, on the spot where the Por- 
tage Road crosses Highway 33. -

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COPS BACK 
ON THE BEAT 
DOWNTOWN 


BELLEVILLE - The city’s constabulary will again soon be 
seen walking the beat in Belleville’s downtown core in response 
to recurring complaints from the Downtown Business Associa- 
tion. 

The matter came before the police commission at a recent 
meeting in letter form in which merchants complained that foot 
patrols had been effective in June but when stopped in July and 
August, vandalism and thefts increased. 

The problem of young people loitering in front of stores and 
restaurants in the downtown core has been a continuous one for 
the city. 

Part of the problem for the police department is the number 
of officers that can be pulled from duty in their cruisers to meet 
the needs of foot patrol for the downtown core is limited. 

A petition with three pages of signatures from residents of 
the Richmond Retirement Home was put before the commis- 
sion by Mayor George Zegouras. 

The residents complained of noise, pollution and general 
disturbances at the adjacent Tim Horton’s Doughnut shop. 

Listed in the letter were complaints of loud motorcycles, 
pollution caused by litter and instances of people urinating 
against the fence. 

The police commission agreed to look at the matter further 
and report back at the September meeting.

“Instead of being reactive, 
policing will be pro-active,’’ ex- 
plained Mr. Lee. 

“In the past we've asked the 
community to suffer in silence,” 
he added. 

Now police are being asked to 
respond to the public in a reac- 






tive way, and the public is being 
asked to co-operate more so 
they can fight crime together. 
Programs such as neighborhood 
watch, block parents, anti-shop 
lifting and crime stoppers point 
the way for the city’s police 
force. The move to re-establish a

THE CYCLE 


The call may come to Alternatives for Family 
Abuse at any time of day or night. The woman has 
been beaten by her husband or boyfriend and she is 
frightened and humiliated. She has probably been 
beaten before, but now something has snapped. She 
feels desperately alone, but she has decided to leave 
despite the terrifying uncertainty of what may 
come next, despite the fact she has nowhere to turn, 


nowhere to sleep tonight. 


The decision to leave an 
abusive situation is tough for a 
woman, says Lynn Fox, crisis 
intervention counsellor at Alter- 
natives for Family Abuse in Pic- 
ton. 

“These women have no or lit- 
tle self esteem. They may never 
have worked. They usually have 
no friends or few friends. 
They’re isolated,’’ she says. ‘‘It 
takes a lot for her to say ‘no’, 
especially when she is in love 
with her husband.” 

And that’s where Alter- 
natives for Family Abuse can 
help. First, it can provide 
emergency housing for a woman

and her children either at a safe 
home in the county or at Three 
Oaks in Belleville. Second, it can 
offer a counselling and a sup- 
port group for these women. 
The organization is starting a 
support group in October where 
women can discuss their situa- 
tions with other women in 
similar situations. They can 
learn to improve their self im- 
ages, learn more assertiveness 
and learn their legal options. 
They don’t need to feel alone 
and trapped.

Ed Kinkave, director of public relations for 
Canine Vision Canada, can be forgiven for being a 
“little bit’’ nationalistic. It’s hard not to be when 
you're proud of having the first school in Canada 
for training guide dogs for the blind. 


The school, which is about to 
graduate its second class of 
canine seeing eye dogs, opened 
in Oakville, Ont. on Nov. 9, 1985 
and will have trained about 175 
dogs by this coming November. 
The school was founded and is 
supported by the Lions Founda- 
tion of Canada. According to 
Mr. Kinkave, these are the first 
guide dogs trained in Canada. 
Before the school opened, Cana- 
dian blind had to go to the U.S. 
to get a dog. 

Each dog costs about $6,000 
to train, Mr. Kinkave told a 
group of interested listeners at 
Copperfield’s Squash and 
Nautilus Centre in Trenton last 
week. He was speaking to pro- 
mote a Walk-a-Dog-a-Thon in 
the Quinte area to raise funds 
for guide dogs for the blind. 
Although Walk-a-dog-a-Thons 
have been held nationally for 
three years, this is the first year 
one has been held in the Quinte 
area. 

“Tt came out of a dream that 
we should walk dogs to raise 
money for dogs for the blind,”’ 
he told the group, adding “The 
most prestigious vocation in life

“The first step is to learn that 
you're not alone,”’ says Beverly 
Kinnear, executive director of 
Alternatives for Family Abuse. 
She cites statistics that indicate 
that one in every six Canadian 
women are abused and that the 
woman is the victim in four of 
every 10 homicides within the 
family. 

She believes, as do many 
other professionals who deal 
with abused women, that the 
figures are probably higher. A 
lot of abuse goes unreported, 
she says, especially in higher in- 
come and professional families 
where the women may be too 
ashamed to admit a problem ex- 
ists. 

“You don’t put a sign on your 
front lawn saying ‘I’m abused,’” 
Lynn agrees. 

That's changing, though, they 
say, thanks to publicity in the

The 
number of women calling the 
centre has steadily climbed 
since it opened a few years ago, 
and interestingly, the centre is 
also finding that more of the 
men want help to change. “It 
takes a man a long time to say 
it’s his fault and to stop blaming 
other people,”” Lynn says. 

They also report more women 
are coming forward after being 
abused for 20 or 30 years. In 
many cases, this abuse has gone 
on for generations in the family. 
The woman may have seen her 
mother abused and thought it 
was “normal”. Her mother may 
even say “so what, I made it’’ 
despite abuse, 

And that’s why Alternatives 
for Family Abuse would like to 
also start a counselling group 
for children of these abused 
women.

According to Terry Lee Cole 
of the Alternatives for Family 
Abuse in Picton, the police have 
become much more supportive 
in recent years. Since 1983, the 
police are responsible for laying 
a charge of abuse against a 
spouse rather than the woman. 
“Tt’s new for them,” she says. 

Because the police lay the 
charges, the charges won't be 
withdrawn even if the woman 
changes her mind — as often 
happens. A sort of honeymoon 
period will often follow abuse, 
she says, in which the man is ex- 
tra loving and caring and says it 
won't happen again. Both part- 
ners usually want to believe 
that, even when it has happened 
again. 

And charges work. According 
to statistics compiled by police 
across the province, in 85 per 
cent of the cases, the fact that a 
charge has been laid acts as a 
deterrent to more violence. ‘The 
charge lets the husband know 
that even if his wife stays, she is 
saying no to violence,’ Terry 
Lee says.

Beverly Kinnear has been ap- 
pointed as the new executive 
director to replace Cathy. She is 
a graduate of the Loyalist Social 
Services program and has work- 
ed for the organization as a 
placement student. 

Lynn Fox, formerly of Sereni- 
ty House, has been hired as a 
crisis intervention counsellor to 
respond to crisis calls, set up a 
support group for abused 
women and handle most of the 
caseload. She replaces Colleen 
Lester who has moved on to 
Barrie. 

Terry Lee Cole continues to 
work with children for the 
organization. She started as a 
placement student through the 
local Alternatives Program and 
has continued as a_ hired 
member of the staff. 
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Louis Maraskis, a prominent city lawyer, was honoured by 
Belleville 5 Greek community recently. Mr. Maraskis recalls the pre- 
judice his family faced after coming here as the city’s only Greek 
family in 1914. An honorary life member of the YMCA, Mr. Maraskis 
has been active in the organization for almost 60 years.

Housing is a serious problem from which no community in 
Canada is immune. According to a recent Toronto Star 
editorial, between 40,000 and 100,000 Canadians don’t have 
homes. They live on the street or in temporary shelters. 
Another 750,000 Canadian live in grossly inadequate housing 
on the razor’s edge of existence. 
Meanwhile, rental housing is tight — extremely tight — in 
every community across the province, and housing authorities 
report long waiting lists for subsidized housing. The cost of 
housing remains high, and in some cases, can literally steal the 
bread off the table. For many, the dream of owning their own 
house has been replaced by the more down to earth dream of 
some day being able to live in adequate housing.

Appropos ‘‘Housing Authori- 
ty: You can’t cry over every sad 
story’. The statement of Kay

Among her other gratuitous 
comments was a compassionate 
suggestion that housing ap- 
plicants need to learn how to 
manage their money, buy 
groceries, and keep their houses 
clean.

“You listen. They usually trip 
themselves up.” 

Housing applicants can well 
apply the same strategy.

Sa eaeeats steering the need for a master plan, so that 
A ae coe g efforts are not the summary of a number of 
jects, but the result of an overall plan that ties all 
you do into a harmonious whole. 
Masinet anes stress was laid on early in the weries on 
J self aspect of landscaping with the need, depen- 
ding on the scope and intricacies of your plan, for a landscape 
architect or a landscape designer only at the final stages. I wish 
now I had stressed the differences in their services and how you 
can choose between them. : 

The landscape architect is most needed when there is 
engineering involved that may run from a stone wall to a multi- 
tiered deck, and almost certainly when a major change of levels 
is involved. As a rule of thumb, if you require the services of a 
landscape contractor, you will almost certainly require a land- 
scape architect. They charge on a fee basis. 

If on the other hand, all that is involved is esthetics, you can 
turn to the landscape designer. Some have their own business 
but most are found on the staff of nurseries who have a large 
landscaping business. 

The landscape designer is fully capable of taking your ideas 
and putting them on paper, and the more detailed your ideas, 
the faster they can put your plan together. They usually charge 
a fee from $50 to $200 depending on whether you want 
something as simple as a foundation plan or an overall plan for 
a full lot. And if you buy all your landscape plants from that 
nursery, depending on the size of your purchase, most or all of 
that fee is refunded. 

But whether you require the services of an architect or a 
designer, the purpose in having you do much of the planning 
yourself is two-fold: to make sure that you get exactly the plan 
you want and to save you money in terms of fees, especially if 
an architect is involved. 

A landscape was simply defined as, “... nothing more or less 
than a natural environment designed by either people, nature 
or both.”” And the art of landscaping as, .. - the deliberate 
renovation of existing natural features to provide a more at- 
tractive environment.” 

At that point, six landscape styles were introduced: the 
Wildscape, the Cottage Garden, Foundation Plantings, 
Japanese Style, the Art Nouveau and the Personal Landscape 
plan. At this point in time I would replace the Art Nouveau 
with a Low Maintenance Plan. 2 

The Wildscape, as the name implies, is almost “au naturel”, 
but not quite.It has a tidiness, a softness that could only be 
achieved by a human touch. In the Wildscape plan, fruits, 
vegetables and berries are more important than roses and bed- 
ding plants and ponds more important than fountains. Main

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Sometimes there isn’t any justice. Take the 
case of Petty Officer Roger B. Eastlake and his 
girlfriend, Sara Knox, for example. 

In 1921, Roger was the doting father of two 
small children, Roger, Jr., 8, and Margaret, 6. 
The career U.S. Navy man was also a loving hus- 
band to his winsome wife , Margaret.

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That evening , after darkness fell, Sara made 
her way to a shack near the Eastlake cottage. 
For company, she brought along the hatchet. 
Let's leave Sara and the hatchet together with 
their thoughts in the shack for the time being. 
Here’s what happened inside the Eastlake cot- 
tage. 

Little six-year-old Margaret got out of bed and 
started to cry. Her brother Roger woke up. It 
was 5 a.m. The sobbing Margaret told Roger 
that a man wearing a raincoat who looked just 
like Papa had pushed her aside and run from the 
house. Roger, Jr., put his sister back in bed. He 
then dressed with the intention of going into the 
parlor. Unfortunately, the door wouldn’t budge. 
And with good reason, too. Unknown to young 
Roger, on the other side of the door lay the body 
of his mother. 

Roger absently looked out a window and 
observed Sara Knox running through his back 
yard. Puzzled, he sat down on his sister’s bed. In 
a few moments, his attention was once more 
earn to the scene outside his window. There

the chopped-up Margaret Eastlake. 

Doctors later were to state that Margaret had 
received 29 individual blows to the head with a 
hatchet or axe. While this total is impressive it 
is 11 short of the number Miss Lizzie’s Borden 
allegedly inflicted upon her mother’s cranium 
almost three decades earlier, This may be the 
reason Lizzie’s attack is so much better known 
than Miss Knox's. 

Sara fetched neighbors, who in turn called py 
William Carruthers. The good doctor located 
Roger and informed him that his wife had been 
murdered. Roger wasted no time getting to the 
cottage. The Petty Officer surveyed the situa. 
tion and then told the police to do their duty. 

‘What in the world do you mean?‘ asked the 
startled police. 

‘Arrest Sara Knox,’ replied gallant Roger, 

Before taking Roger's advice, detectives asked 
Dr. Carruthers for an opinion. He stated that 
from the location of the wounds and other 
physical evidence, it appeared to him two in- 
dividuals had been involved. He estimated that 
the murder had taken place between 2 a.m. and 4 
a.m,, some hours before Miss Knox had 
discovered the body. That was enough for the 
police. They arrested both Sara and Roger. 

Roger, the cad, was tried first. He testifieq 
that he awoke as usual on the morning of the 
murder. He ate a substantial breakfast, after 
which he strolled down to the beach. Come to 
think of it, he had heard a scream, but assumed it 
came from a neighbor's cottage.

Accor- 
ding to the prosecuting attorney, Sara waited in 
the shack until the dead of night, when she slunk 
into the Eastlake home and killed her lover’s 
wife. The jury believed that’s exactly how it hap- 
pened.

What really happened that night in the 
Eastlake cottage? Most students of the old 
crime, as well as detectives who covered the case, 
felt that both Roger and Sara planned the 
murder. Sara arrived in Colonial Beach and made 
her way to the shack beside the Eastlakes cot- 
tage, where she waited until Roger showed up. 

Remember Dr. Carruthers’ opinion? Two peo- 
ple had delivered the deadly blows. Together, 
Roger and Sara had killed Margaret. The man 
who little Margaret thought ‘looked like Papa’ 
was indeed Papa. When Dr. Carruthers stated 
that two people had killed Margaret Eastlake, 
Roger decided to bail out of the scheme. He left 
Sara high and dry. His gamble paid off.

The collection of materials is 
growing slowly and Sue 
welcomes anecdotal or 
biographical stories that will 
provide boating memories of the 
Bay of Quinte Yacht Club for 
future generations. 


The first official records of the 
formation of the club are dated 
Oct., 1876 with full yachting ac- 
tivities commencing in 1877. 

Thomas Kelso was the first 
commodore with approximately 
18-20 members and 11 yachts 
listed as belonging to the club. 

The club was one of the foun- 
ding members of the Lake Yacht 
Racing association along with 
Oswega, R.C.Y.C. and Toronto 
Yacht Clubs. The first Lake 
Yacht Racing Association 
Regatta was held in Big Bay on 
Aug. 12, 1885. 


Activity in the club lessened 
at the turn of the century and 
ceased altogether with the ad- 
vent of the First World War. 

Following the war, interest in 
yachting once again resumed on 
the Bay of Quinte with many 
regattas and yachting events 
occuring over the next few years 
(fees in 1922 - $10 per annum) 
but this interest was short lived 
and little record of club activity 
can be found from 1926 to 1950. 

Following the Second World 
War local yachtsmen began the 
planning of the new B.Q.Y.C. 
but it wasn’t until the fall of 
1951 that the club actually 
began its activities with approx-

imately 35 members attending 
the meeting held at the Wharf 
Street Debating Club, Mr. J.J. 
Morch elected as commodore for 
the term 1951 to 1953. 

Other members in attendance 
at that formative meeting were 
Bob Boyce, Bill Bell,. Morley 
Smith and Elwood Wickerson. 


It was decided at that 
meeting that the club house 
would be located on the site of 
the old swimming pool at the 
end of Victoria Park. Part of the 
present building was built in 
1952 over the old bathing house 
in ‘‘Fireman’s Park”. The old 
swimming pool was filled and 
parts of it used as the founda- 
tion for the clubhouse, 


The original building was ap- 
proximately 44 feet by 33 feet 
and was built with contribu- 
tions both financial and 
material (as well as many man 
hours of labour) by members of 
B.Q.Y.C. 

During Belleville’s Centennial 
Year in 1978 B.Q.Y.C. played an 
active role in local celebrations. 
An historical book ‘‘Yachting 
on Belleville Waters’ was 
published under the leadership 
of Bud Simmons, Commodore 
for 1977 and a Centennial 
Sailpast on the July 1 weekend 
was planned by Chairman Peter 
Petto and an active committee 
of B.Q.Y.C. members. 


This sailpast saw over 300 
boats from around Lake Ontario 
joining local boaters for a most 
impressive sight on the Bay of 
Quinte. 

“Over the years B.Q.Y.C. has 
hosted a variety of regattas and 
boating events of which the 
membership may well be pro- 
ud,’’ says Sue Smith.

That's the lesson of last week Monday’s Belleville city coun- 
cil meeting. Thanks to public pressure brought to bear by a 
citizen's group called S.W.A.T., city council changed its mind 
on the issue of private development of a tract of federal land on 
the city’s waterfront and voted to rescind its previous vote to 
declare the land surplus, a vote that would have cleared the 
way for sale of the land and private development. 

S.W.A.T. achieved its victory in the classic democratic 
fashion, collecting over 8,000 signatures in a petition drive, 
monitoring city council and planning committee meetings, ap- 
pearing in delegations to both bodies, “pestering” local media 
and politicians with information and their views on the issue, 
forcing a public meeting to air the situation and generally 
keeping the issue on the front burner before the public. The

commission, summarizing the 
brief that had been presented 
earlier in the summer. The brief 
stated the reasons governing 
the decison to request the OPP. 

Byers said that while the 
town police had _ served 
honourably and with distinction 
over the past 150 years, 
escalating costs of maintaining 
a small municipal force made 
that impractical. He said Picton 
is ‘‘caught in a classic squeeze,” 
trying to balance proper police 
protection with a sorely taxed 
municipal budget which has 
seen police costs rise to over 19 
per cent of revenues. This com- 
pares with the average 12 per- 
cent that other small Ontario 
towns pay for their police 
forces. 

Byers said the proposal before 
the commission would “buy 
seven OPP officers, along with 
their superior and updated 
equipment, training and exper- 
tise, for $75,000 less per year 
than the cost of municipal polic- 
ing.” 

The legal counsel said also, 
“We're desperate for equip- 
ment. We have two _ police 
cruisers, and last week both 
didn’t work.”’

ment is not the fault of the peo- 
ple.”’ 

He said, “I don’t care what 
the cost is. It’s up to the mayor 
and council to see that the town 
has adequate protection.” 

Mr. Kordy’s main plank in his 
anti-OPP platform was that the 
present police office in the cen- 
tre of town would be moved to 
the outskirts of town where the 
OPP detachment is located. 

Fearing the OPP scheme 
would ultimately not work and 
that the town would have to 
revert to its own force at some 
time in the future, Mr. Kordy 
said, ‘Once we get out, how do 
we get back in?” 

George Ross, retired ad- 
ministrator of the H.J. 
McFarland Memorial Home for 
the Aged said, “I’m convinced 
this change is for the good of 

Picton.” 

Dr. Sally Sarles also spoke on 
the OPP side. Dr. Sarles said, 
“T’m in favour of heritage in Pic- 
ton, but not for the police. We 
must move with the times.” 

A former Picton policeman, 
David Beaumont, like other of- 
ficers past and present, favours 
the OPP. Beaumont pointed out 
that while all Ontario police of- 
ficers in Ontario graduate from 
the same police academy, a 
policeman entering a_ small 
municipal force like Picton’s 
would receive about $5,000 a 
year less in pay, would be re- 
quired to work four weekends in 
a row as opposed to a more 
humane work schedule with the 
OPP and would benefit from 
better equipment and continued 
training.

I have talked to 
landscape architects, landscape designers and even Canada’s 
only landscape engineer. I have found that all are prime 
believers in only one type of landscape plan - the personal plan - 
which is the final plan we covered in this series.

The main element of the personal landscape plan is to o 
the house to the landscape and the landscape to th house. itis 
é style that should be discussed with every member of the fami- 
y especially in terms of their function, as a sunbathing, out- 
door eating, sleeping and entertaining, quiet conversation and 
outdoor sports. It is a plan that is most open to adoption, adap- 
tion and improvement, where you take the ideas you like, adopt 
them, adapt them to your needs and wants within the limita- 
tions of your lot, and in the process, improve them. 

All of the professionals agree that a landscape design should 
be uniquely yours in terms of function and esthetics so that 
when you turn to a professional, a landscape architect, a land- 
scape designer or a landscape engineer, you come well prepared 
with your own ideas and requirements. And those ideas and re- 
quirements come from your own research, from answering a 
series of questions such as the 24 questions we provided long 
before you start committing a plan to paper and certainly 
before you turn to a professional. Because the more informa- 
tion you supply, the more likely a plan will emerge that is uni- 
quely yours. 

I am not going to try and tell you how to draw your personal 
landscape plan. Without illustrations it would be impossible. 
But I would advise you to head for your local nursery and pick 
up one of the very good and very inexpensive books on land- 
scaping. Flip through and select the one that majors more on 
reality than theory by providing a detailed chapter on the draw- 
ing of a landscape plan. 

But I will remind you of the importance of three landscape 
design elements that may not be included in any text - mystery, 
symbolism and points of view. And one last element that may 
get only passing mention, ‘‘shade assessment’”’ as an applied 
element, an important element for anyone who planted their 
trees and shrubs ten years ago or more. 

Mystery simply means - eliminating the obvious. Another 
way of putting it, provide pleasant surprises, such as a table 
and chairs screened by flowering shrubs that provide a shade 
trap on blistering days. Or a garden path that provide island 
plantings in the middle of your plan rather than simply around 
the periphery, especially when those plantings partially screen 
those that are farther along the line of sight. 

And don’t forget the importance of lines of sight, or what I 
term, “points of view’. Within your landscape plan, certain 
areas of the landscape will be looked at more than others, such 
as the view from a particular window, or a deck, or the ap- 
proach to a front door. Examine each of those viewpoints 
separately and make notes. Take into account what you would 
like to see from those main points of view at various times of 
the year when various types of plant material are at their peak, 
from the spring flowering bulbs in early spring, through the 
roses of mid-summer, to the late bloomers of summer’s end and 
the fall’s beginning - the asters, mums, hibiscus and the burn- 
ing bush - to name a few. 

For anyone whose trees and shrubs are ten years old or more, 
a “shade assessment” plan will play an imprtant role. It is an 
assessment that should have been started last spring and con- 
tinued through summer into fall to take into account seasonal 
changes. But you can make a fairly good assessment this fall 
even though the prime shade providers are fast disappearing 
from the trees. What you are looking for are areas that may be 
in various states of shade at various times of the day and the 
season, such as: 1. dappled shade. 2. alternate shade. 3. open 
shade. 4. medium shade. 5. deep shade. 

Dappled shade is best described as a drifting pattern of sun 
and shade that exist under trees with open foliage such as birch 
or pine. Alternate shade is found in areas that may be shaded in 
the morning and in full sun in late afternoon. Open shade 
describes an area where the sun never shines but is fully open to 
the sky, without sheltering shrubs and trees. Medium shade is 
usually found under a canopy of interlacing limbs and branches 
with open patches of blue sky, or in the shade of a north facing 
wall, only this time with added shade from trees. Deep shade is 
obvious, a place where the sun never shines, usually under a 
heavy tree canopy. : 

“Delineation of toss shade patterns on your plan will have a 


great deal to do with w i 





here you locate various activities in your 
plan or will lay out the need for adding shade in some areas 
while in others, letting more light in. ; 
Hopefully you will have an opportunity to get involved in 
your plan early this winter, so that by the first of the year, you 
are ready to go out and talk toa professional, whether it be a 
landscape architect or your local nursery 8 landscape designer. 
Leave it until spring and he or she won't have time to talk to 
you. A; 
Next week we switch from theoretical to practical when we'll 
start looking, at some “you-betters” in getting your present 


landscape ready for winter.

Alma and Francis Rattenbury led interesting, 
adventurous lives before they met and married each 
other. Let's take Alma first. 

Alma was raised in Kamloops, B.C., where she 
was something of a child prodigy. She was an 
accomplished pianist and violinist long before 
reaching her teens. In 1913 she met Caledon Dolling, 
and a short time later the pair married. Their mar- 
riage appears to have been a happy union until the 
outbreak of the First World War. Dolling enlisted 
and served overseas. He was wounded twice before 
being killed in action. 

Alma. who had followed her husband to England, 
was devastated. In order to contribute to the war 
effort, she became attached to the French Red 

Cross and served as an orderly just to the rear of 
the front lines in France. Alma was wounded twice 
and received the Croix de Guerre from the French 
government. 

At the conclusion of the war, Alma, a beautiful, 
charming woman, pulled herself together long 
enough to marry a former soldier with the great 
name of Compton Pakenham. The couple moved to 
Long Island, N.Y. To make ends meet, Alma gave 
music lessons. Her husband was an unsuccessful 
lecturer and book reviewer. Eventually, they 
divorced. With her son Christopher in tow, Alma 
returned to her family back in British Columbia. 

Let’s have a review — two husbands, one son, one 
war, two wounds, one decoration from a foreign 
government.

EF rancis Rattenbury was a British architect 





who emigrated to Victoria, B.C. in 1892. He

Around the turn of the century, he married 
Eleanor Florence Nunn. The couple settled into a 
large home designed by Francis.

That satisfied Irene. She returned to her bedroom. 
A few moments later, Alma, who had always been 
very close to Irene, joined her for a chat in her 
room. Later, Irene would state that Alma was 
cheerful and told her that she was looking forward 
to spending a few days away from the villa with her 
husband. 

Downstairs, in the Villa Madeira that night, 
George Stoner sneaked up behind the dozing Francis 
Rattenbury and clubbed him to death with a mallet. 
After the deed was a fait accompli, George dashed 
upstairs and into bed with Alma. Alma sensed that 
her lover was not acting in a normal manner. 
Finally, George blurted out that he had hurt her 
husband. Alma went downstairs and discovered 
Francis leaning back limp in his favorite armchair.

Territories. Mr. Van- 
woudenberg hopes that figure 
will rise to 5,000 by early 
November, when the party's 
first national convention will be 
held in Hamilton, Ont. 

The party has to field at least 
50 candidates in the next federal 
election, which isn’t expected 
until the fall of 1988 or '89, to be 
eligible for broadcasting time, 
to be able to deduct election ex- 
penses and to get the party's 
name on the ballot. If the party 
fails to field 50 candidates, then 
each candidate would have to go 
on the ballot as an independent. 

Mr. Vanwoudenberg is confi- 
dent the party will field well 
over 50 candidates. It’s a “tall 
order’ for a new party, he ad- 
mits, but says the party already 
has around 60 riding associa- 
tions out of just under 300 
ridings across the country. 

A longtime supporter of the 
Tories federally and Social 
Credit provincially in B.C., Mr. 














Vanwoudenberg says the Chris- 
tian Heritage Party began out 
of a sense of ‘‘terrible disillu- 
sionment” after the massive 
Mulroney sweep a few years 
ago. Despite the sweep, the 
Tory government has failed to 
keep faith in seeking new direc- 
tions for Canada, he feels. He 
talks of a lack of leadership and 
a failure to speak out in defense 
of old fashioned values like the 
sanctity of marriage and the 
family unit, Biblical absolutes in 
law and the sanctity of life. 

The Christian Heritage Party 
came into being to protect, to 
defend and to promote those 
values, he says. A separate par- 
ty is necessary because Chris- 
tians are unable to work for 
meaningful change within the 
framework of the existing major 
parties, Mr. Vanwoudenberg 
says. “There are Christians in 
Ottawa,’ he acknowledges, 
“but their voices are lost. There 
is no opportunity to work for 
change.”

need.”” Such as single mothers. 
Because of his party's stress on 
the family, he would rather see 
the government offer more 
funds to single mothers who 
would stay at home rather than 
encouraging them to find jobs 
and then fund day care centres 
to raise the children. 

“But those who abuse the 
system should be made to pay,” 
he says, adding flatly that there 
is no free ride. 

Similarly, he talks not about 
free enterprise, but about 
responsible free enterprise. “It 
is desireable for people to work 
out their talents without in- 
terference from the government 
— but not at the expense of 
their neighbor or the environ- 
ment,’ he says. 

He acknowledges that 
legislators cannot force or im- 
pose morality, but suggests 
that governments can do more 
to provide leadership. “We can’t 
force people to serve God or 
even to lead moral lives,’’ he 
says, “‘but we can protect it, de- 
fend it and promote it.” 


As an example, he cites 
divorce laws which were loosen- 
ed by the Tory government to 
make divorce easier. Divorce 
can’t be outlawed, but surely 
the government can do more to 
ensure that reconciliation is 
more likely, he says. To en- 
courage reconciliation, his party 
would enforce a longer waiting 
period before a divorce is 
granted and even provide free 
counselling where necessary to 
those in need.

Similarly, although the party 
is against abortion, it doesn't 
stop there. He would like to see 
more help to those seeking abor- 
tions, helping them to keep the 
child or alternatively to find a 
good adoption home. He warns 
that the 60,000 abortions per- 

formed every year in Canada are 

leaving a terrible legacy for the 
future. 

“There's a trauma there, we 
don’t realize the damage we're 
doing to our society,’” he says. 

According to Mr. Van- 
woudenberg, there are three 
areas the party would never 
compromise. Not surprisingly, 
one is the sanctity of the family 
and the other is the sanctity of 
life from conception — although 
the party is in favour of capital 
punishment in extreme cases. 
Surprisingly, though, the sanc- 
tity of the environment tops his 
list. 

“We don’t own anything. We are 
stewards of God’s world,” he 
says, adding that he would even 
favour jail sentences for those 
who willfully pollute the en- 
vironment. 


The party also lays a heavy 
stress on personal moral leader- 
ship and plans to subject its 
candidates to an_ integrity 
analysis. Christian Heritage 
Party candidates will be asked 
whether they have a criminal 
record, whether they ever went 
bankrupt and why, if they have 
any unpaid debts or ques- 
tionable tax returns. 

‘“‘We want to restore trust,” 
Mr. Vanwoudenberg says simp- 


ly.

A group representing relatives of tobacco victims 
is demanding that the federal government 1n- 
troduce the licensing of retail tobacco sales as a 
result of a kids ‘‘sting’’ operation that has left many 
tobacco retailers with red faces. 

Belleville was one of the cities where the opera- 
tion was carried out under the supervision of 
Ronald Hart of Picton, Executive Director and 
founder of the organization known as Relatives (and 


friends) of Dead and Dying Smokers (RODDS). 


“We have members from 
British Columbia to Ontario,”’ 
said Mr. Hart. 

The organization is about 
seven months old and is tackl- 
ing the sale of cigarettes to 
underage children. 

His daughter Becky, 12, anda 
friend, 13-year-old Amy 
Branscombe, were used in the 
local “‘sting’’ operation. They 
were able to purchase cigarettes 
in 10 out of 11 retail outlets they 
approached in the Quinte area. 

“I was not surprised at the 
results,’’ said Mr. Hart. 

Similar operations in British 
Columbia, Alberta and other 
spots in Ontario came to similar 
conclusions. 

“Over 90 percent of the time 
children purchased cigarettes 
without a problem. Children in 
Nanaimo, Toronto and 
Kingston got cigarettes each 
and every time they tried to buy 
them, often with no questions 
asked,” said Mr. Hart.

MUSKY 

The ‘“‘muskymaniacs” are up and at em on Quinte area 
waters. Stoco and Moira Lakes have been hosting a lot of ac- 
tion with the Plainfield area of the Moira River being a favorite 
hotspot. 

While a very quick trolling speed produces in the summer 
months, experts will tell you to slow down in the fall as the 
cooler water slows down the fish's metabolishm. 

Harnesses sucker minnows have always been the choice of 
local anglers, yet a poll of the Musky Inc. shows members put 
all their faith in the “Believer” plug. Directing your bait to the 
edge of weedbeds will improve your chances of landing one of 
Canada’s prized gamefish. Remember to “limit your kill, not 
kill your limit.” 


WALLEYE 

If you can withstand the cold, wet weather, the Quinte area 
has been exhibiting of late, a bountiful stringer of nice walleye 
would be the reward. 

Daytime jigging has put a lot of pickerel in the boats at the 
mouth of the Trent River. Die-hard night trollers are having 
even more success north of the train bridge in the same river. 
Extra caution should be taken in this part of the Trent due to 
very low water levels. The fish appear to “move up”’ there at 
night to feed and limit catches are common place when using 
Rapalas or other minnow imitation plugs. 









RAINBOWS 

Lakeport, near Colborne, as been offering some nice rainbow 
action for shore anglers with the odd salmon also being caught. 

A dime sized spawn bag cast into the lake near stream 
mouths will do the trick. 

For those who have had trouble “‘curing”’ or preserving fresh 
rainbow or salmon eggs, there’s a new product on the market 
called Pro-Cure and it works very well if you follow the direc- 
tions precisely. The eggs can be kept in the refrigerator for up 
to one year or in the freezer indefinitely.

My first introduction to “Bot- 
tles of beer on the wall came 
when Harold “Wilkie” Wilkin-

Bie He was in the RCAF at 
Trenton Air Base. This was just 
after the Second World War but 
he or his cronies had not been in- 
volved in the war. 

He and his buddies led a 
happy-go-lucky existence that 
was quite unfamiliar to me. My 
wife and I were invited to join 
their circle and soon became 
caught up in their way of life. 


Wilkie and Trixie had painted 
their kitchen with some kind of 
metal based paint. It became 
our pasttime to adorn the walls 
with empty beer bottles. As 
they were emptied, they were 
placed one above the other on 
the wall - usually starting near 
the floor in a corner. 

The secret of making them 
stick was to rub the bottle brisk- 
ly on the leg of your trousers 
(flannel preferred), thereby 
generating static electricity. If 
you became good at it the bot- 
tles didn’t have to be empty, but 
we would seldom chance any of 
the contents as they would 
eventually fall as the electricity 
dissipated. 


Apart from emptying them, 
the fun was to see who could 
make them stay the longest, 
trying to catch them and bet.

Winterize 
your lawn 
and garden 


Gardening 
and Growing 
by Ross Hawthorne 






For those that have been following the landscape series, have 
patience while I deviate for a topic more topical, the wrapping 
of Fall gardens. Because while the first frost may end the grow- 
ing season, it does not mean the end of the gardening season. 
Because the care you give your lawns and gardens this Fall will 
pay big dividends next spring. 

Let’s begin with lawns as the single most important element 
in the exterior decorating plan. While the time for seeding is 
past, the time for weeding and feeding is not. A low-nitrogen 
Fall fertilizer, with or without weed control, can still be applied 
over the next two weeks, (unless we have an early freeze-up). 
And then there is the new school of thought that calls for a 
high-nitrogen fertilizer application, just before final freeze-up, 
although how it is calculated, I’m not quite sure. 

The philosophy behind the use of a low-nitrogen fertilizer is 
to minimize soft, lush growth going into winter while at the 
same time, providing higher amounts of phosphorous and 
potash in order to stimulate deep root growth and disease 
resistance. The advocates of the high-nitrogen application 
claim that the grass plants will absorb the nitrogen into their 
root systems so that it will be available in the spring for faster 
green-up. But when you ask if this means elimination of the 
need for a spring fertilizer application, they get rather vague. 
So until more definitive research is available, I am going to 
stick with the standard Fall winterizer product. 

One thing that is certain in its affect on the health of spring 
lawns is the length of the grasses going into winter. Once the 
trees and shrubs have packed it in, the temptation is strong to 
pack in your lawn mower as well - but don’t. Long after most 
garden plants have nodded off, your lawn, under the urging of 
the Fall rains and cooler temperatures is still undergoing a 
surge of growth and if you don’t keep cutting, your lawn could 
be in trouble next spring. 

Long grass emerges from winter as a smothering mat that 
blocks the spring sun from grass crowns resulting in much later 
and more irregular green-up. It also acts as a haven for rodents 
and fungus spores. So keep your lawn mower active and in fact, 
in that final cutting, give your lawn a brush cut with your 
mower at the lowest setting. 

At the same time you feed your lawns, don’t hesitate to give 
trees and shrubs an application of Fall fertilizer. Because even 
though their branches are totally naked and in semi-dormancy 
their root systems are not. Around each shrub, scatter a hand- 
ful or two of winterizer fertilizer. Trees require a little different 
treatment. 

Stake out a circle around the drip-line of each tree, (the outer 
edge of the branches), and at three-foot intervals, remove a plug 
of sod and dig an eight to ten-inch hole. Mix the dug soil with a 
handful of winterizer fertilizer, fill the hole with the fer- 
tilizer/soil mixture and cap with the sod plug. 

I’m sure I don’t have to advise against feeding roses at this 
time of the year. They won’t go dormant until the second or 
third hard frost and even though the percentage of nitrogen is 
low, it could still encourage soft new growth that could be 
decimated over the winter, resulting in a great deal of Winter 
kill. The only things I would recommend before freeze-up are 
winter protection and a slight pruning. 

Don’t undertake either until the ground starts to freeze. The 
idea is not to protect the tender graft from freezing, but from 
thawing in those warm spells that often come along early in the 
new year. Because once the ground around the shrub thaws and 
then refreezes, the results can be disastrous. So wait until the 
ground starts to freeze, then mound your shrubs thoroughly in 
order to keep the ground frozen until the spring thaw sometime 
in early spring. : . 

Use rose collars if you wish but I find simple mounding 
perfectly adequate. Use at least four shovelfuls of earth, plac- 
ing the first two in the centre of the shrub and the other two 
packed around the sides, so you end up with a fat cone, 12 in- 
ches high. Do not use soil from around the shrubs or you could 
create a well for water and ice that could laterally affect the 
graft. As far as pruning goes, remove only enough top growth 
to cut down on wind whip and breakage. 

If you have never composted, this is the ideal time to start, 
because at no other time of the year will you find such a 
generous harvest of leaves and plant debris. Any bottomless 
structure will do as long as it allows air to penetrate from the 
and sides such as boards spaced two inches apart, wire fenc- 
ing or concrete block turned on their sides. Start with a bottom 
layer of frost-nipped foliage, perennial tops or spent annuals, 
stems, roots and all. Add a generous sprinkling of spring lawn 
fertilizer, water well, add a one-inch layer of soil, (any quality 
will do), Add a second layer, water, add fertilizer and soil and 
continue layering until the structure 1s full. No need peat 
your pile and by early summer, it will be a mine of deep, dark, 
delicious compost.

Should you by chance be reading this unplea- 
sant narrative before eating breakfast, it might be 
advisable to turn the page to more palatable fare. 
On the other hand, if you feel strong of heart and 
stomach, please read on. 

Today's tale of terror concerns Fritz Haarmann, 
a man who was unique in that he had three 
distinct motives for murder. He received sexual 
gratification from the act, simply enjoyed killing 
and also murdered for cold hard cash. 

Fritz was born in Hanover, Germany, in 1879. 
His father was a stoker on the German railway 
but quit working when Fritz’s mother received an 
inheritance sufficient to support the family of six 
children, the youngest of whom was our Fritz. 

The three Haarmann daughters all took up the 
profitable but precarious occupation of prostitu- 
tion. One son, Wilhelm, was institutionalized as a 
teenager when he attacked a 12-year-old girl. Lest 
you think that I am leading you to believe that all 
the Haarmann brood were bad seeds, let me 
hasten to add that one son led an average, 
reputable life. And then there was Fritz. 

He was an odd kid. No sooner was he able to 
walk than it was observed that he preferred to 
play with dolls. Sometimes he dressed in his 
sisters’ clothing. You get the idea. 

As he grew into his teens, Fritz developed into a 
rather good looking, chubby lad. At 16, he attend- 
ed a military academy. One day he took a sort of 
fit while on parade. Some records indicate his fain- 
ting spell was the result of sunstroke. After this 
incident, Fritz left the academy. 

At 17, Fritz was accused of indecent acts 
against children and was sent to the Provincial 
Asylum at Hildesheim. Six months later, he 
escaped and spent two years wandering around 
Switzerland, before returning to Hanover and 
joining the army. Fritz stayed in the army until 
1903. Upon being discharged, he practised every 
vice imaginable. He stole, committed indecent 
acts and spent more time in prison than outside. 
When World War I broke out, Fritz was confined 
to prison and sat out the entire war. He was releas- 
ed in 1918 into a Germany in turmoil.

To the outside world, Fritz even appeared to be 
performing charitable acts. He was know to 
befriend homeless boys. On many occasions, he 
would wake a homeless waif and, with the promise 
of a meal and a mattress, lead the hapless 


youngster to the warmth of his rooms. The boys 
never left the butcher's quarters alive. 
It is impossible to relate exactly what happened 
to all of Fritz’s victims. It will suffice here to 
follow the fate of one as representative of all. 
Seventeen-year-old Friedel Rothe ran away from 
home and headed directly for Schieber market. 
Two days later, his mother received a brief 
postcard from him. The Rothes were certain that 
if they could find their son, they could bring him 
home. All would be forgiven. A friend of Friedel’s 
told the Rothes that their son had visited a make 
friend at 27 Cellarstrasse. That’s how the Rothes 
ended up knocking at Fritz Haarmann’s door. 
With police at their side, the Rothes were shock- 
ed to find Haarmann performing an abnormal sex 
act with a young boy. A rather casual search of his 
rooms uncovered no evidence of the missing 
Friedel Rothe. We know the search was perfunc- 
tory because, four years later, at his trial for 
murder, Fritz remarked, ‘‘At the time when the 
policemen arrested me, the head of the boy Friedel

In the meantime, Fritz was sent to prison f 
nine months for indecency. Upon his release os 
moved and continued his murderous ways jp hie 
new location. 5 

In 1919, he met Hans Grans, a well built you 
man with the face of an angel. Fritz and Hane 
became close friends. Now, with the confederate it 
was even easier for Fritz to entice young boys to 
his quarters for a good time. Certainly, Grang 
knew of his companion’s murderous ways. Later 
Fritz would accuse Grans of being his willing ac. 
complice in all the murders. 

From 1919 to 1923, Fritz, with Grans as an ag. 
complice, brought young boys to his rooms. Here 
they were killed. Every stitch of the victims’ 
clothing was sold on the black market, with the ex- 
ception of certain items young Grans fancied 
These he kept for his own use, i 

Around this time, rumors spread about the 
district that human flesh was being sold on the 
open market. Suspicion fell on Fritz Haarmann 
mainly because of his association with young boys 
and also because his meat prices were always the 
lowest. No one did much about the suspicions 
That's all they were- suspicions, nothing more, _ 

How did Fritz kill with impunity over a lengthy 
period of time? Several conditions existed which 
favored his nefarious deeds. The disruption of 
post-war Germany lent itself to a laissez faire at- 
titude toward criminal activity. The police were 
desperately understaffed. Lastly, there was 
Fritz’s occupation. What was more natural than a 
bloody apron or a bloody knife in a butcher's 
premises? Fritz acted quite openly. In hindsight 
neighbors remembered him carrying buckets of 
bloody water through the halls. No one thought 
much about it. After all, he was a butcher. 

On May 17, 1924, youngsters playing on the 
banks of the Leine River found a human skull. 
Twelve days later, another skull was found further 
down the river. In July, boys playing along the 
river bank found a sack of human bones and a 
skull. News of the gruesome finds spread like 
wildfire. There was a killer on the loose. Maybe 
those rumors about someone selling human flesh 
were authentic after all. 

Citizens gathered by the score to stare at the 
waters of the Leine River. Police searched the 
murky depths. They were not disappointed. On 
the first day they recovered 500 human bones. 
Doctors agreed that the bones had come from 22 
different bodies, all young boys. 

Fritz was immediately suspected. Police im- 
ported detectives who were not known to the 
suspect. When Fritz and a young boy were 
observed arguing on the street, the detectives in- 
tervened. Fritz claimed the young man had 
travelled on a train without a ticket. The 
youngster charged Fritz with an indecent act. 
Police seized the opportunity to haul both off to 
jail while they searched Fritz’s rooms.

His first wheelchair in 
1948 changed his life... 


It is the dream of every physically handicapped 
person to become as independent as possible, within 
the limitations of their particular disability and I 
am no exception. 

[I was born with no use of my legs and until I was 
a teenager I had to depend entirely on my older 
brother or boyhood friends to take me everywhere: 
by wagon in summer and by sleigh in winter. 


I moved from the country to 
Trenton in 1948, which is when | 
obtained my first wheelchair. It 
was made mostly of wood, solid 
rubber tires Cumbersome, 
weighing close to 100 pounds, it 
would not fit through any 
ordinary-sized door, but to me it 
was beautiful.

Morrison is one of 180 Red 
Cross homemakers who serve 
around 750 to 800 people each 
month in the Hastings-Prince 
Edward County area. They are 
being honoured this week as 
part of Visiting Homemakers 
Week, which celebrates more 
than 50 years of Red Cross 
Homemaking services in On- 
tario. 

Here in Quinte, the Red Cross 
Homemaking Program started 
in 1946. Homemakers such as 
Morrison provide a wide range 
of services to their clients, most 
of whom are elderly and 
chronically ill or disabled. A 
homemaker may cook meals, 
vacuum the house, perform 
light house keeping, do the laun- 
dry, help with the banking and 
shopping or provide personal 
care such as shampooing hair or 
bathing a client. And, of course, 
a homemaker provides compa- 
nionship in all this, 

Red Cross Homemaking can 
best be described as “very much 
tender, loving care,”’ says Mrs. 
Ann Rose.

Over the past few years, as 
the emphasis of the CAS has 
moved towards keeping the 
children referred to them in the 
home or with family if at all 
possible, the number of “very 
needy children” who come from 
“dysfunctional” families has in- 
creased. Putting children in a 
foster home is usually “a last 
resort’ used only when all else 
has failed. 

Because of this, these children 
are usually more than a handful 
and have emotional and/or 
behavioural problems that re- 
quire the love and affection of 
new adults in their lives - foster 
parents. 

CAS has 92 foster homes in 
Hastings County, but half of 
these — 44 — “will only take

FOCUS ON THE CHILD 


Most foster parents want to know what kind of 


child they are apt to meet. 


The profile of a typical foster teen is that of a 15- 
1/2-year-old female, probably sexually abused, still 
in school, maybe street smart, maybe ‘“‘not so hot” 
in school, “‘but with emotional needs.”’ 


“If parents go into this for 
self-gratification, forget  it,”’ 
says Sandra Wilson of the local 
Children’s Aid Society. The 
focus is on the child and his or 
her needs. 

A foster parent of a teen 


needs to be willing to give of his 
or her time and help is always 
provided by the CAS workers to 
ensure the support system is in 
place and that the best possible 
environment is being offered. 
Each child in care has a social 


worker and each family with a 
child in care has a worker so 
there are two CAS people in- 
volved with each case, explained 
Sandra. 

Right now there are teens in 
“desperate’’ situations, who 
need the benefits of a foster 
home and CAS workers, she ad- 
ded.

In respect to the news article 
written Wednesday, Sept. 30 in 
the Quinte Weekly News for 
Alternatives for Family Abuse 
(‘‘Breaking the Cycle”’), I feel it 
is necessary to correct and 
clarify some of the issues 
discussed. These are the facts 
that we presented at the time of 
the interview: 

1. One out of 10 incidents of 
family violence are reported (not 
six out of 10). Considering the 
fact that statistics have shown 
that it takes approximately 35 
spousal assaults on a woman 
before she will reach out for help 
makes us question if one out of 
six families isn’t more realistic. 
2. Since 1983, the police are 
obligated to lay a charge of 
assault against a spouse, reliev- 
ing the woman of that respon- 
sibility. 

3. According to _ shelter 
statistics, in approximately 85 
per cent of the cases, the fact 
that a charge has been laid acts 
as a deterrent to more violence. 

I hope this will clear up any 
misconceptions that the article 
may have presented.

Evergreens never go fully dormant but continue to take up 
and transpire moisture throughout the winter, and that is why 
moisture around their roots is essential. Evergreens out in the 
open are usually well provided by late season rains but 
evergreens around the foundation are a different story. 

Often they are shielded by an overhang and can go into 
winter with the roots quite dry. And when the furnace comes on 
and heat leaks through the foundation, the soil can go as dry as 
the Sahara, resulting in spring browning and even death. 

As a precaution, late in the season as possible, dribble the 
hose around their bases until the ground is soaked, and in 
winter, don’t hesitate to shovel snow around them. Your 
neighbours may think you’re strange, but your evergréens 
won't. 

As stated last week, the beauty of next season’s gardens is 
often in direct proportion to the care you give them this Fall, 
anne also applies to the planting of the spring flowering 

ulbs. 

Plant bulbs this Fall and I guarantee that within weeks, if 
not days, you will have forgotten that they exist. And when 
they rocket forth next Spring, you will be pleasantly surprised 
at the unadulaterated verve in plastering their brilliance over a 
countryside that is beige and bleak and often streaked with 
snow. 

There are only two elements for success with the Spring 
flowering bulbs, where they are bought and how they are 
planted with the latter well covered in pamphlets that you will 
usually find at your nursery. In terms of where you buy your 
bulbs, the term, ‘‘caveat emptor” - let the buyer beware - should 
be carefully applied. 

Beware of the promotional mail-order houses that seemingly 
offer fantastic bargains that are really not bargains at all. Their 
bulbs are usually undersized and run-of-the-mill and for the 
first couple of seasons flower feebly if at all. Their claims often 
have the bulbs do everything but sing as they surge their way 
towards glory, so in reading their offerings, take everything 
with a pound of salt and more importantly, read what isn’t 
there. 

As a source of supply, the nurseries offer a number of advan- 
tages. They display bulbs openly in bins or boxes so you can see 
exactly what you are getting. Their bulbs are good quality and 
usually they can provide printed planting instructions together 
with a knowledgeable staff to answer your questions. And like 
the mail-order horticultural firms, they put their reputation on 
the line with every sale. Also, with shipping costs eliminated, 
they are usually a little less expensive. 

One final word about flower and vegetable gardens. Send 
them into Winter scrupulously clean in order to eliminate the 
wintering over at fungus spores, insect eggs and pupae. Every 
scrap of annual and vegetable leaves and roots should be 
removed and perennials cut flush to the ground. Fall is also the 
ideal time to condition a vegetable garden, to apply a garden 
fertilizer with a formula such as 8-12-16 and dig it in together 
with compost, peat moss and vermiculite or a soiless mix. This 
allows the garden to ‘‘cook’’ or assimilate and be ready for an 
early spring planting with a minimum of preparation.

Howe 
qvalburga managed to find a house complete with 
convenient attic. As usual, Otto moved in. 

The weird lifestyle of Otto, Walburga and Fred 
sailed merrily along for the next four years, right up 
until the night of Aug. 22, 1922. That night, Fred came 
home loaded for bear. He commenced to punch out 
Walburga. Otto, who for all intents and purposes was 
now far more of a husband to Walburga than her legal 
spouse, Saw red. The little fellow, who weighed only 
105 pounds soaking wet, dashed down out of his attic 
retreat, grabbed a .25 calibre pistol off a shelf and 
unceremoniously ventilated Fred with more holes than 
your average Swiss cheese. : 

Walburga, a quick thinker on her feet, immediately 
took over. She snatched Fred’s expensive diamond 
studded watch off his wrist. She told Otto to get the 
hell back in that attic. Then she locked herself ina 
closet and slipped the key under the door into the 
room where her husband Fred lay so very dead. 

A neighbor, who had heard the shots, called police. 
They released the hysterical Walburga from the closet. 
She told the police that she and her husband had 
arrived home and surprised a burglar. Fred resisted 
when the burglar attempted to relieve him of his 
watch. The intruder fired. He then tossed her in the 
closet and locked the door. Police had some 
misgivings, but reluctantly bought Walburga’s story. 

Fred's estate was valued at around $1 million, but 
there were many details to be ironed out before money 
trickled down to the grieving widow. Walburga hired a 
lawyer, Herman Shapiro, to handle her affairs. During 
one of her visits to Shapiro's office, she gave him a 
present, a diamond studded wristwatch. Shapiro 
remembered that a diamond studded watch had been 
taken from slain Fred’s wrist. When he mentioned this 
to Walburga, she smiled and said she had been 
mistaken. She had found the wristwatch under a 
cushion in the living room and simply wanted Shapiro 
to have it as a gift. 

A coincidence did Walburga in. It was a year after 
Fred’s death. Detective Herman Cline, the officer in 
charge of the original inquiry into Fred’s murder, 
dropped in to chat with lawyer Shapiro. He stood 
flabbergasted as he stared at the dead man’s watch 
carelessly lying on Shapiro’s desk. When asked, 
Shapiro related the story Walburga had told him. 

Now, the fat was in the fire. Cline dashed over to 
Walburga’s home and took the widow into custody. 
Walburga phoned Shapiro with explicit instructions, 
“Go up to the big bedroom in my home. Tap three 
times on the trap door in the attic. There’s someone 
up there - a half brother of mine who is sort of a 
vagabond. Tell him I’ve gone to Milwaukee.”’ 

Shapiro did as he was told. Out popped Otto. His 
first words were, ‘‘Yes, I shot Mr. Oesterreich. It was 
an accident.” Otto told all. Shapiro did what he 
thought best. He contacted a criminal lawyer, who 
suggested that Otto take a short trip out of the 
country. Otto tapped those dollars which had been 
accumulating from his stories and took off for 
Vancouver. 

Meanwhile, back at the L.A. jail, police were ina 
quandary. They had no confession and no murder 
weapon. Reluctantly, Det. Cline released the widow. 

_ Seven years passed. Walburga lived well on Fred’s 

inheritance until 1930. That’s when she and lawyer

For anyone in the mood for nearly two hours i 
drama, beautiful photography and superior he rey 
will fill the bill. It is based on a true story which took place dur- 
ing the Boer War. The lead role is taken by Edward Woodward 
better known now as TV's The Equalizer, playing the part of 
Breaker Morant, one of three officers being court-martialed for 
killing prisoners of war. The trial was expected to be a simple 
matter: to quickly convict some scapegoats to atone for the ac- 
tions of the British army. It soon turned into a highly publiciz- 
ed confrontation in which an obscure Australian defence lawyer 
takes on Lord Kitchener and much of the British Empire. 

The events leading to the trial are skilfully unfolded by 
flashbacks, although viewer patience and close attention are 
needed for the first quarter hour or so. Once the background is 
understood, however, the story flows well. 

Breaker Morant is not a film designed to be just a part of a 
jolly evening of popcorn-eating. It creates disturbing impres- 
sions of the unpleasant impact war has on decent, ordinary peo- 
ple. The moral dilemma is based on events of the turn of the 
century, but could equally apply to any war since that time. As 
one of my fellow viewers said: ‘It makes me uneasy.”’ Despite 
the apparent gloominess of the theme, it successfully captures 
the spirit of camaraderie and the boisterous Australian humour 
and spirit. Crocodile Dundee would have felt right at home. 

This movie would probbly, although not necessarily, appeal 
more to men than to women. It would not be suitable for most 
pre-teens.

I moved from the country to 
Trenton in 1948, which is when I 
obtained my first wheelchair. It 
was made mostly of wood, solid 
rubber tires. Cumbersome, 
weighing close to 100 pounds, it 
would not fit through any 
ordinary-sized door, but to me it 
was beautiful. It changed my 
life. I no longer had to depend 
on others to go places even 
though it was very awkward to 
pedal because of the weight of 
the chair and my size. It was a 
chain-driven machine and re- 
quired a lot of strength in the 
arms which I had not yet 
developed. 

I graduated from Trenton 
High School in 1953 and the 
“old wooden monster’ was 
replaced by a_ lighter and 
smaller chrome plated model 
complete with inflatable tices, 
which gives any wheel chair a 
much more comfortable ride. 
This chair was also chain driven 
similar to a bicycle with the 
arms doing the work and I could 
now go downtown to a movie 
anytime I wanted to or just to 


the store for a coke without hav- 
ing to wait for someone to come 
and pick me up. Gone forever 
were the sleigh and the wagon. 
This was great in the summer, 
but even today, with all the 
modern space age technology, 
no one has designed a 
wheelchair that will go through 
snow or climb a curb more than 
a few inches high. 

I have been driving my own 
car since 1957 - 30 years of not 
having to depend on someone 
for a lift to work or any other 
place I wished to go. 

I have been employed at CFB 
Trenton as a Communication 
Operator for close to 33 years, a 
position that I got through my 
own merit and not because so- 
meone felt sorry for me. I work 
shift work and along with my 
faithful ‘‘state-of-the-art’’ 20 
pound, fold-up wheelchair, 
which is one of the most modern 
on the market today, I can simp- 
ly flip it into the back of my 
trusty Turismo and go 
anywhere I want. I still can’t 
negotiate those curbs or travel 
vey well in the snow, though.

My chair is custom designed 
for me and is only 24 inches wide 
while a “‘standard” model can 
vary from 26 to 28 inches, 


depending on the model and the

pounds so my “wheels” are 
about as narrow as they come. I 
could not get through the small 
door to the restroom and was 
not about to get down and crawl 
across the floor, which is neither 
dignified nor sanitary. 

I paid for my coffee and left, 
never to return. A shame, as | 
had heard the food was ex- 
cellent. The only way that a per- 
son confined to a wheelchair 
could go there for a relaxing 
evening would be if they had an 
extremely large bladder or fan- 
tastic kidney control. 

The problem I stress is not 
just with this reataurant, but 
with many others as well. 
Designers don’t think of those 
in wheel chairs when they build 
restaurants. 

A suggestion I would like to 
make is that if a restaurant is 
equipped with wheel-chair ac- 
cess washrooms and no steps to 
get to them, they simply place a 

“handicapped symbol” in the 
front window, saving these peo- 
ple time and embarrassment.

At that point, Burt Lyons had 
already been rushed to Prince 
Edward County Memorial 
Hospital with head wounds. 

“I came back (from phoning 
the police with Roy Shortt) and 
I never saw a man with so much 
blood on him still standing,” 
Mrs. Lyons says. From Picton, 
he was rushed to Belleville 
General Hospital. 

Mrs. Lyons is also upset that 
the police didn’t check any of 
the cars or people for either 
drinking or drugs. “They just 
turned them out on the road,” 
she says. Yet, the field was lit- 
tered with beer and whiskey 
bottles. The next day, the 
Lyons’ collected four garbage 
bags full of cans and bottles.

‘IT had to check every day or it 
would be gone,’ Mr. Lyons 
says. 

On the night of July 11, the 
gate was boarded up and wired 
shut and signs were posted war- 
ning of no tresspassing.

PARK 
NAMED 
FOR 
LATE 
MAYOR

As the early morning fog 
swirled around the willow trees 
along the shore of Picton Bay, 
the setting looked like it was 
waiting for duellists and their 
seconds to appear rather than 
the opening of a new recreation 
area for residents and visitors in 
Prince Edward County. 

Fifty years ago, Picton’s 
legendary Mayor Harvey J. 
McFarland won his first con- 
struction contract, paving five 
miles of roadway from the 
Glenora ferry docks to the town 
of Picton. On Friday, Oct. 16, a 
scant hundred yards from that 
road, now designated as part of 
the Loyalist Parkway, family, 
friends and dignitaries gathered 
as the county officially opened a 
conservation area donated by 
Mrs. Arley McFarland in 
memory of her late husband. 

Harvey J. McFarland was 
legendary in Prince Edward, 
known for his philanthropy, 
business acumen and service 
both as a private citizen and as 
longterm mayor of Picton. He 
was a goodwill ambassador for 
his town, even attending U.S. 
President Nixon’s inauguration 
after welcoming Nixon, who was 
then vice president, on a sailing 
visit to Picton Bay in the 1950s. 

The seven acre conservation 
area on the Glenora road 
overlooks the cement plant built 
by McFarland. It includes 
parkland and a memorial pla- 
que. 

Terry Murphy, general 
manager of the Prince Edward 
Region Conservation Authority, 
who coordinated the effort 
along with the McFarland Con- 
struction Company, Prince Ed- 
ward Coumnty and the 
Ministries of Natural Resources 
and Transportation and Comm- 
munications, said the theme of 
the park would be “‘low key, a 
passive area” with walking 
trails along the shoreline. 

Members of the McFarland 
family were also present and 
were complimented by several 
speakers for their continuation 
of the community service per- 
formed by the man in whose 
honour the new conservation 

area was named,

Free trade will 


Dear Sir: 

The major issue in the recent 
Ontario election was free trade. 
As farmers, we must ask what 
will be the cost of free trade to 
industry, families and rural On- 
tario. 

A discussion paper issued 
earlier this year by the Ontario 
Ministry of Food and 
Agriculture (OMAF) concluded 
that the affects of a free trade 
deal, had it been in place in 
1985, would have been to reduce 
Ontario dairy farm income by 
$170 million, poultry and egg 


farm income down by $127 
million, fruit and vegetables 
down by 


$55 million. Only red 
meat farmers would have en- 
joyed a modest gain of $17 
million. 

What will free trade cost us? 
OMAF says Ontario present net 
farnings are approximately 
$1.025 million, a 50 per cent 
plunge into chaos! Under such 
an impact Ontario farm values 
will continue to fall or even col- 
lapse, our equity will be shot, 
our borrowing ability with 
banks for new purchases to 
Carry on reduced to Zero. 
Market quota values will 
evaporate. What end will 


market boards serve? Anyway, 
the Americans hate marketing 
boards. Even before free trade, 
area dairy quota value is dropp- 
ing. 

In June of this year, the hand- 

writing on the wall was clearly 
written across Ontario's sour 
cherry industry. A bumper crop 
was on the trees, growers ex- 
pected a price around last year’s 
42 cents per pound. But Ottawa, 
eager to lay out the red carpet 
for free trade allowed for the 
first time ever American sour 
cherries to flood into the Cana- 
dian market. The Canadian 
price fell to 19 cents and half the 
Crop never was picked. Ottawa 
has told the farmers that they 
will face exactly the same 
market scene next year. Is this 
to be the fate of Ontario's $500 
million horticultural crops: 
strawberries, raspberries, 
peaches, asparagus etc? 
In Ontario one worker in four 
is employed in food and 
beverage Processing and 
distribution. With a shattered 
farm scene where are their jobs 
going? They will be on 
unemployment, their jobs will 
be south of the border.

|! always disheartening to retain a lingering 
doubt that an innocent man may have been sent to 
the gallows. The act of hanging a man is so very 
irreversible. John Williams’ saga Is a case In point 
Let’s face it, John was not an upstanding citizen 

He operated as a full-time burglar in and around 

London, England, in the year 1912 He also spent an 

occasional year in prison. However, by the time his 

name became infamous, he had declared to anyone 
who would listen that he had turned over a new 
leaf 

Why this sudden change in character, you may 
ask. Well, her name was Florence Seymour and 

John truly loved the girl. For her part, Flo was sim- 

ply crazy about John. We know this for a fact, 

because in that October of 1912, Flo was pregnant 
with John’s child 

Around 7:15 on a chilly Wednesday evening, mid- 

dle-aged Countess Sztaray, the well-heeled daughter 
of a Hungarian nobleman, left her South Cliff Ave. 
residence in Eastbourne to join her coachman out- 
side. The coachman didn’t tell his mistress that he 
had spotted the figure of a man half hidden on the 
flat overhang above the front door until he had 
driven a block away. He then told her that an 
attempted robbery was obviously taking place that 
very moment back home 

The countess, who was one cool cat, insisted that 
they return to the house. She walked inside, after 
first taking note that the dark figure was still lurk- 
ing above the doorway. Then she telephoned police. 

Inspector Albert Walls, a 20-year vete-an police 
officer was at the scene in minutes. He approached 
the intruder and in the finest English tradition said, 
“Here, old chap, come down!"’ There was a slight 
movement from above the door before the roar of a 
firearm pierced the still night air. Insp. Walls fell to 
the ground witu a bullet through his heart. He died 
instantly. The intruder made off into the night. 

The murder of Insp. Walls was unusual. Although 
the English are quite adept at committing bizarre 
murders, they rarely kill their police officers. The 
day after the murder, one Edgar Power walked into 
the Eastbourne police station with the rather star- 
tling statement that he knew who had killed Insp. 
Walls. He said the killer was a friend, John Wil- 
liams, who had spent a few days in Eastbourne with 
his girlfriend, Florence Seymour

crime. John, realizing 
he would be suspected 
of the murder because of his 
record, dashed off the card to 
his brother in London. He decided 
to bury his gun for the same reason. 
After signing her statement, Flo was 
released from custody, aS was Edgar Power. In 
subsequent weeks she was asked to verify her state. 
ment. On some occasions she seemed more vague in 
recalling the exact night she had sat with John on 
the park bench. Eventually, she fixed the night as 
“the night we spoke to a lady about a baby cry. 
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aes Dec. 13, 1912, John Williams stood trial for the 
murder of Insp. Albert Walls. There was no such 
thing as legal aid in those days. Williams couldn't 
afford an expensive lawyer. It was probably his 
brother who raised the money to hire an inex. 
perienced junior barrister, Patrick Hastings. Hast- 
ings, who went on to become what many believe to 
be the finest defense attorney ever to practise jn 
England, was trying his first murder case. 

The defense asked the question, ‘“‘Why would an 
experienced burglar like John Williams lie on a 
canopy over the door waiting for the occupants to 
leave, when all he had to do was watch from a dis- 
tance until the home was unoccupied?‘* No one 
could answer that one. 

John admitted writing the note to his brother and 
admitted burying the gun. The calibre of the bullets 
which had ended Walls’ life matched the calibre of 
John’s gun. However, it could not be proven that 
his gun had fired the fatal shot. 

Hastings went on to point out that Power, a 
known burglar, could not be believed or trusted 
Neither the countess nor her coachman could iden- 
tify John as the man who had shot the Inspector 
Police revealed that a search of Williams’ flat pro- 
duced several hats, one exactly the same as the one 
found beside the fallen officer. Williams had not 
taken his burglary tools with him to Eastbourne, as 
he certainly would have had he planned to commit 
a robbery. He led police to the tools, which were in 
storage at Victoria Station. Most important of all 
investigating officers confirmed that a baby had 
been crying on South Cliff Ave. on the night before 
ine murder as Flo had maintained in her state- 

ent. 

Williams testified. When asked why he was in 
Eastbourne and, more to the point, why he left Flo 
alone on a park bench staring at the sea, he replied 
that he was in Eastbourne on a sort of combined 
pleasure and business trip. Friends had asked him 
to look over a few streets for future break-ins. He 
didn’t want to lug pregnant Flo along. 

Despite the flaws in the prosecution's case, it took 
the jury only 15 minutes to reach a verdict of guilty. 
Williams was sentenced to death. Perhaps the hour 
had Something to do with the hasty verdict. The 
ay had retired at 6:25 on a Saturday evening! 

A petition pleading for mercy 
or Williams was signed by 35,000 citizens. An emer- 
gency debate in the House of Commons failed to 
change the Home Secretary’s mind.

covered to prevent them from drying out. This makes about 15 - 20 
crepes.

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- After 21 years in the retail 
discounting business, Jerry 
Yeo’s life has come full circle. 
Sort of. 

Last week, he found himself 
sweeping the floor again 21 
years after starting out as a 13- 
year-old stock boy. The dif- 
ference is that the floor he was 
sweeping last week was his own. 

Mr. Yeo with partners Betty 
Yanchyk and Mario Spinelli 
opened Fair-Way Discount Cen- 
tre last week in the new Loyalist 
Market in Belleville’s west end, 
the third store of their fledgling 
chain. The other two stores, all 
opened since May, are in 
Etobicoke and Newmarket. 

Mr. Yeo decided to make the 
big step from a comfortable job 
with another major discounter 
because he couldn’t go any fur- 
ther.

Their philosophy, as express- 
ed by Mr. Yeo, is simple: give 
the customer what he wants and 
keep giving it to him. One of 
their strengths as a small chain 
is that they can react quickly to 
new trends or customer re- 
quests.

Ironically, being small like 
Fair-Way can also mean better 
prices and better selection than 
in the bigger chains.

‘The lure of treasure, the fatal 
attraction of gold, is irresistable 
to most people, which explains 
the continuing fascination with 
the Atocha treasure-trove found 
two years ago off the Florida 
Keys, says Joyce Hayward, 
featured guest at the recent 
second annual Underwater Film 
Festival put on by Deep/Quest 2 
Expeditions. 

Joyce worked with Duncan 
Matthewson, the chief ar- 
cheologist in Mel Fisher's 
search for the Atocha, a Spanish 
galleon that sank in a storm in 
the 17th century during a 
voyage home to Spain loaded 
with gold bullion and silver from 
the New World. The loss was so 
devastating to the Spanish 
treasury that it never fully 
recovered, changing the course 
of history. 

A kindergarten teacher in real 
life, Joyce has been a sport diver 
for seven years and has worked 
extensively with Matthewson, 
which is how she came to be 
associated with the Atocha 
treasure. She and Matthewson 
were presenting a seminar on 
underwater archeology for sport 
divers in Fort Lauderdale in 
1985 when they learned that the 
“mother lode’ of the Atocha 
treasure had been found. She 
went with Matthewson to the 
site, becoming one of the first 











in fact, with a National 
Geographic photographer and 
helped in the photography of 
the massive underwater find. 

Again, last summer she 
returned to the site to help mov- 
ing ballast and sand and move 
the ship’s timbers to a protected 
lagoon for study. 

Joyce Hayward was in town 
recently to present a show 
about the Atocha treasure, 
estimated at $400 million in 
value, at the Underwater Film 
Festival at Centennial Secon- 
dary School. She brought with 
her pieces of eight from the 
wreck, the first to be displayed 
or sold to collectors in Canada. 

Each piece, she said, is 
thoroughly authenticated and 
registered as part of the Atocha 
treasure trove. A _ certificate 
goes with each piece, giving the 
background of how the pieces of 
eight were made and where each 
particular piece was made. 

Joyce says she loves diving, 
having begun her career as a 
sport diver, later discovering 
the joys of underwater ar- 
cheology as well. She said sport 
divers such as herself or the 
divers of Deep/Quest 2 Expedi- 
tions are important to under- 
water archeology. There are pro- 
bably fewer than 100 profes- 
sional underwater archeologists 
in North America and, because 
of the expense, there are very 
few official archeological dives. 

Sport divers and their 
organizations such as SOS, 
POW and SPAR can help bridge 
the gap. She and Duncan Mat- 
thewson teach sport divers the 
fundamentals of archeology, 
how to research a wreck, how to 
photograph it and document it. 
No longer is it acceptable for 
sport divers to strip wrecks and 
bring up pieces for their liv- 
ingrooms and _ collections, 
whether public or private, she 
says. 

Joyce herself enjoys diving in 
Lake Erie to find and document 
local wrecks and then to show 
the photographs and share the 
research with local groups. 

“Every wreck has an_ in- 


teresting story to tell,” she 
says.

Who would this movie appeal to? The target audience is ob- 
viously people aged 35 to 45.

As 
far as the younger children are concerned, there is little to fear 
about them being corrupted. Most of them will likely either be 
asleep or will have scampered out of the room within the first 
ten minutes.

Long before the “‘smell of the 
8rease paint and the roar of the 
cCrowd”’ pervades the at- 
mosphere of a play's opening 
night, hundreds of hours of 
tedious work must b done.

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It takes a 
heap of plants 
to make a house 
a home 








Gardening 
and Growing 


by Ross Hawthorne 


Rarely can you walk into a home today and find it totally 
jevoid of plants. And if you do, you immediately notice that 
something is missing, that the decor looks sterile, stark, even 
narsh. There might also be a feeling of unease, because, not on- 
sy do house plants provide a softening effect, they also provide 
a sense of well-being. . 

It doesn’t matter whether your indoor garden consists of a 
few pots on a windowsill or a luxurious garden room, their very 
existence shows a sense of creativity and a concern for living 
things. 2h 

If there is one problem with today’s house plants it is the fact 
that there are too many of them. The popularity of house plants 
combined with high speed transportation is bringing plants to 
our stores from all over the world, plants that have their 
original home in tropical rain or fog forests, arid plains, 
meadows or mountain slopes. Plants that grow in deep organic, 

sandy or clay soils. In marshes, deserts or even in trees. 

The challenge for plant lovers is to match the plant’s in- 
digenous conditions with the conditions available in their 
home, in terms of light, temperature and humidity. Otherwise, 
the results could be disastrous. For example. 

One of the more colourful house plants available to plant 
lovers is the Croton. Brilliant leaves in a multiplicity of hues on 
a plant that under the right conditions will, over a period of 
many years, soar to six or seven feet. But the one condition 
that is an absolute must is - full sun - such as South window 
unobstructed by sheers, an overhang, another building or trees. 
Without full sun, the colours of the Croton will quickly fade and 
new growth will emerge as a flat shade of green and old growth, 
such as the bottom leaves, will drop like rain. 

The purpose of this column is to demonstrate how easy it is 
to successfully grow plants in the home, by successfully mat- 
ching the climate and care conditions required by the plant 
with the climate conditions in your home and to provide the 
care that each of your house plants require in terms of humidi- 
ty, temperature, watering, feeding and insect and disease pro- 
tection. And we are going to begin by dividing plants into two 
broad categories - foliage and flowering. 

Forget about the term - “tropicals”. While some house plants 
do require that you imitate tropical conditions, most do not. In 
tact, most of the house plants available for sale will suffer badly 
if they are placed in full sun, tropical climate. :

Sharif Khan “is to squash 
what Wayne Gretzky is to 
hockey,’ says Terry DeRoche, 
Picton sports store owner and 
the man instrumental in bring- 
ing one of the world’s leading 
squash players to Picton.

Khan, who has lived in Toron- 
to for most of the past 20 years, 
recalled his interest in the sport, 
which dates back to Dickensian 
England where prisoners, for ex- 
ercise, would bat about a 
““squashy ball’’. The Khan fami- 
ly learned the game in their 
native Pakistan on their way to 
an unprecedented domination of 
the sport. Khan’s father won 
the British Open an unequalled 
seven times and a succession of 
brothers, uncles and cousins 
have perpetuated the family 
love affair with the game. It is 
not yet clear whether Khan's on- 
ly child, a four-year-old 
daughter, will follow in her 
famous family’s footsteps. 

“She has a miniature rac- 
quet,”’ said Khan, obviously pro- 
ud of his youngster’s interest.

The U.S. - Canadian free trade agreem 
that Canadians have to start careine hae 
just like the folks in Florida. This provision ata 
be phased in gradually over a five year period : Pr 
the government provide grants to citizens wishin

Canadians will have to learn a southern accent 
and start saying “‘y’all”’, but Americans wil] nae 
to start saying ‘‘eh’’.

SCHOOL TRAINS DEAF 
FOR NORMAL LIFE

The campus contains a 
number of buildings, which con- 
tain 200 persons dedicated to 
improving the lives of another 
200 persons who have come prin- 
cipally from the northern and 
eastern parts of the province for 
their very special education and 
preparation for life in a noisy 
world they cannot hear. 

To actually call the at- 
mosphere around the school 
“silent” is not technically cor- 
rect, as the young folk do make 
noise. Most of it is unintelligible 
to those of us who have normal 
hearing, but through the efforts 
of a highly specialized staff and 
modern technology, most of 
these young people will be able 
to develop a life-style and 
means of communication enabl- 
ing them to function in our 
world. 

According to Guy Buller, 
superintendent of the school, 
the school’s mandate is twofold. 

The primary function is to 
provide direct services to 
children and their parents. This 
includes a home visiting service 
for pre-school children and their 
parents from the discovery of 
deafness until enrolment. 

A single example of the vast 
import of such a service is that 
of a young man, thought to be 
mentally retarded and so 
treated for many years until it 
was discovered that he was in 
fact quite bright. He was only 
deaf. The diagnostic services of 


the Ontario program prevents 
this type of tragedy from likely 
happening. 

The day/residential facility 
here in Belleville is the largest, 
most comprehensive and most 
physically apparent portion of 
the school’s function. 

Academic courses from the 
preparatory levels through 
elementary and _ secondary 
levels prepare those who wish 
and are capable of high school 
graduation. Upon graduation 
students are capable of further 
education at community col- 
leges or even admission to 
Gallaudet College in 
Washington D.C., a university 
catering specifically to hearing 
impaired adults. 

Vocational courses are also of- 
fered, leading to employment in 
a variety of occupations. Accor- 
ding to Supt. Buller, at one time 
virtually every Ontario town 
had either a shoe repairer or 
blacksmith who had been train- 
ed at the Belleville school. Cur- 
rent courses include automobile 
repair, machine shop and even 
newspaper and magazine pro- 
duction. 

In addition to vocational 
training, the physical and social 
aspects of normal life are stress- 
ed. A complete sports centre 
provides everything from swim- 
ming to an all weather track and 
sports field. These facilities are 
used constantly by local com- 
munity and school groups as 
well. 


CHANGES ARE 
“MIND-BOGGLING” 


One of the major changes seen 
by superintendent Guy Buller 
during his 22 year career with 
Sir James Whitney School for 
the Deaf is the development of 
the relationship between the 
school and the homes of the 
students. Supporting 
audiological and psychological 
services have strengthened the 
school’s’ philosophy that 
children should be a part of 
their own families, even though 
“different’”’ and away from 
home. 

Since many of the children 
come to the school from a con- 
siderable distance, there are 
facilities for parents to visit and 
live for short periods at the 
school, and the school program 
does allow for students from 
far-flung areas to get home 18 
times a year. 

One third of the students live 
locally, in part because their 
parents have moved their jobs 
and lives to this area in order to 
provide access to Sir James 
Whitney. The National Defense 
Department has also 
transferred personnel to CFB 
Trenton so that deaf 
dependents could take advan- 
tage of the school. 

The second mandate of the 
school is its resource service to 


- school boards and agencies, an 


aspect which will be described in 
more detail in another article. 
This department includes staff 
to deliver various’ services 
relating to deaf children to 
locales outside the school. 

The importance of the 
resource centre is reflected in 
the actual reduction of the 
number of students living at the 
school, as more are able to 
receive audiological services in 
their own communities. With 


more contact and the support of 
local school boards in providing 
such services, Sir James 
Whitney can concentrate on 
what Mr. Buller calls a ‘student 
population that is  deafer,”’ 
those with more serious and pro- 
found disorders. 

Supt. Buller, who started his 
specialized teaching career at 
Sir James Whitney, says: ‘We 
are constantly striving for pro- 
fessional excellence.”’ 

Not only does this include 
keep up with technological 
changes and advances in com- 
puterization, video equipment 
and the advancement in hearing 
aid devices, it has also meant a 
change from a strictly oral 
method of communication to a 
philosophy called total com- 
munication. The concept, a com- 
bination of sound, lip reading 
and signed English, has not only 
improved communication levels 
for the studetns, but has meant 
ongoing strengths for teachers, 
parents and social workers. 

“The changes in communica- 
tion are mind-boggling,’ says 
Supt. Buller. 

Perhaps one of the most 
heartening improvements is the 
early diagnosis and home 
preparation for entry into a 
school such as Sir James 
Whitney. At one time, when “‘a 
child came to the school in 
Grade 1, they couldn’t tell you 
their name or even if they had to 
go to the bathroom,” Supt. 
Buller says. 

Today, with the support of 
the entire community from local 
boards of education through a 
vast conglomeration of social 

services, these children have a 
chance at a life that is as near 
normal as any of us who are for- 
tunate to have our hearing.

Japanese was 
synonomous with cheap and North American with quality. 
How that all has changed! Today, most televisions are 
manufactured in the Far East and only two of those 25 North 
American manufacturers have survived. The other 23 are 
gone, and with them, their jobs. 

” The key to that switch has been quality. 

‘Despite what too many Canadians and Americans still 
believe, we did not lose markets — and the millions of jobs 
they supported — just because of low offshore labor costs and 
protected markets,’ Ferchat said. “‘We lost them mainly 
because these offshore competitors became masters of both 
quality and price. They can produce goods that are both cost- 
competitive and also deliver what consumers regard as quality 
value.” 

Blunt words, but true. Where once, ‘“‘made in Japan” was a 
term of derision, today it has become a symbol of quality. 

Ferchat proposes the idea of ‘‘zero defect’. Quality stan- 
dards have typically been set in terms of an acceptable number 
of defects — which builds imperfection into the system. Try for 
perfection, he urges. 

And quality should extend beyond just quality manufactur- 
ing to the whole relationship between customer and supplier, 
Ferchat says. Business people need to understand their 
customers’ needs, design prudicts and services that will per- 
form as the customer expects, sell them at a price that reflects 
their true value, deliver them on schedule and provide back up 
to assure trouble-free performance. 

The result will be “the competitive advantage that our 
business and industry must have to survive, grow and main- 
tain employment,’’ Ferchat adds. 

In a time of doom and gloom thanks to falling markets and 
the uncertainties of free trade, these are refreshing words. Fer- 
chat is saying that Canadian business can offer the kind of 
quality products that will find markets both at home and 
abroad, that Canadian business doesn’t have to hide timidly 
behind protectionist barriers but can compete with anyone. _

othing is more frustrating to police 
officers than to be positive that 
they have their man and be unable 
to prove it. Such a case took place 
on April 26, 1960, outside the town 
of Ankeny, Iowa 
John Muehlenthaler was driving home from a 
visit with a relative at 7:30 a.m. when he noticed 
the crumpled form of a female lying face down in a 
ditch beside the road. John slammed on the brakes, 
ran to the woman’s side and quickly saw that she 
was beyond help. He immediately thought that he 
had come across a hit-and-run victim, but he was 
wrong. John drove to the nearest phone and within 
minutes police were swarming over the crime 
scene 
Coroner Leo Luka examined the body in the ditch 
He counted 22 knife wounds in the neck and chest 
Luka expressed the opinion that the murder had 
taken place no more than two hours before the body 
was discovered. Rigor mortis had not yet begun 
The coroner believed that the murder had 
occurred where the body was found, very possibly 
while the victim was lying down. There was no evi- 
dence that a fierce struggle had taken place. The 
victim was well dressed in a skirt, blouse and cor- 
duroy jacket, which were saturated with blood Her 
only piece of jewellery was a wristwatch 
Near the body police observed a lone footprint and 
a tire mark. While it wasn’t a sure thing thal these 
had any connection with the crime, plaster casts of 
both indentations were made. When the investiga- 
tion was only hours old, two citizens independently 
reported that they had driven past the murder scene 
in the wee hours of the morning and had observed a 
1955 white Ford parked there. A man and woman 
were inside the vehicle, but neither witness could 
describe them 
A third citizen, hearing of the murder, volun- 
teered to view the body, believing that she could 
identify the victim. Tearfully, this young lady 
blurted out that she recognized the body as that of 
Inez Ringgenberg, a 33-year-old secretary with 
whom she worked. She could offer nothing further 
except to add that Inez often frequented bars and

Upon examination, ashes, a badly charred piece 
of paper, and what appeared to be a charred piece 
of string were found in the bucket. Using tweezers 
detectives placed the piece of paper and string in a 
plastic container and sent it to the FBI laboratory 
in Washington, D.C. The charred paper was syb- 
jected to infrared rays, The image of a little gir} 
soon appeared on the paper. On the other side of the 
photograph, FBI lab technicians could make out the 
inscription, ‘Jeanette Doolittle, aged 9.’ What 
appeared to be a piece of string turned out to be a 
portion of a white plastic purse strap. 

Advised of the results from Washington, the lowa 
law enforcement officers were jubilant. At last, they 
had caught Russell Shafer in a lie. They also had 
belongings of the dead woman found buried in 
Shafer’s garage. To be absolutely certain, they had 
Inez's sister, Mrs. Doolittle, write the words, *‘Jean- 
ette Doolittle, aged 9’’ on paper. They then com- 
bare the two samples of writing. They were identi- 
cal. 

Five months after the killing, Russell Shafer stood 
trial for murder. He was amazed to learn that the 
only material link between him and his victim had 
been found and positively identified. It was the pho- 
tograph of little Jeanette Doolittle, which Inez 
always carried in het purse, 

Russell Shafer was*found® guilty of murder in the 
second degree and sentenced to 50 years in lowa 
State Prison. On March 10, 1972, he was paroled 
after serving 12 years of his sentence.

The title Dreamscape is based on the ingenious premise 
that people with telepathic powers can enter the dreams 
and nightmares of other people.

Gardening 
and Growing 


by Ross Hawthorne 


As you may be aware, light conditions in the rooms of your 
home may vary according to the time of the year. A west win- 
dow that provides full sun from early summer to early fall is, at 
best, in mid-winter a bright window. And the brightness of a 
north window in winter may be reduced by as much as 60 per 
cent. A south window that provides full sun for most of the year 
becomes a bright window in mid-summer when the sun is 
almost overhead, and in mid-winder, throws the weak winter 
sun halfway across the room. The only constant source of sun- 
shine year-round is the east window, but again, the amount of 
sunshine tt provides varies from season, from mid-summer 
when the sun is high in the sky, to mid-winter when it is travell- 
ing low across the horizon. 

In other words, the light conditions in your home vary not on- 
ly from season to season, but month to month and even at 
various times of the day. So, the first step before you buy a 
single house plant is that you catalogue the climate conditions, 
especially the light conditions, not only in each room of the 
home where you plan to grow plants, but especially the condi- 
tions in those areas of the room where those plants are to find a 
home. 

You can begin by cataloguing at any time of the year, though 
winter time is preferred, because that is when even a full sun 
south window is at its minimum in terms of providing light. As 
a result, you will be assessing light conditions at their worst, 
knowing that during the rest of the year, those conditions can 
do nothing but get better. 

Begin by seating yourself early in the morning with pen and 
paper in hand and note the conditions in each area of the room 
where you plan to house your plants. Is the light moderate, 
bright or does the area have full sun] Repeat the process at 
noon, mid-afternoon and late in the day about an hour before 
the sun is due to set. With this cataloguing, you are now ready 
to select those house plants that will thrive in each of the light 
conditions you have catalogued. So, let's go shopping. The 
question is where. 

House plants can be purchased in a wide variety of outlets 
ranging from department stores, produce stores, supermarkets, 
plant stores and nurseries. So, in the purchase of house plants, 
there is a phrase you should be aware of: ‘“‘caveat emptor”, or 
“let the buyer beware”. 

It’s all a matter of care. 

Recognize that plants are living, growing things, each with 
certain general needs such as light, watering and feeding, and 
individual needs, such as amount of light, amount of water and 
amount of food. The safest place to invest in a house plant is in 
those retail outlets where there are people who know plant care 
and provide it ona regular basis. 

But, if you are going to buy in those outlets where plants are 
simply displayed for sale, where care is usually non-existent, 
carefully examine the plant display generally as well as the 
plant you are planning to buy. Avoid plants where the growing 
medium is soaking wet or bone dry, plants with yellowing lower 
leaves or where the foliage is generally drooping. : 

The problems are not so critical with the holiday flowering 
plants. They are in and out of the stores so fast that there isnt 
time to neglect them. Besides, most of them are not intended to 
be grown in the home as house plants. 

Remember the light cataloguing you did for each of the loca- 
tions in your house where you plan to grow house plants] Now 
is the time to use that information when you go shopping for 
plants whose light needs match those that you have defined. 
Next week we'll start with some of the full sun selections.

It was, perhaps, the single 
most tear-provoking scene that 
this intrepid reporter has ever 
witnessed.

EXCESS EFFLUENT 


LOYALIST 
TACKLES 
15 YEAR 
PROBLEM 


By Douglas Johnson 

Loyalist College will 
soon be taking steps to 
clean up a 15-year-old 
problem with excess ef- 
fluent. 

For more than 15 
years, the college has 
produced more sewage 
than it is supposed to 
based on calculations of 
the amount of water 
taken in. During last 
Thursday night’s 
regular meeting of the 
Loyalist board of gover- 
nors, Peter Stringer, 
chairman of the 
building and _ finance 
committee, recommend- 
ed the _ college test 
meters on the system as 
the first step towards 
solving the problem. 


If the meters prove to be giv- 
ing true readings, then action 
will be taken to find suspected 
ground water seepage. 

“We really believe the pro- 
blem is seepage, but we must 
first test the meters just to be 
sure,’ Mr. Stringer told The 
Quinte Weekly News.

Almost 70 years ago today, the First Wor 
wen losers stike oxtinnisel in a futile stalemate eee 
eaten up millions of lives for little or no gain. It was t as 
to end all wars’, but anyone with the wit to discern could see

Today we bow our heads and remember those who foug t 
and in some cases died for the sake of their country in this na- 
tion’s wars. Let us also remember those wars, for there may be 

ssons for us today. 

Bare of the time tell us that the first men to answer the 
call to duty in the First World War did so eagerly, but when 
the survivors came home, they came home changed. Many 
bore within them the scars sustained by men who wondered 
now why they had fought and whether the enormous sacrifices 
had been worthwhile or in vain. 

And no wonder. The war started for obscure causes, no less 
inevitable because they were incomprehensible. And the war 
was conducted badly and incompetently. Generals hurled 
millions of men into certain death, knowing they were doing it 
in vain but not knowing what else they could do. The cost in 
human life was enormous, and when the war ended, those lives 
had bought a few feet of mud on either side as the trenches 
that divided Europe remained essentially unchanged. 

In the Second World War, by contrast, the men who went 
largely returned to their homes convinced that their sacrifices 
had not been in vain. The lives of those who fell had not been 
expended like cannon fodder because of the stupidity of 
generals and their cause was just in the face of a tyranny we 
still recognize as evil. 

Those who fought on the Allied side in the First World War 
went convinced they fought on the side of good, and perhaps 
they did, since Canadians responded to a call to defend France 
and England against a German agressor. But the war was so 
badly and incompetently fought, the sacrifices demanded so 
huge for the gains that resulted, that the men returned home 
convinced they had fought a senseless war. 

Today we live under the threat of global extinction thanks to 
nuclear arms. Those arms won’t go away no matter what we 
wish, but they have forever altered the way we think and live. 

In a world of nuclear arms, isn’t the thought of war as 
senseless as the First World War proved to be? No matter how 
just the cause, the consequences of using nuclear arms are so 
devastating, the sacrifices demanded so great that such a war 
is impossible to ever justify. Unlike the First World War, a 
nuclear war could truly be the “‘war to end all wars” and even

Gardening _

This week in continuing our ‘“‘how to” house plant series, we 
are going to talk about full- inni +h. 
favourite nihakation c ull-sun plants beginning with my 
() THE HIBISCUS 

-This is the most spectacular of the full-sun flowering house 
plants. Huge blossoms four to six inches across, single or dou- 
ble, in white, cream, yellow, salmon, orange, pink, red or 
scarlet. Bright green leaves three to five inches long with a 
sawtooth edge. Grows to six feet so be prepared to prune it 
heavily some spring two or three years after purchase. 

LIGHT - full sun or forget it. Without full sun, it will grow 
nothing but leaves. ; 

WATERING - Let it go dry until the leaves start to droop, 
then water thoroughly. Let drain and water again. 

FEEDING - Every month, unless the plant has stopped 
growing, alternating 20-20-20 and 10-52-10 year round but 
never more than half strength. 

C) CROTON 

Another colourful, full-sun plant, although this time the 
brilliance comes from its leaves rather than its insignificant 
flowers. The colour combinations are almost limitless. But if 
the plant doesn’t bask in a full-sun window such as south and 
east year round or west in the summer, those colours will slowly 
deteriorate and all new growth will stay green. 

WATERING - is a little more critical than the hibiscus. Too 
dry and the leaves will drop, too wet and the same thing will 
happen. Test the growing medium twice a week with your index 
finger inserted to the first joint. When the growing medium 
eacres a state of faint coolness, water the plant slowly and 
well. : 

FEEDING - Hold back from November to March. Then a 20- 
20-20 water soluble once a month half strength. 

(J) EUPHROBIA 

Easy to see why it’s called Old Dragon Bones (one you look at 
it). Ranging in colour from dark green to light gray and usually 
with a contrasting marbling, ranging up to six feet and beyond. 
Smooth-skinned, multiple stems or arms are highly ridged and 
edged with wicked spines. Looks for all the world like a cactus 
but isn’t. In fact, one of its closest relatives is the Christmas 
Poinsettia. 

LIGHT - All the sun you can throw at it, but it will do fairly 
well in bright light. 

WATERING - Totally dry, then douse. In fact, in winter, you 
can almost forget about watering. 

FEEDING - Monthly from spring to fall with a 20-20-20 
water soluble, half strength. 

0 JADE 

I classify it as a “‘fat oriental, rarely temperamental.’’ The on- 
ly thing it reacts poorly to is overwatering. Smooth, brown, 
trunk-like stems up to four feet in full sun, heavily laden with 
spoon-shaped, shiny, jade-green leaves often edged with red. 
Mature plants with enough light produce clusters of tiny, 
whitish-pink, star-shaped flowers. 

LIGHT - The more sun the better. Branches of plants in less 
than full sun tend to flop. But then again, some people like 
them that way. 

WATERING - Essential to let it dry out thoroughly, then 
soak. 

FEEDING - Once a month, March through November, with a 
20-20-20 water soluble, half strength. 

1 ELEPHANT’S FOOT OR PONY TAIL 

Basically the same plant with the only difference a matter of 
size. Both are tough plants that are said can go up to a full year 
without watering, but I wouldn't try it. Fat, leathery base is a 
water storage tank that supports a fountain of long, ribbon-like 
leaves. The smaller Pony Tail is best displayed on a plant stand 
or a small table so its leaves can cascade to the floor. The large 
Elephant’s Foot makes an exotic addition to a full-sun corner. 

LIGHT - As you have probably guesed, they were made for 
full sun, but don’t do too badly in bright light. 

WATERING - Let go as dry as you like, then douse it. 

FEEDING - Once a year in spring with a 20-20-20 water solu- 
ble full strength. 


0) CITRUS 
You can grow Citrus from pits, but expect no more than 
aromatic, glossy green leaves. Recognize that we are talking 
about full-sun outdoor trees that require a sub-tropical climate 
together with a lot of maturity before they flower and fruit. But 
there have been citrus plants hybridized that will stay room- 
sized, no more than four feet high and produce sweet-smelling 
white flowers and edible fruit, as long as they have a full-sun 
window year round. One of these is the Calamondin Orange. 
The Calamondin Orange needs a spot where it will get all the 
sun available. A full sun south window is ideal. Full sun is a 
necessity if it is to flower and fruit continually. 

WATERING - Let the growing medium reach the ‘‘slightly 
cool” stage, then water slowly and thoroughly. 

FEEDING - Alternate a 20-20-20 and 20-52-10 water soluble 
fertilizer, half strength, monthly, year round. Don’t feed if not 
flowering or growing. :

From Junior Kindergarten to the completion of a 


high school graduation diploma, 
students attending the Sir James 


the majority of 
Whitney School 


in Belleville have one thing in common. They cannot 


hear. 


“Therefore, the teachin 


g of language permeates 


the whole day,” says Colin Robbins, program direc- 
tor of the elementary school section. 


As one of the criteria for ad- 
mission, students must have an 
unaided hearing loss of 70 
decibels (dB). The dB level 
means the sound level one can 
hear. Examples of decibel levels 
are 60 dB for an average speak- 
ing voice, 80 dB for loud music 
from a radio and 110 dB for loud 
thunder. Normal breathing is 10 


dB and the sound of a space 
rocket at blast-off is 180 dB. 
Like his counterpart in the 
secondary section of the school, 
Mr. Robbins is not only prin- 
cipal of the school, but has com- 
plete responsibility for all day 
and live-in student programs, 
which includes assuming a 
parental role with live-in 


HICH SCHOOL 
TEACHES STUDENTS 
VOCATIONAL SKILLS 


The secondary, or high school, 
division of Sir James Whitney 
has a mandate much like the 
junior section in that com- 
munication and language is the 
primary course of study. 

Gary Gervis, program direc- 
tor at the secondary school divi- 
sion, says the first part of the 
student’s day is devoted to “‘a 
double period of English 
usage.” 

From there on, the curriculum 
is much like that in a regular 
high school, although the struc- 
ture is slightly different. ““‘We 
try to get the compulsory pro- 
grams in the earlier years 
(Grades 9 and 10) to leave for 
more flexibility for optional 
courses later on,’’ Mr. Gervis 
says. 

One of the unique features is 
that each Sir James Whitney 
student spends three to four 
weeks studying in each of the 
vocational teaching areas, 
which helds break down sexual 
stereotyping of jobs. Both boys 
and girls will work at welding or 
sewing, at cooking or auto body 


repair. 
“Our mandate is to graduate 
students with vocationally 


employable skills,” Mr. Gervis 
says.

with post-secondary education 
is increasing, Mr. Gervis says. 
Ten years ago, only two or three 
might go on to university out of 
20 students graduating from Sir 
James Whitney. Last year, 26 
students graudated. Only two 
went directly into the work 
world while 24 went on to fur- 
ther education. 

According to Mr. Gervis, the 
school has four goals for its 
students: to teach them how to 
best communicate in the real 
world despite their disability, to 
make students employable, to 
provide a parental role away 
from home and to instill social 
skills in the young people. 
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students and responsibility for 
the development of social skills. 

The main subject of the cur- 
riculum is the specialized 
method of communication 
peculiar to the needs of these 
students. According to Mr. Rob- 
bins, those subject areas are 
speech and auditory training, 
specifically, how each student 
can use his or her hearing to the 
best advantage. 

Students come with a range of 
abilities, from those intellectual- 
ly very capable to those who are 
less gifted.

All murder is reprehensible. but there 
is something particularly obscene when 
an innocent person becomes a victim for 
merely being in the wrong place at the 
wrong ime 

Such a murder took place in April 
1937 in London. England. Three 
desperate voung men ran into a 
jewellery store with pistols drawn All 
three wore masks. One stood guard at 
the door, while the other two made their 
way into the store. Orders were shouted 
oul to customers and employees, “Stand 
back and don’t move. 

4 voung clerk moved one hand under 
the edge of a display counter until his 
fingers found the alarm button. The 
signal brought the manager on the run 
from the stock room. At a glance, he 
took in the situation and, not too wisely, 
attempted to knock the pistol from the 
grasp of one of the bandits. The other 
robbers saw what was happening and 

commenced to pistol whip the manager 
about the head. During the scuffle a 
shot was discharged. Although no one 
was hit, the loud report frightened the 
three robbers. who quickly headed for 
the streets and their getaway car 

One man. obviously the preappointed 
driver of the getaway car, jumped in 
behind the wheel, closely followed by his 
two companions. As luck would have it, 
while the men were in the store, a truck 
ad parked directly in front of their 
ticle. The three men wildly jumped 
out of the gelaway car 

Several witnesses saw the men run 
down the street. The manager. blood 
streaming down his face, was in hot 
pursuit. Suddenly. a man on a 
motoreycle drove directly in front of the 
fleeing robbers.

The 
coat was traced to a manufacturer 1n 
Leeds. who was able to trace his sale to 
a south London shop. The shopkeeper 
remembered selling the coat. and was 
even able to come up with a Sales slip. 
complete with name and address.

police rushed to the home of a young 
South London couple, who readily 
admitted that the coat belonged to the 
man of the house. However. he had 
loaned the coat to his wife's brother, 
23-year-old Charles Henry Jenkins. 
Jenkins was duly interviewed and 
proved to be a tough cookie Just out of 
Borstal. He would admit to nothing but, 
when informed that he would be placed 
in a lineup before two dozen witnesses, 
he declared, “I suppose it’s because of 
the coat. If I am picked out, I will 
tell vou about the coat, but I shan't tell 
vou where I was until it comes to the 
jast. I'm not an informer. but I’m not 
having this on my own. You surely don't 
think | would do any shooting.” 

Twenty-four witnesses failed to pick 
Jenkins out of a lineup. Scotland Yard 
were compelled to release their man. 
Inexplicably. Jenkins volunteered to 
police that he had loaned the 
incriminating coat to a man named 
Walsh. Detectives were doubtful about 
this information, but were successful in 
tracking down Walsh and recovering 
stolen watches, the loot from a robbery 
which had taken place four days before 
de Antiquis was murdered. 

Walsh, realizing that he could very 
easily be implicated in a murder, 
decided to tell all. He readily admitted 
to taking part in the earlier robbery. 

His companions had been Jenkins, 
Christopher James Geraghty, 20, and 
John Peter Rolt, 17. Walsh also insisted 
that he had had absolutely nothing to do 
with the robbery and subsequent murder 
of de Antiquis. 

Police wanted to know why Jenkins 
had fingered Walsh. The reason became 
obvious. Walsh revealed that he had 
refused to split the proceeds of the 
earlier robbery with his companions. 
Jenkins was furious and decided to 
make trouble for his former partner in 
crime. 

Eighteen days after the murder, 
Jenkins, Geraghty and Rolt were taken 
into custody. Geraghty was the first to 
break. He admitted that he had fired 
the shot in the jewellery store and, 
much more importantly, had fired the 
shot which killed de Antiquis. *‘He got in 
our way. I fired. intending to frighten 
him,” explained Geraghty. 

When Rolt heard that his companion 
had confessed. he admitted to being the 
driver of the stolen getaway car. He and 
Jenkins had hidden in the office ~ 
building, providing police with the 
haere aul proved to be the first

hates almost everything about “the American way of 
life’. He goes on steadily about things that anger him, in- 
cluding everything from “have a good day” and foreign- 
made goods to organized religion and the H-Bomb. In a 
fit of frustration, he decides to take his family to Central 
America to attempt to do something useful. As soon as 
they arrive, he buys a run-down village, planning to make 
it into an earthly paradise. For a time, all goes well but it 
soon turns out that even a brilliant, dominating person 
like Fox cannot control everything. 

The action involves the viewer right from the start. It is 
often very amusing and has several tense scenes. The ac- 
ting is excellent and most of the characters are sym- 
pathetic. In particular, the shifting relationship between 
the father and his two sons is handled believably. 

Although this movie may not be to everyone's taste, 
those who do like it should find it very satisfying. 
Children or adults can sit back and enjoy it as an action- 
adventure tale requiring little concentration. On a deeper 
level, though, it is a parable which should provide 
thoughtful viewers with some fresh ideas about our 
priorities in today’s world. 

The movie is an adaptation of the book of the same 


name by Paul Theroux.

‘The life expectancy of the 
CFL lies somewhere between 
that of an AIDS patient and a 
Mc.D.L.T. 

For years now, the league has 
been faced with severe financial 
problems brought about by 
dwindling attendance and 
steadily declining television 
revenues. These monetary set- 
backs have resulted in the 
demise of the Montreal Con- 
corde and the near demise of a 
number of other teams, 
specifically the Calgary 
Stampeders and the Ottawa 
Roughriders. 

The league’s board of gover- 
nors met last Friday in an 
emergency meeting and decided 
that further restraints must be 
implemented in order to ensure 
the survival of the league. A $3 
million salary cap was in- 
stituted for the upcoming ‘88 
season and coaches’ salaries, 


training camp costs and ad- 
ministrative budgets will also 
have to be pared in the future. 


Why then has the league's 

head honcho and eternal op- 
timist Doug Mitchell been col- 
lecting an extravagant $275,000 
salary for the last few years? 
Sure, he has agreed to consider 
a salary cutback for the ‘88 
season but, hell, after making 
$550,000 in two years when in- 
dividual team owners have lost 
millions in the same time, Mit- 
chell should work the next few 
years gratis! Last year alone, he 
made more money than the en- 
tire Calgary Stampeder’s offen- 
sive line put together (tight 
ends excluded). And he never 
threw a block. 

Mitchell must feel somewhat 
like a goldfish in a piranha pond 
now that his salary has been 
made public. He better be burn- 
ing the midnight oil and reading 
lots of case studies over the next 
few months to avoid being 
dismembered by some 280 
pound Canadian-born defensive 
end who made $30,000 this year 
but will only make $26,000 next 
year.

U.S. DOESN'T UNDERSTAND 


“The United States doesn’t 
understand Canada any better 
than men understand women,” 
said former Liberal Cabinet 
Minister Paul Hellyer at the 
Belleville Sales and Advertising 
Club Oct. 27. 

The topic of the former con- 
troversial politician, known 
most for his unification of the 
Canadian Armed Forces, was 
free trade. 

Traces of Canadianism are be- 
ing erased, he said, noting par- 
ticularly the ultimate fate of the 
McLaughlin Buick and the 


failure of the Canadian aircraft 
industry. The Avro Arrow, 
which he called the “‘best,’’ was 
cancelled because of the policy 
of the U.S. government to not 
buy “‘offshore.” 

Commenting on the auto pact, 
Mr. Hellyer said the industry 
has ups and downs, the down 
side being that many engineer- 
ing jobs are lost to the U.S., 
leaving Canada with the 
manual, or what he called ‘“‘tin- 
bashing jobs.” 

Mr. Hellyer also voiced con- 
cern about the loss of Canadian 


cultural identity. ‘Canadian 
kids know more about U.S. 
heroes than they do about their 
own,” he said. 

Throughout his remarks, Mr. 
Hellyer said Canadians are 
negotiating on what is “not a 
level playing field’’ in various 
areas that must be addressed by 
free trade talks. ‘What we must 
realize is that we are very dif- 
ferent from our cousins to the 
south,’ he said, admitting that 
he cannot decide absolutely who 
will be the winners and losers in 
the free trade deal.

The AIDS plague continues. 


The World Health Organization has bumped its 
estimate of AIDS cases around the world by 50 
per cent. In March it estimated the number of 
AIDS cases at 100,000, but eight months later the 
estimate has climbed to 150,000. In Canada, 1,345 
cases have been reported to the federal Depart- 
ment of Health of which 703 patients have died.

Canadian president of the foun- 
dation. 

Because no one knows the 
cause, there is also no cure for 
either disease, though drugs can 
be used to control some of the 
symptoms. Steroids are com- 
monly used to suppress the in- 
flammation, but Mr. Reston 
says the drugs often have side 
effects that can be worse than 
the symptoms of Crohn’s 
disease. Sulfasalazine is also us- 


ed, but again, side effects may 
occur. 

More research is needed to 
find out about the causes of the 
disease and hwo to cope with it, 
Mr. Reston says. November is 
the foundation’s fundraising 
month, and the local branch is 
selling Christmas cakes to raise 
about $3,000 to $4,000 for 
research. The cakes, priced at 
$7, are sold by the 60 members 
of the Quinte branch and will 
also be on sale at the Belleville 
Plaza Nov. 20 and 21. 


CROHN'S DISEASE 
DEVASTATED HIM 


In the case of Peter Reston, 
president of the Quinte branch 
of the Canadian Foundation for 
Ileitis and Colitis, symptoms of 
Crohn’s disease first appeared 
when he was 11 or 12 years old 
although doctors were unable to 
diagnose it until he was 19. He 
suffered severe abdominal pain 
and diarrhea. He couldn’t put on 
muscle or gain weight. A tall 
boy for his age at 5’ 11”, he 
didn’t grow again until he was 
21 years old when he suddenly 
shot up a final four inches. For 
years, he didn’t weigh above 120 
pounds. 

At first, doctors thought he 
was hyperactive. Later they 
thought it was a rare form of flu. 
For three or four years they 
treated it as an ulcer, having 
him drink lots of milk, which is 
disastrous for a Crohn's patient 
since they can’t digest the triple 
sugars in the milk. And at one 
point, doctors decided it was all 
in his head. 

Now 35 years old, Mr. Reston 
says those early years were 
devastating for him, as they are 
for most Crohn’s or colitis pa- 
tients. “I shut my self off for a 
long time,” he says. “It was the 
only way I could cope with it.” 

It also crippled his schooling. 
He skipped school a lot because 
of the discomfort and pain. ““The 
easiest way was to get thrown 
out,” he says, calling himself-a 
“‘problem student.”’ 

The disease has also caused 
problems for him in the work 
world. Most patients with 
Crohn’s disease lose 45 to 50 
work days per year because of il- 
Iness or hospitalization. Some 
have lost their jobs because of 
absenteeism, though Mr. 
Reston says he has been lucky 
to have understanding 
employers throughout most of 
his career. 

Operations to resection the in- 


testine are common among suf- ~ 


ferers of Crohn's disease, 
though only as a last resort. He 
himself has undergone opera- 
tions to resection his intestine 
three times, losing about 13 feet 
of his 21 foot intestine. The 
operations were necessary 
because of blockages in the in- 
testine because of severe inflam- 
mation. 

“The first time was really 
scary,” he says. The doctors 
missed the blockage and kept 


trying to feed him, but he 
couldn't keep down even a glass 
of water. If his bowels had 
burst, he could have died, he 
says. 

He also learned to live with 
pain. At one point he took pain 


‘killers, so many, because his 


system built up immunity to 
them, that the RCMP once in- 
vestigated. “They didn’t think 
it was possible for one person to 
consume all those pain killers,”’ 
he says. 

Today, though, he doesn’t 
need pain killers and he is living 
a relatively normal life. The key, 
he says, is to listen to his body 
and to monitor his nutrition. 

Most ileitis and colitis pa- 
tients have difficulty with nutri- 
tion because the diseases in- 
terfere with the body’s ability to 
digest. Crohn’s patients, for ex- 
ample, usually lose weight 
because of loss of appetite and 
the difficulty of digesting 
whatever food might be eaten. 
Proteins often can’t be digested 
and patients are usually defi- 
cient in iron, the B vitamins and 
vitamin C and minerals such as 
zinc. 

Since his last bowel resection 
in 1983, Mr. Reston has been ex- 
perimenting with adding 
vitamins, minerals and amino 
acids to his diets and with good 
results. And in common with 
most Crohn’s patients, he 
avoids milks, red meats, spicy 
food, coffee, alcohol and white 
sugar, all of which can make 
them very sick. 

“It’s helped me to lead a 
relatively normal life,”’ he says. 

Since each person’s body func- 
tions differently, he advises pa- 
tients to pay a lot of attention 
to it and to nutrition, trying to 
identify what their own body 
needs. ‘‘If you can help yourself, 
it’s going to make it a heckuva 
lot easier,” he says. ‘‘A lot of the 
onus is on the individual.”

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THE RENT REVIEW GUIDELINE FOR 1988 
IS 4.7 PER CENT 


The rent review guideline for next year has been calculated at 
4.7 per cent. This is the amount by which a landlord can increase the 
maximum rent for a unit during 1988 without approval from the 
Ministry of Housing. The rent for a unit can be increased only once in 
a 12-month period. 

The 4.7 per cent guideline applies to all private rental units in the 
province for rent increases that take effect from January 1, 1988 to 
December 31, 1988. 

The 1987 guideline of 5.2 per cent continues to apply to rent increases 
which take effect on or before December 31, 1987. 

It is illegal for a landlord to increase the maximum rent above the 
guideline without applying to the Ministry of Housing for rent review to 
justify the increase. In cases where a landlord does apply for an 
increase above the guideline, tenants can examine the application and 
make their own submissions before a decision is reached.

Despite sharing a common language and common cultural 
heritage, Canadians have from the beginning deliberately 
chosen a separate course, a separate nation. : 

And yet there has always been the economic pull to the 
south. In 1812, for example, so many Yankee farmers and 
traders had come to Canada that there were grave doubts of 
their loyalty during the War of 1812. 3 

Already in 1854, Canada and the U.S. reached their first 
“free trade’’ treaty, broken in 1866 by the U.S. The Liberal 
governments of the 1870s sought a trade agreement with the 
U.S. and one was actually signed in 1874 but rejected by the 
U.S. senate, and Sir John A. Macdonald returned to grace with 
a victory in 1878 based on a “National Policy’’ that set high 
tariff barriers to protect Canadian industry and repudiated 
free trade. Despite several uneasy attempts to seek trade 
agreements with the U.S., Macdonald continued his National 
Policy and won his last election in 1891 with a repudiation of 
U.S. trade ties and a stirring declaration of Canada’s imperial 
connection. Again in 1911, a free trade agreement was actually 
reached by the U.S. and Canada, but Sir Wilfred Laurier went 
down to his last bitter defeat as Canada once again repudiated 
free trade. 

The imperial connection was the key. Until the Second 
World War, the British Empire was the preeminent world 
power and Canada could balance the “‘push”’ of its British im- 
perial connections across the Atlantic against the ‘‘pull”’ of the 
United States just across the border. 

And trade followed the imperial connection. Until 1920. Bri- 
tain was Canada’s main trading partner, though today, Britain 
takes only 10 per cent of Canada’s exports and accounts for 
less than five per cent of Canada’s imports. British investment 
here has similarly dropped from 40 per cent in 1920 to just 10 
per cent today. 

But the old order passes and a new is ushered in. The 
American Empire has waxed as the British Empire has waned, 
and as the British ‘‘push” has weakened, the ““pull’’ of the U.S. 
has strengthened. 

Today, the U.S. is the world’s preeminent empire — and 
again, Canadian trade has followed. Where Britain was once 
Canada’s foremost trading partner, the U.S. now accounts for 
60 per cent of Canada’s exports and supplies 70 per cent of this 
countrys imports. Where British investment was once 


primary, U.S. investment has similarly increased to over 60 
per cent.

MEDICAL CONSEQUENCES 
OF ALCOHOL ABUSE

We continue our series with more medical consequences of 
alcohol abuse and alcoholism. 

Varicose veins of the esophagus - why do acoholics develop 
varicose veins of the esophagus?

Cont. from Page 1 
relapse after returning to their 
families. 

Blaming the family doesn’t 
help solve the situation, though, 
she said. In fact, hostility to the 
family can hinder help for the 
addict, she said, adding that 
families in most cases will be the 
addict's primary support group 
for the rest of his or her life. And 
in her experience, mothers are 
the people to educate, since they 
normally take responsibility for 
the family and its problems. 

In most cases, families feel 
guilty and confused. 
Counsellors assume the family 
members know more about 
alcoholism or drug addiction or 
schizophrenia than they in fact 
know. 

Mann's own experience shows 
that in most cases, “they knew 
nothing. They only knew what 
they saw on television.’’ And 
that, she said, bears no relation 
to reality. 

She recommends educating 


family members about addic- 
tions, how to recognize them, 
what an addiction means to a 
person's life, how to cope with 
an addict. Although relapses 
and readmission to hospitals are 
common among such people, she 
found that out of 16 families she 
worked with in Montreal, only 
two individuals were readmitted 
to hospital for treatment over 
several years, an unusually low 
figure. The families also became 
politically active, she said, forc- 
ing the clean up of group homes, 
which she said are often very 
badly run in the worst sections 
of town. 

“That wouldn’t have happen- 
ed if I had had a negative view 
of the family,’’ she said. 

Counsellors also have to be 
careful not to cut addicts off 
from their families. ‘‘We spend a 
lot of time with our clients, cut- 
ting them off from their families 
— the support group they will 
have for the rest of their lives,”’ 
she said. 


MANY ADDICTED TO 
PRESCRIPTION DRUGS 


About half of the women over 
the age of 40 dealt with at the 
North Hastings Counselling 
Centre have multiple addictions 
to prescription drugs, Maxine 
Mann, the centre’s director, said 
at a noon luncheon of the Quinte 
Addictions Group to kick off 
Drug Awareness Week. 

In many cases, these women 
are addicted to five or six dif- 
ferent drugs prescribed by their 
own doctors, she said. In addi- 
tion, many of the young teenag- 
ed girls she deals with are also 
addicted to anti-depressants, 
again prescribed for them by 
their doctors. And yet, when we 
discuss addictions, we usually

While the jungle cacti don't mind some sun, especially in 
winter when the sunshine is relatively weak, they will burn up if 
displayed in summer sunshine. But not the desert cacti. They 
will soak up and relish all the sunshine you can give them, 
winter and summer. And when they get enought sunshine in 
spring and Summer, most of the desert cacti will flower 
beautifully, e.g. Maxillarias and Echinopsis. 








Gardening

LIGHT - As mentioned, full sun year round, otherwise 
growth will be spindly and the plant will not flower. 

WATERING - The cacti need water just as much as other 
house plants, but not in the same way. During their normal 
growth period, usually from spring until fall when the plants 
are obviously growing and flowering, cacti should be watered 
like other succulent plants. Let grow dry and then soak. But 
during their natural dormancy period from fall until spring 
when all growth stops, you should be extremely stingy with 
water. In fact, some cacti buffs withhold water almost entirely, 
watering lightly only when the plant starts to shrink or shrivel 
slightly. If you overwater cacti during their dormancy period, 
you will almost certainly cause them to rot. 

FEEDING - Feed only during the spring, summer and fall 
and never, never during its winter dormancy period. Alternate 
a balanced fertilizer such as 20-20-20 and a high phosphorous 
fertilizer such as 10-15-10. Apply half strength and never more 
than one a month. 

So much for the sun-loving plants, and now, the plants that 
will thrive in bright light. 

Bright light, you will recall, exists to one side of a full sun 
window or in a room with plenty of glass and light coloured 
walls that reflect rather than absorb light. You can also classify 
light as bright in a location where you can easily read the print 
of a newspaper. And one more classification of bright light has 
to do with winter rather than summer sunshine. 

Bright light plants that would normally suffer from the 
direct rays of the summer sun will tolerate, even thrive, in the 
weak rays of the winter sun. But that usually means moving 
your plants from a summertime bright light location to a loca- 
tion in front of an east or a full-sun south window. Which would 
be fine for most house plants, but not for the first of the bright 
light plants we are going to talk about, one of the more popular 
of the foliage plants. 

0 THE WEEPING FIG OF FICUS BENJAMINI 

Affectionately known as the Benji, the weeping fig sports a 
profusion of four to six-inch slightly undulate, pointed leaves 
that are bright green when young and dark green when mature, 
on graceful, arching stems with contrasting gray bark. They 
can be started small from 12 to 18 inches and within a few years 
grow to a height of six feet. They are not a difficult plant to 
grow, but they do have one idiosyncrasy: they hate to be moved 
around. 

Within days of being brought home from the store, they start 
to lose their leaves and the cascade can be quite ominous. And 
then their owners erroneously decide that they don’t like their 
location and move them, with the result that more leaves are 
lost. 

Recognise that defoliation when placed in a new location is 
perfectly normal for the Benji and the main thing is don’t panic 
— and above all, don’t move them again. As soon as you get 
them home, put them in a bright light location and leave them 
be. Fortunately, the leaves will all grow back. It’s merely a mat- 
ter of time. One more suggestion for the successful growing of 
the Benjamini: in selecting its bright light location, avoid sit- 
ting the plant over or in front of a heat source such as a forced 
air vent or a radiator. 

LIGHT - Bright light as suggested, although it will handle 
some winter sun as long as the plant doesn’t have to be moved 
to receive it. If you wish to set it outside in the summer, make 
sure it is set in full shade, and again, be prepared for a shower of 
leaves when you return it indoors. 

WATERING - The Benjamini doesn’t like overwatering and 
will respond with a loss of leaves and like most house plants 
should not be watered by the calendar — daily, weekly or mon- 
thly — but rather, by demand. 

Let the growing medium dry out to the point when you insert 
your forefinger to the second knuckle, you feel nothing but a 
faint coolness. Then water thoroughly until the water runs out 
the drain holes. : 

FEEDING - Since the Benjamini is prized mainly for its 
stems and foliage, once a month it should receive a balanced 
fertilizer with a formulation such as 20-20-20, which means it 
has an even distribution of nitrogen, phosphorous and potash. 
Feed your Ficus primarily during the spring, summer and fall 
months with the fertilizer diluted to half the label strength. 
Feed no more than once during the winter, and then only if the 
plant is putting on new growth.

Everyone loves a good mystery. Was 
Anastasia executed with the rest of her 
family? Whatever became of the crew of 
the Mary Celeste? Not as well known as 
these mysteries, but nevertheless just as 
puzzling, is the tale of Kaspar Hauser 
In May 1828, a police officer in Nuren- 
berg, Germany, picked up a youth off the 
streets of the city. The boy was different in 
many ways. He stammered, but didn't 
appear to have the ability to talk. When 
questioned by the officer, the youth 
cowered, as if associating speech with 
some sort of abuse. The boy’s hair and 
body were filthy and his clothing was 
homemade shapeless rags. His feet were 
encased in crude, cracked shoes made of 
wood and leather 
The skinny lad was taken to a police sta- 
tion. He was stripped of his clothing and 
made to bathe. Sewn into the lining of his 
jacket, police found a note dated 16 years 
previously. It read, “I am a poor girl and 
cannot look after my child. His name 1s 
Kaspar Hauser. He has already been bap- 
tized. His father is dead. He was a soldier. 
When he is 16 years old, I beg of you to 
send him to Nurenberg to the Sixth Cavalry 
Regiment.

Worth special comment are 
Wayne Robson as Shorty, an amusing sidekick who js 
described as short, dark, dirty and unintelligent; Jackie 
Burroughs as a free-thinking, independent woman 
smothered by a male-dominated society; Timothy Web- 
ber as a sensitive police corporal. But it is really Farn- 
sworth’s picture.

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Free trade: Canada’s 
troubled dream PART II 


This editorial is the second ina series on free trade. This week: 


; rade is inevitable, is it also desirable] 

gf ee Prime Minister Brian Mulroney has made ne ia 

complishment of a U.S./Canadian free trade agreement a ¥ 

ly grail, a holy grail which he has pursued in the face a a 

protectionism abroad, critics at home and polls that tell him 

Canadians are afraid of free trade. His determination to get a 

free trade agreement has been particularly notable in contrast 

to his usual hemmings and hawings when his policies run into 
ublic opposition. : 

i Perhaps this is because Prime Minister Mulroney is above 

all a realist. Perhaps he is determined because he, too, has read 

the inevitability of free trade in the entrails of power politics. 

As we stated last week, he is almost certainly right. Free 

trade between the two countries is probably inevitable. In fact, 
trade between the U.S. and Canada has been quietly reaching 
the status of free trade as tariff barriers have generally fallen 
over the past decades. According to economists, by the end of 
1987, cross border trade will be about 95 per cent tariff free, 
the freest trade by far between any two countries in the world 
— and accomplished regardless of any free trade agreement 
signed by the two countries. 

And if free trade is inevitable, it is probably also desirable — 
at least in principle. Both countries are committed to the con- 
cept of free enterprise within the bounds of social responsibili- 
ty, though Canadians tend to be less religious in their free 
enterprise beliefs and more inclined to not only accept but en- 
courage government intervention in society and the 
marketplace than Americans. And the free enterprise system, 
while not an absolute virtue, has been generally good for both 
countries. Both countries enjoy both a high standard of living 
and widespread economic and political freedoms. Free trade is 
a natural consequence of the free enterprise economic ethic. 

We believe in principle that the free flow of goods and ser- 
vices is generally desirable. A competitive economy should be 
more attuned to consumer needs and desires, resulting in bet- 
ter goods and services at better prices. And economic freedom 
is essentially tied to the political freedoms of democracies such 
as the U.S. and Canada. 

Surely Canadian business and industry should be capable of 
standing up to competition — as long as it is fair competition. 
Surely Canadian goods and services are of high enough quality 
to compare favourably with the goods and services of anyone 
else in the world. If Canadian business can’t compete, then 
something is wrong with Canadian business.

MOIRA RIVER

Those who worry that the Bay of Quinte will become overrun 
by these huge fish can be reassured that no evidence of 
reproduction in our waters has been documented, probably 
because they are native to salt water habitats. It has also been 
noted that the salmon feed very little once they are overcome 
by their spawning instincts. 

While the chinook makes great table fare in the summer, 
remember they are now near death and the flesh is very soft 
and punky in the late fall. Because they have used so much 
energy migrating here, their fighting quality has been greatly 
diminished. 


WALLEYE 


Rain and snow haven't diminished the spirits of the many 
local die-hard walleye enthusiasts. 

Belleville angler Bill Storms, who spends countless hours on 
the bay, has had some nice size pickerel put the bite on a worm- 
sweetened jig. Storms also tells me the Trent River at night is 
giving up some nice fish when using Rebels, Rapalas and other 
fluorescent minnow imitations. 


MUSKY 


Crowe Lake has been the successful musky hunting ground 
for Thurlow angler Kevin Winter and his father. They've 
caught and released muskelunge up to 23 inches.

BITS [BITES 


The acrobatic rainbow continue to dazzle lakeshore anglers 
between Brighton and Port Hope. The same anglers are repor- 
ting an increase in the catch of coho salmon, which we thought 
had almost disappeared from our waters. 

The Normandale hatchery has 40,000 baby Atlantic salmon 
ready for planting near Wilmot Creek in 1988. Overharvesting 
and pollution wiped out this native species in the 1800s and it is 
now being re-introduced to Lake Ontario. Reports are these 
tough fighting fish will reproduce naturally, leaving less 
pressure on the MNR ho stock expensive ‘“‘put and take” 
nonreproducing species such as the chinook and cohoe. 

The Napanee MNR is doing some tests with selective non-gill 
netting in our area. This work could be very valuable in assess- 
ing our forage base and general health of species in this region. 
We hope the dollars we pay for our sport fishing licences will be 
put into more projects such as this. 

I’ve had the opportunity to meet some of the personnel from 
the ministry in Napanee and am convinced that we have one of 
the most co-operative regional offices in the province. Did you 
know that all the conservation officers in Napanee are 
fishermen, too? They’re out there to look after our interests! 
Good fishin’!

) DIZYGOTHECA or FALSE ARALIA 

Third on the bright light list is a plant with unusual foliage 
and unusual needs — the Dizygotheca or False Aralia. 
Chocolate brown, jagged, slender leaflets at the end of thin 
leafstalks supported on slim stalks that rarely reach above five 
feet. It likes high humidity but hates to be overwatered. 

LIGHT - Cool bright light but no sunshine. 

WATERING - Soak and then let go dry even past the point 
of faint coolness in the soil. If the light is not bright enough in 
winter, the plant will go into dormancy, and in this case, water 
infrequently and lightly. Overwatering will result in a shower of 
leaves. 

FEEDING - The standard 20-20-20 water-soluble half 
strength but only when the plant is putting on new growth, 
usually from early spring until late fall. 

_J AFRICAN VIOLETS 

Next on the list is a whole family of plants known as 
Gesneraids, a family that contains North America’s most 
popular house plant — the African Violet. Easy to grow, easy 
to bring into flower and easy to propagate, it has been 
estimated that the African Violet makes up anywhere from 15 
to 25 per cent of all house plant sales.

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Detectives were sure they had their man and set 
about shorin up their case. Witnesses were found 
who swore t Keller and Dan had often argued 
about business matters. despite the fact that Keller 


upstairs. Later, when Keller emerged from the cel- 
lar, he was rumpled and dirty, as if he had been 
digging. It was a most unusual incident, which now 
took on sinister overtones. It was shortly after this 
incident that the Red Star Laundry folded. 

Police questioned everyone who had business 
dealings with the dead man in an attempt to come 
up with a motive for the crime. They didn’t have 
far to look. One acquaintance told them that Dan 
had raised $1,500 to pay off a second mortgage on 
the building housing his leather business He was 
Carrying the $1,500 in cash the day he disappeared 

On the chance that the trunk had once been in 
Keller’s home, police found the apartment where he 
had lived at the time of Dan's disappearance. Folks 
couldn't remember anything 


too. I should. I tore my dress on it and it was a new 
dress and only the second time on.”’ 

Annie had seen a horse and Wagon draw up out- 
Side 1818 Wensley. “The front door was open and | 
looked inside. That’s when I brushed up against the 
packing case. It was at the side of the door and that 
nail certainly spoiled my new dress. I was surpr-sed 
to see the Kellers moving.”’ 

Detectives theorized that Dan McNichol had been 
murdered at the leather store on Hamilton St. The 
body was taken to the Keller home on Wensley St., 
where it was placed in the trunk. The packing case 
was delivered to the Kellers’ home and the trunk 
placed inside. Then it was delivered to the Red Star 
Laundry. Ed Connery had walked in on Keller w hile 
he was burying it. 

Keller was faced with this damning theory, as 
well as Annie Seasman’s Statement. He vehemently 
denied everything and urged police to locate Dan 
McNichol, whom he insisted was still alive. Police 
knew better. Keller was arrested and charged with 
McNichol’s murder. On April 25, 1916, he stood trial 

The case against Keller was Strong, but had one 
obvious flaw. The prosecution could not produce the 
murder weapon and, in fact, could not prove that 


Keller had ever owned a .32 calibre pistol. Mrs 
Keller admitted that a trunk was brought to their 
apartment, but swore that it had not been used to 
Store a body. 

Enough doubts were placed in the jury’s mind so 
that they brought in a verdict of guilty of man 
Slaughter. Keller was sentenced to 10 to 12 years in 


Eastern State Penitentiary 
In 1924, after serving eight years. Keller was 
released from prison. While incarcerated. he proved 
to be an excellent craftsman in leather work. « hich 
was his original trade. As a result. he sold enough 
of his wares to accumulate a tidy nest egg of $6,000 
Keller was also a ladies man. After he was sen 


tenced, it was learned that Mrs. Keller. who had 
done so much to save Ed, had not been legally mar 
ried to him. Keller was free to woo and win another 
woman while serving his time. He did just that 


Miss Jennie Flanagan became Mrs. Edward Keller 
the day after Ed was released from prison 

You would think that Keller, with a new wife and 
$6,000 in the kitty, would settle down. but that just 
wasn't Ed’s way. He obtained employment at the 
Corn Exchange National Bank and proceeded to 
Steal $20,000 of the bank's late deposits 

Keller, acting on impulse, took a taxi home. col 
lected his personal belongings and continued on to 
the Lorraine Hotel. He paced the hotel room floor 
Would he be traced and caught before he could flee 
Philadelphia? He couldn't just hang around _ With 
perspiration streaming down his face, Keller 
grabbed his loot and headed for the street. Once 
there, he hailed a taxi and opened his suitcase to 
gaze at all the lovely folding money he had just 
stolen . 

When the taxi driver couldn't get a response from 
his fare, he stopped and peered into the back seat 
Ed Keller had knocked over the suitcase and was 
lying in a sea of bank notes. He was rushed to 
hospital, but it was too late. He had died of heart 
failure.

OFFICERS PROTECTED 





Established as a police village 150 years ago, the 
Picton police department has gone through many 
changes and now will probably go out of existence 
with the approval of the Ontario Police Commission 


received last week. 


At one time, the Picton police 
had such a desperate need for 
equipment that officers were re- 
quired to supply their own 
firearms — one even carried a 
German Luger — and the chief 
made his rounds on his bicycle. 

In 1987, with the spectre 
looming once again of lack of 
adequate and up-to-date polic- 
ing equipment, one of the major 
considerations for switching to 
OPP protection is the growing 
cost of the technology of crime 
prevention and the protection of 
the citizenry. 

The disbanding of the Picton 
police force, which according to 
Picton counsel Richard Byers 
will save the town $75,000 per 
year, depends on the following 
conditions set out by the On- 
tario Police Commission in its 
Nov. 24 endorsement of the 
town's proposal. 

A contract between the 
solicitor general of Ontario and 
the town must be executed, 
specifying a commencement 
date. The commission report 
notes that the solicitor general 
has not yet determined whether 
or not she will recommend such 
action to the management board 
and cabinet. 

Further, each officer on the 
Picton police force must be of- 
fered employment as a member 
of the OPP and a final arbitra- 
tion must be held between the 
town and its present police 
regarding severance pay should 
a member of the force choose 
not to join the OPP.

| Saas A Macdonald's National Policy of tariff barriers in 
the 1870s and 1880s was designed to protect Canada’s fledgl- 
ing industries in Central Canada from the more mature and 
developed industries of the Northeastern U.S. At that time, 
tariff barriers made sense. Without that protection, Canada 
might not have been able to develop its own industries and 
would be today even more of a hewer of wood and carrier of 
Water to other industrial nations than it already is. . 
But if industries need protection when they are just born, 
then they should grow into strong, mature industries without 
a need for further protection. Like children, they must be pro- 
tected and nurtured for the independence of adulthood — but 
the independence of adulthood must come someday. With that 
n mind, perhaps tariffs to protect young industry should be 
designed with a “sunset” provision for termination of the 
fariff. If the tariffs are gradually dropped over an announced 
period of time, then everyone has a chance to prepare for free 
trade in that industry and can take the necessary steps for it. 
Tariffs are also legitimate in areas important to national 
policy. Food, for example, is crucial to any nation. While coun- 
tries can enjoy the luxury of imported specialty foods, no coun- 
try should become dependent on others for the staples of life. 
But, the necessities imposed by climate and geography can 
make farming here uncompetitive with farming elsewhere. 
When farmers here are able to export their products, then they 
don't need protection. When farmers here are trying to pro- 
duce luxury products that can be more economically grown in 
warmer and more hospitable countries, then they don’t need 
protection. But when they produce the staples of life and are 
threatened by farmers elsewhere, then they need and deserve 
protection, not to shelter them from competition, but to ensure 
that a critical national resource is not lost. 

Other areas where tariffs can be used legitimately to protect 
the national interest might include access to energy and other 
critical natural resources, internal transportation and com- 
nunication and cultural affairs. Defence is another area of con- 
cern, but tariffs have little bearing here since the government 
5 the buyer and can simply decide to generate its own defence 
ndustries rather than purchasing from foreign nationals.

And when a tariff is imposed because of such a national in- 
terest, then it will be but one tool in a well-thought out na- 
tional policy, not a knee jerk reaction in an international trade

Now, thanks to an unexpected 
bequest, the WCA has acquired 
another home on Church Street 
that it has renovated and divid- 

ed into a duplex. The downstairs 
is already rented, but the two 
bedroom upstairs apartment is 
still vacant. They are now seek- 
ing people to live there, says 
June Campbell, a member of the 
WCA board of directors. 

The aim of the WCA when it 
was formed was to help elderly 
citizens who had no families to 
look after them. This was long 
before pensions were available 
and indigents often had trouble 
securing enough food or 
clothing. Many had to stay 
overnight in the local jail, 
especially in the cold months. 

In 1880, the WCA opened its 
first home called the ““Home of 
the Friendless” on Coleman 
Street with 18 residents, three 
of them children. 

In 1880 after an outbreak of il- 
Iness, the WCA recognized the 
need for a hospital in Belleville.

WCA STARTED HOSPITAL 


At that time, the closest 
hospital was in Kingston. The 
group started to raise funds for 
a hospital, and in 1884, Mrs. 
Nathan Jones, the group's se- 
cond president, turned the sod 
for Belleville General Hospital. 
BGH was completed for $20,000 
and opened in July of 1886 as 
the only hospital between 
Toronto and Kingston. 


The WCA continued to run 
the hospital until 1948 when, 
with additions and 194 beds, it 
became too big for the group to 
maintain. It was turned over to 
the city along with a gift of 
$100,000 they had just received 


for building a convalescent 
home. 
By 1948, the Home for the 


Friendless had changed into the 
Home for the Aged and moved 
first to West Moira and Frank 
Streets and then to John and 
East Dundas. Tragically on Jan. 
24, 1948, the home was 
destroyed by fire and two 
residents died of smoke inhala- 
tion. The home was never 
rebuilt as the city and county

joined forces to build their own 
old age home. 

In 1954, though, the organiz 
tion bought a new property at 
58 Highland Ave. The home was 


fully renovated to become a 
boarding residence for elderly 
ladies and has continued until 
this day as a nonprofit home — 
although not just for the elder- 
ly. Several Loyalist students 
live on the third floor, which the 
elderly can find difficult to 
reach. 

According to Mrs. Campbell, 
the home doesn’t offer nursing 
care, but does have a cleaning 
lady and two cooks. As was the 
case since 1880, no smoking or 
drinking is allowed. 

Is there still room for a 
private organization such as the 
WCA? Mrs. Campbell thinks 
there is. 

“As long as we can keep our 
rooms filled, we'll continue,” she 
said. And that shouldn't be a 


problem with the tight rental 


situation not only here but 
across the province and the 
greying of Ontario as the pro- 


vince s population grows older

Gardening

1 ZEBRINA 
Actually there are four varieties of Zebrina, the Pendula, the 


Discolour, the Purpusii and the Quadricolour, but the most 
common is the Pendula with oval leaves about two inches long 
with a green and white iridescent upper surface and rich purple 
underside, colours that stay bright in bright light but fade 
quickly if the light is too low. ; 

WATERING - In bright light, these plants will grow year 
round, although they may take a rest period in mid-winter when 
all growth will stop. When plants are growing actively, soak un- 
til the water runs out the drain holes, then soak again and do 
not water again until the growing medium dries to a faint 
coolness. 

FEEDING - Once every two weeks or every second watering 
as long as the plants are growing with a 20-20-20 water-soluble 
fertilizer diluted half strength. 

These plants love the warmth and do not require anything 
special in terms of humididity, which makes them an ideal 
apartment plant, which is more than I can say for the next 
bright light cascading plant on our list. 

(] BOSTON FERN 

Again, we are not dealing with one plant but with a number 
of varieties that vary not only in the size of their fronds, but 
also in their shapes and growing habits from semi-erect to 
cascading. The most common variety and usually the most 
satisfactory for growing in the home is the Cordifolia. Light 
green fronds that grow up to two feet long are usually about 
four inches wide at the base and narrow to 1/4 inch at the tip. 

LIGHT - Bright light year round, although they will tolerate 
(but not enjoy) dim light for three to four weeks. 

WATERING - Ferns should never be allowed to go dry, nor 
should they be grown soaking wet. When you water, soak 
thoroughly, then apply the standard test with your forefinger, 
watering only when a faint coolness is felt. 

There is another point you should remeber in the watering of 
a Boston fern. It is not a single plant. Rather, each frond is an 
individual plant attached to plants around it through 
underground stolons but also with its own root system. So, 
when you are watering, make sure you cover the whole surface 
from the centre to the edge of the pot. 

SPEDIAL POINTS - The Boston fern enjoys normal humidi- 
ty as long as temperatures are moderate, but often in winter as 
the furnace comes on more and more, humidity drops and that 
1s a good time to sit the Boston pot every evening on a layer of 
pebbles in a plant saucer. 

_One more thing. Every so often, you will see your Boston put- 
ting out what seem to be thin, furry, leafless stems. Actually, 
rae are the stolons I mentioned earlier, aerial roots looking 
or some place to start a new plant. You have two choices.

The development comes after 
several years of wrangling 
between Zellers, which had ac- 
quired the site, and downtown 
merchants which ended in the 
Zellers chain selling the proper- 
ty to Great Northern 
Developments. Mr. Christie said 
his company had tried to buy 
property on North Front Street 
several times over the past few 
When he learned the 
Zellers property was for sale, he 
jumped at the opportunity, 
signing the deal within one day. 

The plaza will be anchored by 
a 30,000 square foot Loeb Food 
Store and will include a mix of 
national and local retailers. Two 
local retailers who will be open- 
ing stores there were delighted 
by the location.

‘MIDDLE CLASS’ 
SHOW UP AT 
FOOD BANK 


By Ted West 


A year and a half after opening in May of 1986, de- 
mand has swelled at the Gleaners Food from Quinte 
area people desperate for food. And, according to 
Denise Boilard, co-ordinator of the food bank, grow- 
ing numbers of middle class people have been turn- 
ing to Gleaners for food in their desperation as well. 

In the month of November alone, the food bank 
provided necessities to 252 individuals or families. 


Most of the recipients are 
single mothers who just can’t 
stretch the monthly budget far 
enough. And the main reason 
their budgets won't stretch is 
the high cost of accomodation, 
Miss Boilard says. 

While home economists sug- 
gest 25 per cent of income 
should go towards rent, Miss 
Boilard says that as much as 50 
to 75 per cent of the incomes of 
the people who come to the food 
bank goes towards rent. Which 
doesn’t leave much for food, let 
alone the clothing, 
transportation or even a 
babysitter. 

Most of the people who come 
to Gleaners are referred through

As of Monday afternoon, 
the Ontario Fire Marshall’s 
office had not determined a 
cause for the blaze that 
destroyed Cherney’s Fur- 
niture on the weekend, but 
had ruled out arson and 
mischief following forcible 
entry.

Growing 
numbers of middle class people 
are turning to the food bank 
after unexpected losing their 
jobs. Others, usually women

HAITI'S TRAGEDY

Free trade is essentially about the removal of aire PaaS, 
tariff barriers erected generally to accomplish two t aes Be 
tect native industries and raise funds (read “‘taxes”’) for 
government. re 
Bat tenitis aren't the only barriers to free trade. Subsidies, 
social and political policies and cultural eye e ed up 
barriers. Canada, for example, has a more extensive welfare 
safety net than the United States. That is the course that 
Canadians have chosen; should we be required to give up that 
vision of our country? Canada has chosen to provide federal 
subsidies to even out regional disparities. Should we give up 
those subsidies and the vision of a country that goes along 
with them? The U.S. defense economy drives the national U.S. 
economy. The vast majority of research and development 
funds go towards defense projects, which are heavily subsidiz- 

ed by the defense budget. That is a choice made by Americans, 

must we make the same choice? ne 

Cultural differences will also create barriers to trade. Will 
Canada dismantle its gun laws to match those in the U.S. and 
thus open the door to Saturday Night Specials and all the 
other guns widely available in the U.S.? Not likely. Canadians 
don’t want a society like that. 

Tariff barriers are relatively easy to identify and deal with. 
but the issues of social and political policies, of cultural dif. 
ferences, are not. And that’s one area where the free trade 
agreement between the U.S. and Canada is not clear. Has 
Canada given up the right to direct its own social policies in 
directions different from the U.S.? Has Canada, for example, 
given up its social welfare net system? Its regional subsidies? 
Its crown corporations? Its marketing boards for agricultural 
Products? Its support for Canadian artists and writers? 

We don't know. 

One thing is clear. though. The agreement signed be 
the two countries is more than just a trade agreement dealing 
simply with the reduction and elimination of tariff barriers to 
the free flow of goods and services across the border.

Under cross examination. Dr Hillier 
came under some criticism when it was 
established that he had the time to 
write out the medication order but was 
in a rush to leave the hospital for a 
week's holiday in Paris. He was also 
criticized for turning over the care of a 
critically ill patient to another doctor 
through a telephone answering service 

Defence lawyer Pat Piscitelli’s prob 
ing of administrator Maureen Costello 
elicited the information that at Mor- 
ton General there had been a certain 
degree of laxity in following procedures 
Several charts were produced that were 
not signed by doctors. Others were 
brought into evidence that did nol have 
nurse’s signatures. One doctor used a 
rubber stamp for his signature. In one 
case, medication was given to a patient 
25 times without the doctor's Signature 
in the designated area 


The defence made two points clear. 
Firstly, that the general procedure 
followed by other nurses in the hospital 
was no better than that performed by 
Anne Capute. Secondly, Anne's inten- 
tion was to make her patient more com- 
fortable and to allow her to die in digni- 
ty, rather than to cause her death. The 
jury obviously agreed. Anne Capute 
was found not guilty. 

Lawyer Pat Piscitelli advises me that 
Mrs. Capute has had her nursing 
licence reinstated and is now employed 
as a private nurse.

graduates now go on to post 
secondary education. 

With the cooperation of 
Loyalist College, a program is in 
the planning stages to further 
the offering of support services 
to graduates of the school. 

In addition to the develop- 
ment of devices such as close 
captioned films and FM 
Systems to enhance hearing 
capability, there is growing 
usage of the TDD telephone 
system. 

A recent demonstration of 
this advance in communication 
occurred when one of the school 
bus drivers had to contact the 
parent of a child she transports. 
The mother of the child is also 
deaf. By calling an “800 
number in Toronto, the 
telephone operator completed a 
communication using com- 
puter/telephone link up. The 
message was visually 
transmitted by the telephone 
operator to the deaf child’s 
home and the reply was return- 
ed to the operator who verbally 
answered the bus driver's 
query. In a very few minutes a 
communication took place that, 
without this new innovation, 
would have required at least an 
80 kilometer drive to impart a 
message, if indeed the message 
could have been transmitted at 
all. 

Once a student of Sir James 
Whitney has graduated there is 
continuing suport as well. 
Through the Canadian Hearing 
Society in Belleville interpreters 
are available for medical, legal, 
business and education needs. 

Then there is “Sign-Inn”, a 
group home for developmentally 




























delayed hearing impaired 
adults. 
Sir James Whitney also 


operates a “bridging program 
of one year’s post secondary 
training for vocational integra- 
tion. 

Also with the cooperation of 
Loyalist College, the school 
makes the Sir James campus 
available for continuing educa- 
tion programs for both hearing 
and hearing impaired adults. 

If one were to look at an ar- 
bitrary scale of success, just one 
of the graduates of Sir James 
Whitney considered as a success 
story is Clifton Carbin. 

Mr. Carbin graduated from 
the sc hool in the 1960s, pro- 
gressed to Gauladet College in 
the United States and taught at 
the Alberta College in Edmon- 
ton. He now operates a 
counselling and home training 
program for the deaf in Van- 
couver, In addition, Mr. Carbin 
has been a president of the 

Canadian Association of the 
Deaf, and is a well known Cana- 
dian sociologist and author. 

Perhaps less well known but 
equally successful in the 
management of their lives are 
the countless other graduates of 
Sir James Whitney whho live 
and work and enjoy their lives 
right in the Belleville area, and 
threoughout the resst of 

Canada.

Fo mistake, they are still around and for good reason. Most of 
them are not demanding in their care and will tolerate some 
neglect. And some are among the toughest house plants 
available. Such as the lead plant on our list of house plants that 
will tolerate moderate light. 
ASPIDISTRA 
A Victorian favourite because it was one of the few plants 
that could withstand the fumes when gas lighting was in- 
troduced to homes. It is one of the toughest plants available to 
home gardeners that will survive in dark corners and will do lit- 
tle growing but will thrive in moderate light. Expect little or 
nothing in the way of flowering, but it does have attractive, 
dark green, shiny leaves rising about 15 to 20 inches from the 
rootstock. 
LIGHT - Will do okay in dim light or light from a table or 
floor lamp but will grow well in bright light. 
WATERING - As long as it is growing, soak it and then let it 
go dry, then soak again. . 
FEEDING - A water-soluble 20-20-20, half strength every 
two weeks as long as it is growing. 
AGLAONEMA 
Second on the list of tough, bright light plants is the 
Aglaonema that goes under the rather odd name of Chinese 
Evergreen — odd since it is neither Chinese in origin nor an 
evergreen. Subtly patterned gray, cream or green leaves, often 
with contrasting markings that will burn in the sunshine. In 
bright light will often produce a flowerhead consisting of a 
white spathe with a central spadix. Both should be removed so 
that growth strength will go into leaf production rather than 
flowers and berries. 
LIGHT -Lright light and it will thrive.

In the waiting 
room of the County of 
Hastings Department of 
Social Services a woman is 
waiting.

good the budget was by men- 
tioning that the city was 
undergoing one of the largest 
public works programs in its 
history. As proof, he cited the 
increase in the sidewalk pro- 
gram, which more than doubled 
to $100,000 from previous 
years, the fact that the public 
works department was resurfac- 
ing and reconstruction of many 
of Belleville’s roads. 

Major cuts in the budgets in- 
cluded requests for a $15,000 in 
the fire department budget and 
an equal amount from the police 
force. 

Police Chief Bob Begbie failed 
to show up for the budget 
meeting and a request for him to 
show up for the final budget was 
forwarded. It is not required for 
him to show up to the meeting 
but there was a general con- 
sensus that he should do so in 
common courtesy. 


Many of the grant requests 
under recreational and cultural 
services were kept at or close to 
their 1987 limits. A budget re- 
quest from the Gleaner’s Food 
Bank for $5000 was turned 
down and the Kinsmen Club 
pool funding was cut to $5000 
from a requested $10,000.

This 
week: does free trade mean political union: 
Gaia nationalists fear a free trade deal with the U.S. for 
reasons that go back to the warp and woof of Canadian pe 
The history of Canada, as we saw in the first editorial, can be 
seen as a history of the free trade debate. oe 
And that fear of U.S. domination through economic union Is 
well grounded. Bismark forced economic union on the German 
states in the 19th century as a first step towards a politically 
unified Germany. First the tariff barriers fell, then the political 
independence. And American culture is seductive, not only to 
a country with close geographic, political and cultural ties, but 
to others as well. In Europe, for example, despite different 
languages, different cultures and geographic distance from the 
American colossus, a debate is underway over cheap American 
television programing flooding the airwaves. Some are arguing 
for minimum quotas to be set on European content. Sounds 
familiar, doesn’t it? 

Can Canada maintain its independence as a nation and a 
culture despite a free trade agreement that binds the two na- 
tions more closely together? Yes, but only if Canada seeks to 
identify and strengthen those areas where it is different from 
the U.S. 

The two major differences, of course, are the French fact and 
the English connection, the two great solitudes of Canadian 
history. Canada is different from the U.S. because of Quebec 
and the notion of two founding races, a notion quite different 
from the U.S. melting pot which has assimilated not only a 
flood of immigrants but French speaking populations as well. 
The French fact has meant that Canada has gradually moved 
away from centralization to decentralization, away from a 
single culture or even two cultures to a_ genuine 
multiculturalism. That makes Canada different from the U.S., 
and it’s a difference to be treasured in the view of a 
transplanted American. Bilingualism, much as some 
Anglophones hate it, is a visible way of saying Canada is dif- 
ferent. Even the boxes of Corn Flakes (Flocon du Mais) on the 
breakfast table proclaim that difference. 

The second major difference is more subtle but none the less 
real: Canada’s English connection symbolized by the attach- 
ment to the Crown. We acknowledge a queen and we have 
governor s general and lieutenant governors as her represen- 
tative. We have crown attorneys instead of district attorneys 
and our judges acknowledge that their authority is derived 
from and their allegiance is towards the Queen — unlike the

By now, the FBI had several clues with which to 
work. The Columbia Broadcasting Corp. had a tran- 
script of Tommy Dorsey’s live broadcast. The song 
had started at 46 minutes past midnight. Norman 
Miller gave investigators an approximation of how 
long he had driven in the car to the gang's hideout. 
In this way, agents were able to determine the 
outer extremities of a circle within which the 
hideout must be located. Norman also told the FBI 
that, while being held captive, he had heard church 
bells and what he thought might be billiard balls 
striking each other. He also related that when the 
men received the $18,000 ransom, they were elated 
and mentioned that they first got the idea of kid- 
rapping him when they saw his father at a race- 
track. 

While FBI agents searched for a pool hall within 
earshot of a church inside the boundaries of their 
Suspect area, it was decided that the kidnappers 
might be regular horse players. Since the famous 
Saratoga meet was then taking place in upper New 
York State, FBI agents travelled to the famous old 
town to search for the kidnappers’ car. 

Sure enough, they spotted a Packard coupe with 
the licence plates 6C-6500. The ownership was 
checked out. The car belonged to Dennis Gula of 


Brooklyn, N.Y. The previous year’s licence number 
was 7N-900. 


Upon investigating Dennis Gula, it was learned 
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The FBI kept Demetrius under surveillance. They 
soon learned of his three friends. Steve Sacoda was 
then in jail for parole violation. The other two men 
close to Demetrius were John Murphy and Willy 
Jacknis. All four men had police records. Sacoda 
had a distinctive metallic voice. 

Despite seeing their abductors for only seconds, 
the kidnap victims were able to pick out photos of 
the four men from police mug shots. Demetrius was 
easily recognized as he bore a striking resemblance 
to Buster Keaton, the famous movie comic 

The four men were taken into custody. Demetrius 
was the first to confess. The others made partial 
confessions. All had one thing in common They told 
the same story regarding the fate of the first kidnap 
victim, Arthur Fried. 

The gang had panicked when they read accounts 
of the kidnapping in the newspaper. Arthur was 
being held in the basement of the Ukrainian Hall 
As soon as Sacoda heard that the kidnapping was 
public knowledge, he shot Fried in the head at point 
blank range. The body was then placed in the fur- 
nace. The men waited four hours before peeking 
inside the roaring interior. There was not much left 
of Arthur Fried. More coal was heaped inside and 
soon there was no trace whatever left of Arthur 

ried. 


All four men were tried and convicted of murder 


Each was executed in Sing Sing’s electric chair 






that he was a hard working, honest citizen who ran 
a bar/poolroom in the Ukrainian Hall in Brooklyn. 
One street away was a church. Gula was an 
unlikely suspect, but his son, Demetrius, who nor- 
mally drove the Packard, was another kettle of fish. 
Demetrius earned a small salary assisting his 
father. However, he lived far beyond his means,

This is the first of two films with the same theme that 
will be reviewed over the Christmas season (the other is 
‘The Karate Kid”). Both deal, in very different ways, 
with the same problem: how do relatively small, quite nor- 
mal teenagers, who have moved to a new environment, 
deal with bigger, sadistic bullies? 

Because of the title (“My Bodyguard”), it is easy to 
assume that the whole plot of this movie has been given 
away. Don’t make that mistake. It is not predictable and 
the fast-moving story keeps the viewers guessing. At 
about the half-way point, when it seems as if there is 
nowhere else to go, it suddenly takes off in a new direc- 
tion 

Most of the actors are completely convincing in their 
roles. Chris Makepeace (Cliff) is likeable, smart and amus- 
ing as the potential victims Adam Baldwin (Linderman) 
makes his film debut as an oversized, menacing-looking 
kid rumoured to be a murderer and rapist; and Matt 
Dillon (Moody) is a sleazy bully who extorts money from 
the smaller students. The only unrealistic character is 
Ruth Gordon, who badly overacts her role as the pushy, 
silly grandmother. : 
The things that lift this film far above average are its 
insight, humour, touches of sadness, and its ability to 
convince the audience that the problems facing the kids 
ally important to them. It does this much more ef- 
ly than is done by many “significant” movies,

The leader of the pack is the Massangeana, commonly known 
as the Corn Plant. With bright green leaves, up to four inches 
wide and three feet long with a wide, yellow centre stripe 
bordered in yellow lines, the Massangeana seldom tops more 
than four feet. Leaves are bunched at the top of a scaly stem 
that often produces one or two side shoots. Yellow stripes will 
fade if the moderate light levels are too moderate. 

Growing in popularity is the Warnecki and for good reason. 
It is as easy to grow as the Massangeana and has more striking 
foliage - deep green, shiny, narrow leaves striped in brilliant 
white. 

The Warnecki behaves itself indoors, rarely exceeding four 
feet with arching leaves, 18 inches long and two inches wide 
and like all good Dracaenas, the Warnicki loses its lower leaves 
- naturally - and at an accelerated rate if it is overwatered. 

I believe the plant lovers are starting to accept the fact that a 
long, thin, scaley stem comes with the territory when you own a 
Marginata. As the plant matures, lower leaves droop and fall, 
(and there's nothing you can do about it), leaving an attractive 
cluster of leaves at the top. 

A tolerant plant that is the easiest to grow of the Dracaenas, 
the Marginata grows a dense cluster of leaves, two feet long 
but only one half an inch wide, deep green with thin, purple 
margins. They can reach ten feet but rather slowly. I have seen 
clumps in shopping malls that topped 25 feet. 

Fairly new to the market is the Tricolour, same physical 
structure as the Marginata but with leaves striped in pink, 
yellow and green. A little less tolerant of low humidity than the 
Marginata but not difficult to grow. 

WATERING - They like lots of water when they are putting 
on foliage, slightly damp at all times but far less in the middle 
of winter. Then let the top two inches dry to a point of faint 
coolness then water thoroughly. 

LIGHT - They don’t like sunshine unless it is filtered through 
a curtain, will thrive in bright light and do well in moderate 
light as long as it is not too moderate, then colours will fade. 

FEEDING - Every two weeks April through October with a 

20-20-20 diluted half strength. 
_| PHILODENDRON - Best known of the Philodendron genus 
is a plant commonly called the Split-Leaf Philodendron, when it 
is in reality not a Philodendron at all. Rather it is a breadfruit 
that goes by the name of Monstera Deliciosa, a tropical vine 
from Mexico and Central America that will gradually outgrow 
the home, becoming ceiling high and straggly and then there is 
no choice but to start over. 

Perforated and deeply lobed leaves growing from a central 
stem are the attraction. Major complaint - leaves stop splitting. 
Major reason - light too low. It usually happens at the top of 
the plant where light levels are lower. Another theory is based 
on the fact that the plant is often called the ‘‘Huricane Plant 
with split leaves standing up well to high winds. After a long 
time inside the plant concludes there are not going to be any 
more high winds and so it stops splitting its leaves. So the 
Story goes. : 

In the Philodendron genus proper there is a plant that 
everyone has grown who has ever put a plant in a pot - the 
heart-shaped Philodendron. This little vine faithfully produces 
its hart-shaped three to four inch leaves almost anywhere 
although in low light they soon get pretty skimpy looking. 

An often overlooked use, as camouflage for the naked stems 
of Rubbers, Dieffenbachias and the Dracaenas. Simply plant 
two or three heart-shaped Philodendron vines at the naked base 
of the plant and train the stems around the,trunk as they grow. 

One Philodendron that is deserving of more attention Is the 
Burgundy. Like many Philodendrons it is a climbing vine les 
climbs rather slowly, three to four inches a year, and densely, 
with closely spaced 12-inch lance-shaped leaves growing 
horizontally.

The Ontario Provincial Police 
Christmas/New _Year RIDE 
driver check program started 
two weeks early this year on 
Nov. 15 and will continue 
through the holiday system.

A total of 2,938 
motorists were taken off the 
road with 12 hour licence 
Suspensions and 1,595 people 
faced Liquor Licence Act 
charges for having alcohol easi- 
ly accessible to the driver.

machinery — one of the major 
costs to farmers — is continuing 
to increase. Petroleum costs, 
however, another major expense 
connected with farm equipment, 
have dropped slightly. 

According to Mr. Young, the 
average investment by farmers 
in field equipment and 
machinery is about 13 to 17 per 
cent of the total farm assets. 

The 1986 Ontario Farm 
Management Analysis Project 
shows that the average dairy 
farmer has about $80,000 in- 
vested in field equipment and 
another $16,000 to $18,000 in 
barn equipment. On a per acre 
basis, field equipment for this 
group averaged approximately 
$340 per tillable acre. Swine 
farrow-to-finish operators 
averaged about the same invest- 
ment on field machinery at $335 
per acre. Cash crop operators, 
on the other hand, invested less 
in field machinery, an average of 
only $260 per acre. 

‘Farmers’ passion for new 
machinery and equipment is 
understandable as it continues 
to substitute for labour and is 
one of the major reasons why 
one farmer can now feed approx- 
imately 90 consumers as oppos- 
ed to 25 twenty years ago,”’ He 
said. ‘‘Unfortunately, it is easy 
to go overboard on the purchase 
of equipment.”’

THROUGH LOOPHOLE

On Dec. 14, Belleville 
Alderman Stu Meeks blew 
smoke through a loophole in 
city bylaw 12136, which bans 
smoking in places of public 
assembly. 

Another resolution, 
however, allowed Ald. 
Meeks to smoke during a 
preliminary budget hearing 
Dec. 14. Although smoking 
is banned during council 
meetings and three no smok- 
ing signs are posted in the 
chambers, a loophole allows 
smoking at certain times 
such as during a meeting of 
council as a committee of 
the whole. 

At a Dec. 17 council 


closing, Ald. Meeks respond- 
ed to a Dec. article in the In- 
telligencer about his smok- 
ing. He pointed out that he 
had smoked nine cigarettes, 
not five, and then added 
that the resolution allowed 
him to smoke legally during 
the meeting. Ald. Meeks 
also added that he was sorry 
the article made fellow coun- 
cil members look foolish for 
not enforcing the bylaw, 
which in his view he hadn't 
broken. 

If Ald. Meeks had broken 
the bylaw, he could have 
been subject to fines totall- 
ing $1,000. 

In past years, Ald. Meeks 








has been an avid opponent 
of smoking bans.

The recently concluded Gorbachev/Reagan summit des 
us of the song of the angels at the first Christmas as recorde 
in the Biblical tale: “‘Peace on earth to men of goodwill. : 

One of the most striking aspects of that summit was the 
bond of goodwill that one sensed between the two men and 
thus the nations they represent. The goodwill was striking 
enough given the generation of illwill between the two super- 
powers and all the more striking given the US. president's 
view of the Soviet Union as “an evil empire” and the tradi- 
tional Soviet suspicion of its Superpower counterpart. 

Is that sense of goodwill real or just play acting? And if the 
goodwill is real, does it run deeper than just between two men? 
Can it form the basis for peace between the two nations despite 
the very real and basic disagreement between their systems? 

Those are questions whose answers will become more plain 
over time. Trust and goodwill depends upon actions after the 
words are all done. However, just reaching an agreement — for 
the first time ever — on a means of verification of nuclear 
disarmament is a major achievement and an indication that 
the goodwill is real. 

How appropriate that peace on earth thanks to men of good- 
will seems a little bit closer than before during this advent

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Editor's Note: The following 
letter was sent to Prime 
Minister Brian Mulroney by 
Belleville resident Donald Bur- 
shaw Sr. 

As a Canadian who loves his 
country, which I know is shared 
by a great number of other 
Canadians, that love Canada 
too. I don’t think I am alone in 
my thinking on the so called 
“free trade dilemma’”’ that is 
turning Canadian against Cana- 
dian and province against Pro- 
vince. Is there anyone who 
understands what ‘‘free trade’’ 
really is? Maybe it’s just me, or 
are there more Canadians that 
don’t understand the situation 
either?

I have read just about 
everything I can get my hands 
on; I have watched everything I 
can on television; I even read 
Prime Minister Mulroney's very 
expensive booklet sent out in 
the mail to every Canadian en- 
titled ‘‘The Canada-U.S Trade 
Agreement in Brief’. The only 
thing in the booklet that was 
half way clear was the work 
“Brief” - it sure was that. When 
I finished reading the booklet I 
was no further informed then 
when I started. 

The big advertising agencies 
that mold our minds are busy at 
work brain washing us. I ask 
you, who could be opposed to 
“free trade’. You would have to 
be out of your minds not to 
agree with anything that is free. 

But is it free? In United 
States a number of years ago a 
law was passed called ‘‘The 
Right to Work Law’’. Everyone 
is in favour of the right to work; 
no One could oppose this. This 
would be like being opposed to 
motherhood. Any state could 
pass this Right to Work Law, 
and many did, but it was soon 
found out to be a union busting 
law. It has nothing to do with 
the right to work. If a state 
passed this law it barred any 
union shop in any collective 
agreement between a company 
and a union.

per cent unemployment in On- 
tario and 20 per cent in New- 
foundland and Labrador, that 
people in Atlantic Canada and 
elsewhere have got to be given 
an Opportunity to trade their 
way to prosperity."

We only have David's word for what transpired that 
morning, but there is no reason to disbelieve any of it. 
When Debra and Don Avant left, Bill immediately started 
to shout at his sun over the shoplifting incident. Bill 
pushed David into his room and threw him onto the bed. 
All the while, Bill Keeler was shouting at his son. Some- 
times Anita joined in the tirade. 


Eventually, Bill's temper waned and he told his son 
to dress for church. Together, the not so happy family 
attended church services. At the conclusion, Bill and 


Anita were delayed, as it was their turn to count the 
collection money. 


David left for home as soon as the services were 
over. 


He went directly to where his father kept his semi-auto- 
matic shotgun. Fifteen minutes later, Bill and Anita 
arrived home. David met them inside the door. He fired 
seven shots into their bodies. Bill fell dead in the hall. 


Miraculously, Anita was still alive when her daughter 
arbara showed up half an hour later to go for a swim in 
the family pool. Barbara went to her father’s side ani 
Saw at a glance that he was dead. She turned to her 
mother, who whispered, “David did it.” A few hours 
later, Anita Keeler died, 
































After shooting his parents, David jumped on his bicycle 
and rode away. He planned on running away, but changed 
his mind. About five miles from his home, he rode over to 
a parked police car and told the officers simply, *‘I just 
shot and killed my parents.” . 


David was taken to a Dallas police station. He had 
no intention of hedging about his crime. He told inves- 
tigating officers that he had killed his father for being 
so strict and calling him a disgrace. His mother died 
because she had agreed with her husband. 


Because David was under 15 years old, the state 
of Texas considered him to be a youthful offender, 
whose maximum punishment could not exceed incar- 
ceration in a detention centre beyond the age of 18. 


At his sentencing hearing, David's lawyer claimed 
the boy had always been urged to excel. When he fell 
short of his father’s expectations, he was severely crit- 
icized. He repressed his emotions until they burst forth 
that fateful sunday morning. Evidently, the presiding 
judge was swaye by this line of reasoning and felt 
that treatment was preferable to confinement. David 
was sent to Timberlawn, a private psychiatric hospital. 


On Dec. 29, 1984, on his 18th birthday, David was 
discharged from Timberlawn. As the law of Texas stip- 
ulates, his juvenile record was sealed. 

Upon his discharge, he was able to claim his share 
of his parents’ $1.2 million estate.

In some cases, it’s possible. In others, it's not. But in all but 
two examples — the amyrillis and the hibiscus — the process is 
difficult and requires a lot of patience. And even those two re- 
quire specific care if they are to be grown successfully as flower- 

ing house plants. : 

The secret of success in providing on-going care for the 
Christmas flowering plants is the same as for any other house 
plant. Learn the cultural conditions it requires and then deter- 
mine if you can provide these conditions in your home. And bas- 
ed on this information, retain or discard but try not to retain 
more than two or three. Why steal precious growing space from 
plants that will perform far more admirably year round? 

POINSETTIA 

The poinsettia is the most popular of the Christmas flowering 
plants not for its flowers, but rather, for its bright, petal-like 
bracts in red, pink, white or two-tone that are often mistaken 
for flowers. And those bracts will stay in colour longer if the ac- 
tual flowers, those yellow nubs in the centre of each bract, are 
removed. 

The poinsettia is a sub-tropical plant, and while it may look 
its best in the centre of a coffee table, it will do its best if you 
consign it during the day to a full-sun south window and four 
more hours of sunlight a day. While it abhors drafts, it loves 
cool night temperatures of 11 to 18 degrees centigrade (50 to 65 
degrees fahrenheit), so keep it away from heat vents and never, 
never sit it on top of the television. 

Its colour may last up to six months and then it can be grown 
on as a very attractive house plant, with masses of deep-green 
leaves edged in dark red and marked with contrasting red 
veins. Simply cut the stems back to about six inches and set it 
in full sun and let it go dry between waterings. From April 
through October, feed it once a month with a 20-20-20 water- 
soluble fertilizer diluted to one quarter the strength of the label 
directions. 

It will thrive in the full sun of a summer garden, but first 
transfer it to a clay pot that can soak up water from the sur- 
rounding soil. Introduce it to the sun gradually, first setting it 
out in full shade, then in dappled shade and finally in full sun. 
Be prepared to bring it in as soon as late summer temperatures 
start to fall, first into the dappled shade and then full shade 
before returning it to a full sun window. 

But a word of warning. Never return any house plant to your 
home without first spraying it three times at ten-day intervals 
with Safer’s Insecticidal Soap. 

Be content with the poinsettial’s unique reddish-green oak 
leaf shaped foliage and forget about bringing it back into colour 
unless you are prepared to put it and you through a rigourous 
routine — 14 hours of uninterrupted darkness and 10 hours of 
bright light for a period of 40 days. And if one of those dark 
periods is interrupted for even a short time, the flowering cycle 
will be lost. 

Degree of difficulty: ona scale of one to 10, about 7.5

This is a story of three teen-aged boys who get 
themselves into some bizarre and unlikely situations. One 
of the boys is obsessed with space and probabilities of 
other life forms, one is a computer genius and the third is 
tough and slightly cynical. 


The adventure begins when one of them has a strange 
dream that provides him with a computer program. When 
this is fed into a computer, it produces a ‘‘vehicle’’ that is 
able to transport them anywhere they want to go. Their 


lives are quickly changed in amusing and often exciting 
ways. 


It will likely appeal most to people interested in com- 
puters and space-travel who will not be put off by an im- 
probable and highly imaginative story. The acting is well 
done and the pacing is generally fast, although it does 

- drag a bit during the second half. The single thing that 
makes this movie better than average is the extensive use 
of dreamlike special effects. 


The director, Joe Dante, was also director of such films 
as “Gremlins” and “The Howling’’. Although it would 
likely appeal most to teens and children, “Explorers’’ 
should not be ruled out for older people.

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repudiated his confession, claiming the police beat him 
and wouldn't allow him to sleep, so that finally he told 
them anything they wanted to hear. 

Seventeen months later, Henri stood trial for at- 
tempted murder. Alice, confined to a wheelchair, 
testified against her husbank. She said that Henri had 
shouted to her that night, but his words had been, 
“Come down, Alice, there is somebody here who wants 
to see you.”’ That's how he enticed her downstairs. 

After she was shot but still conscious, Henri learned 
over her and said, ‘‘We have been attached, both of 
us.”’ Alice replied, ‘‘No, Henri, it was you who fired at 
me. You called me down to kill me.” Initially, Henri 
denied it. Then he said, “‘I was mad. I should never 
have done it.”’ 

A side issue became the talk of all France. Henri’s 
secretary, Francoise Lejaune, was being hailed as 
Henri’s mistress and the motive behind the attempted 
murder. In desperation, Francoise instituted a medical 
examination and was declared a virgin. Thus Henri 
went down in criminal history as being the only man 
ever to have a virgin for a mistress. 

Alice went on to plead to the court that while she felt 
no love for her husband, he was still the father of her 
children. She asked the court to save his life. 

After considering the evidence for only 20 minutes, 
the jury found Henri guilty. No doubt the judge who 
passed sentence was influenced by Alice's plea. He

0 AZALEA- 

With its masses of red, pink, white, lavender or multi- 
coloured blossoms, the azalea is second in popularity as a 
Christmas flowering plant, and, like the poinsettia, can be 
salvaged as a house plant. Unlike the poinsettia, it can be 
brought back into bloom. 

It, too, likes four or more hours of sunlight a day and even 
cooler night temperatures as low as 5° c. (40° F.). Remove the 
flowers as they fade and in late spring start feeding monthly 
with an acid-type fertilizer with a higher middle number 
(phosphorous), diluted one-quarter strength. Keep the growing 
medium slightly damp at all times. 

To bring the azalea back into flower set it outside in dappled 
shade in early summer and allow the cool nights of late summer 
and early fall to set the flower buds (even a light frost will help). 
After spraying for insects, stop feeding, return to a full sun 
window, keep the growing medium damp and it should be back 
in flower by Christmas. 

Degree if difficulty: about a 7. 


0 CYCLAMEN - 

The wing-like flowers of the cyclamen come in a spectrum of 
colours, in pinks, reds, orchid or white and soar above the dark- 
green silver-etched leaves. It can be kept flowering for months 
as long as you grow it in bright light and provide it with night 
temperatures of five to 11° C. (40 to 50° F.). Keep the growing 
medium slightly damp and feed every two weeks with a high 
phosphorous fertilizer with a formulation such as 10-52-10, 
diluted one-quarter strength. Be content with prolonging its 
period of bloom but forget about bringing it back into bloom or 
even growing it on as a house plant under household conditions. 

Degree of difficulty: about a 9. 


0 AMYRILLIS - 

By now, your amyrillis is either in full bloom or starting to 
fade. Once the flowers have crumpled, remove the flower stem 
right at the top of the bulb and then you have to make a deci- 
sion. Do you want the hassle of carrying this floppy-leaved 
plant through 11 months in order to coax it back into bloom 
next Christmas? And if the answer is yes, go for it, because the 
process is not difficult. 

The magnificent flowering that the bulb just went through 
has sadly depleted its resources and those resources must be 
replenished if the bulb is to flower again. There is only one way, 
with full sun acting with the chlorophyl of the large green 
leaves. 

After you have removed the flower stem, set the plant in a 
full sun window and water and feed as you would any house 
plant, letting the growing medium become dry to the touch and 
then soak. Alternate a 10-52-10 water-soluble fertilizer with a 
20-20-20, half-strength. 

When the leaves finally die back, (it may be a three months to
